San  Francisco,  California,  Monday, 
April  23,  1906. 

On  the  18th  day  of  April,  A.  D.  1906, 
about  the  hour  of  5:15  o'clock  a.  m., 
San  Francisco  was  visited  by  an  earth- 
quake of  unusually  severe  magnitude. 

Many  structures  collapsed  and  were 
dismantled,  and  nearly  every  building 
throughout  the  City  and  County  was 
injured  to  a  greater  or  less  degree. 

Not  only  did  the  earthquake  shock 
injure  or  destroy  many  buildings, 
streets  and  sewers,  but  the  water  and 
gas  mains  were  broken  and  the  elec- 
tric light  service  dismantled,  thus 
shutting  off  the  water  and  light  supply. 

Fire  started  in  several  sections  of 
the  city  immediately  after  the  earth- 
quake, and  being  without  water,  the 
Fire  Department  was  utterly  unable 
to  check  the  flames. 

United  States  troops  were  called  out 
to  aid  the  Fire  and  Police  Departments, 
and  dynamiting  was  resorted  to  to 
stay  the  conflagration  which  continued 
for  three  days. 

Two-thirds  of  the  city  was  entirely 
consumed,  including  that  portion 
thereof  commonly  known  as  the  Fifty 
Vara  district,  the  One  Hundred  Vara 
district,  and  portions  of  the  Mission 
and  Western  Additions  of  San  Fran- 
cisco. 

The  general  boundaries  of  the  de- 
vastated and  burned  section  of  the 
city  is  described  as  follows: 

The  Water  Front  from  Brannan 
street  on  the  east  to  Jones  street  on 
the  north;  thence  along  Jones  to 
Chestnut,  to  Hyde,  to  Polk,  to  Filbert, 
to  Van  Ness  avenue,  to  Clay,  to  Frank- 
lin, to  Sutter,  to  V^n  Ness  avenue,  to 
Golden  Gate  avenue,  to  Octavia,  to 
Page,  to  Gough,  to  Market,  to  Dolores, 
to      Twentieth,         to      Mission,      to 


Eighteenth,  to  Howard,  to  Fifteenth, 
to  Folsom,  to  Eleventh,  to  Bryant,  to 
the  Water  Front. 

This  area  included  the  business  and 
most  densely  populated  residence  sec- 
tions of  the  city. 

The  principal  Municipal  buildings, 
the  City  Hall  and  the  Hall  of  Justice 
were  destroyed  with  their  contents, 
although  the  greater  portion  of  the 
records  contained  in  the  Hall  of  Rec- 
ords, a  separate  adjunct  of  the  City 
Hall,  were  saved  and  deposited  tem- 
porarily in  the  Masonic  Cemetery 
Vault. 

At  this  writing  it  is  probable  that 
all  of  the  other  records  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  have 
been  destroyed. 

The  general  loss  of  life,  both  from 
the  earthquake  and  from  the  fire  is 
estimated  to  be  between  five  hundred 
and  one  thousand,  while  the  loss  to 
property  is  estimated  to  be  five  hun- 
dred million  dollars.  Possibly  the  true 
facts  will  never  be  known.  Great 
distress  prevails  among  the  homeless 
and  afflicted  who  are  obliged  to  camp 
on  the  hills  and  in  the  public  streets 
and  parks  until  their  fellow  citizens 
can  afford  them  shelter. 

Aid  has  been  given,  and  is  being 
most  generously  given  by  our  nation, 
our  countrymen,  and  our  friends 
throughout  the  United  States,  and  it 
is  to  be  hoped  that  within  a  short 
time  the  suffering  and  misery  of  the 
sick,  homeless  and  distressed  will  be 
relieved. 

The  usual  meeting  place  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  namely,  its 
Chambers  on  the  second  floor,  in  the 
City  Hall  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  having  been  dismantled 
by  the  earthquake,  and   subsequently 


devastated  by  the  fire  following,  at  a 
conference  held  before  the  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board  on  Monday, 
April  23,  1906,  it  was  decided  to  meet 
in  quarters  known  as  "Mowry's  Hall", 
on  corner  of  Laguna  and  Grove  streets, 
San  Francisco. 

In  pursuance  of  instructions  re- 
ceived at  said  conference,  the  Clerk 
of  the  Board  caused  notices  to  be 
posted  at  the  following  places,  that 
the  next  regular  session  of  the  Board 
would  be  held  in  said  "Mowry's  Hall", 
corner  of  Grove  and  Laguna  streets, 
on  Monday,  April  23,  1906,  at  2:30  p. 
m.,  to  wit: 

One  notice  at  northerly  entrance  to  , 
City  Hall,  on  McAllister  street,  near- 
est the  Supervisors'  Chambers. 

One  notice  at  the  southerly  entrance 
to  City  Hall,  on  City  Hall  avenue, 
nearest    the    Supervisors'    Chambers. 

One  notice  at  "Mowry's  Hall",  cor- 
ner of  Laguna  and  Ga*ove  streets. 

One  notice  at  "Franklin  Hall",  Fill- 
more street  between  Bush  and  Pine 
streets,  temporary  headquarters  of  the 
Municipal  Authorities.  ~ 

Said  notices  were  duly  signed  by 
the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
and  by  him  caused  to  be  posted  at  the 
above  specified  locations,  prior  to  the 
hour  of  12  o'clock  m.  on  said  23rd  day 
of  April,  1906. 

The  purpose  of  this  necessarily  brief 
article  is  to  enable  a  proper  under- 
standing of  the  subsequent  actions  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Legisla- 
tive Branch  of  the  Government  of  San 
Francisco,  and  to  explain  the  extra- 
ordinary conditions  which  now  prevail. 

For  annals  of  the  earthquake  and 
the  disastrous  fire  following,  reference 
is  made  to  the  files  of  the  newspapers 
of  Oakland  and  San  Francisco  of  dates 
subsequent  to  April  18,  1906,  and  the 
present.

The  Board  of  Supervisors  met  in 
Regular  Session. 

CALLING   THE    ROLL. 

The  Roll  was  called  and  the  follow- 
ing Supervisors  were  noted  present:

Quorum  present. 

His  Honor  Mayor  E.  E.  Schmitz  be- 
ing absent.  Supervisor  Gallagher  was 
called  to  the  Chair. 

READING  THE  JOURNAL. 

The  Chair  stated  that  it  would  be 
impossible  for  the  next  Order  of  Busi- 
ness, namely  "The  Reading  of  the 
Journal  of  the  Last  Meeting",  to  be 
complied  with,  and  he  therefore  ord- 
ered the  matter  dispensed  with. 
Question   of  Information. 

Supervisor  Boxton  asked  if  the  rec- 
ords of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  were 
destroyed  by  the  earthquake  and  the 
fire. 

The  Clerk  stated  that  he  had  caused 
an  examination  to  be  made  of  the  dis- 
mantled office  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors in  the  City  Hall,  and  from  said 
examination  believed  that  they  were. 
PRESENTATION  OF  PETITIONS 
FILED   WITH    THE    BOARD. 

There  being  no  Petitions  on  file, 
this  Order  of  Business  was  ordered 
dispensed  with. 


COMMUNICATIONS  AND  REPORTS

There  being  no  Communications  or 
Reports  from  City  and  County  Officers 
on  file,  this  Order  of  Business  was 
ordered  dispensed  with. 

Supervisor  Rea  was  noted,  present. 

Selecting    Supervisors'    Chambers. 
Adopted. 

Under  suspension  of  the  rules,  Su- 
pervisor Coleman  introduced  the  fol- 
lowing Resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  building  gener- 
ally known  as  "Mowry's  Hall",  or  the 
"Gantner  and  Mattern  Building",  cor- 
ner of  Laguna  and  Grove  streets,  in 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
be  the  official  Chambers  and  Clerk's 
Office  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of 
this  City  and  County  for  the  time  be- 
ing, and  until  such  further  action  by 
this  Board.

PROPOSALS    FOR    SALE    OF    TELE- 
PHONE   FRANCHISE. 

The  Clerk  handed  the  Chair  a  sealed 
envelope  filed  at  the  hour  of  2:55  o'- 
clock p.  m.,  which  was  opened  by  the 
Chair,  the  contents  thereof  being  the 
bid  of  the  Home  Telephone  Company 
of  San  Francisco,  as  follows:

Said  bid  was  accompanied  by  a 
check  of  $25,000,  drawn  on  the  First 
National  Bank  of  Oakland,  payable  to 
order  of  J.  S.  Torrance,  Treasurer,  and 
endorsed  payable  to  order  of  City 
Treasurer  of  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  and  was  certified  to  by  L. 
G.  Burpee,  Cashier  of  said  Bank. 

Consideration  of  Bid. 

The  Chair  stated  that  the  bid  of  the 
Home  Telephone  Company  of  San 
Francisco  was  now  before  the  Board 
for  consideration. 

Motion. 

Supervisor  Boxton  moved  indefinite 
postponement  of  action  upon  the  bid. 

Supervisors  Lonergan  and  Phillips 
were  noted  present: 

Substitute   Motion. 

Supervisor  Boxton  withdrew  his  mo- 
tion and  substituted  a  motion,  that 
action  on  the  bid  of  the  Home  Tele- 
phone Company  of  San  Francisco  be 
postponed  thirty  days. 

Point  of  Order. 

Supervisor  McGushin  made  the  point 
of  order,  that  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
no  other  competing  company  could 
file  a  certified  check,  owing  to  the 
terrible  calamity  which  has  befallen 
us,  that  the  bid  should  not  be  consid- 
ered at  present. 

The   Chair  declared   the     point     of 
order  not  well  taken,  upon  the  ground 
that  such  was  not  the  fact. 
Motion. 

Supervisor  Coleman  objected  to  post- 
ponement of  action  and  moved  that  the 
bid  be  accepted. 

Point  of  Order. 

Supervisor  Kelly  made  the  point  of 
order,  that  Supervisor  Boxton's  mo- 
tion was  first  in  order. 

The  Chair   declared  the   point  well 
taken  and  that  Supervisor  Coleman's 
motion  was  out  of  order. 
Question. 

The  Chair  stated  the  question  on 
Supervisor  Boxton's  motion  to  post- 
pone consideration  of  bid  for  thirty 
days. 


Question  of  Information. 

Supervisor  Lonergan  arpse  to  a 
question  of  information,  and  asked  if 
the  bid  of  the  Home  Telephone  Com- 
pany had  been  filed. 

The  Chair  informed  him  that  it  had 
been  filed,  and  stated  the  contents  of 
the  bid. 

Inquiry  as  to   Competing.  Bidders. 

The  Chair  inquired  of  the  persons 
present  at  the  meeting  whether  or 
not  there  were  any  other  bidders 
present  offering  to  raise  the  bid  of 
the  Home  Telephone  Company  of  San 
Francisco,  and  stated  that  bids  would 
be  received. 

No    response    was      made      to      the 
Chair's  question,  and  no  otner  bid  was 
presented  to  or  filed  with  the  Board. 
Deposit   of  Amount   of   Bid. 

The  Home  Telephone  Company  of 
San  Francisco  thereupon  deposited 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  and  the 
County  Clerk  the  sum  of  ^25,000  in 
gold  coin,  being  the  full  amount  of 
its   bid. 

Motion    to    Reject    bid. 

Supervisor  Rea  moved  as  an  amend- 
ment to  Supervisor  Boxton's  motion, 
that  the  bid  of  the  Home  Telephone 
Company  of  San  Francisco  be  re- 
jected. 

Privilege    of   the    Floor. 

The  privilege  of  the  floor  was  grant- 
ed to  R.  N.  Frick,  Esq.,  and  Judge  J. 
G.  North,  representing  the  Home  Tele- 
phone Company,  and  the  question  was 
discussed  by  several  members  of  the 
Board. 

Question  Stated. 

The  Chair  stated  the  question  on 
Sut)ervisor  Rea's  motion  to  reject  the 
bid. 

Point  of  Order. 

Supervisor  Kelly  made  the  point  of 
order  that  the  amendment  made  by 
Supervisor  Rea  to  reject  the  bid  is 
not  germane  to  the  motion  made  by 
Supervisor  Boxton  to  postpone  action 
thereon. 

The  Chair  declared  the  point  of 
order  not  well  taken. 

Motion   to   Reject   Bid    Lost. 

Whereupon,  the  question  being 
taken   upon    Supervisor   Rea's   motion 


to  reject  the  bid  of  the  Home  Tele- 
phone Company  of  San  Francisco,  the 
motion  was  lost  by  the  following  vote:

Question    on    Postponement    of   Action 
for    Thirty    Days. 

Whereupon,  the  question  was  taken 
on  Supervisor  Boxton's  motion  to  post- 
pone action  on  the  bid  for  thirty  days, 
and  the  motion  was  lost  by  the  follow- 
ing vote:

Supervisor  Coleman  moved  the  ac- 
ceptance of  the  bid  of  the  Home  Tele- 
phone Company  of  San  Francisco,  in 
the  sum  of  $25,000,  and  that  the  fran- 
chise as  published  be  awarded  to  said 
Company. 

The  motion  was  seconded  and  the 
question  being  taken,  the  Roll  was 
called  with  the  following  result:

The  Chair  declared  the  motion  car- 
ried, and  that  the  franchise  was  struck 
off  and  sold  to  the  Home  Telephone 
Company  of  San  Francisco,  the  high- 
est and  best  bidder,  the  amount  re- 
quired by  law  having  been  deposited 
as  required  by  law  with  the  County 
Clerk  and  the  Clerk  of  this  Board. 
Announcement. 

Thereupon  the  Clerk  of  the  Board 
announced  that  the  sum  of  $25,000  in 
gold  coin  deposited  with  him  by  the 
Home  Telephone  Company  of  San 
Francisco,  upon  the  acceptance  of  its 


bid,    would    be    deposited      with     the 
Treasurer. 

Election    Booths    to    House    Homeless. 
Adopted. 

Supervisor  Lonergan  introduced  the 
following  Resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Elec- 
tion Commissioners  be  and  they  are 
hereby  requested  to  deliver  to  the 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  250  election 
booths  to  be  used  in  housing  the 
homeless  victims  of  the  recent  earth- 
quake and  conflagration,  which  have 
visited  our  City,  namely;  100  booths 
in  the  district  south  of  Market  street 
and  150  booths  in  the  remaining  sec- 
tion of  the  City. 

Adopted,    on    motion    of    Supervisor 

Lonergan,    and    numbered    Resolution 

No.  2   (New  Series). 

Military   Authorities   Requested   to    Be 

Lenient   With    Afflicted    People. 

Adopted. 

Supervisor  Boxton  introduced  the 
following  Resolution: 

Resolved,  That  while  we  appreciate 
to  the  fullest  extent  the  great  service 
that  is  being  rendered  by  the  military 
and  marines  in  preserving  order  dur- 
ing the  trying  period  through  which 
our  City  is  now  passing,  for  which 
service  we,  as  representatives  of  the 
people  of  this  municipality,  desire  to 
express  the  utmost  appreciation  and 
gratitude,  we  respectfully  urge  upon 
all  commanding  officers  of  all 
branches  of  the  service  to  instruct 
their  men  to  be  as  lenient  as  possible 
in  the  handling  of  our  afflicted  citi- 
zens, and  not  to  use  drastic  measures 
except  in  those  cases  where  it  is 
absolutely   necessary. 

Adopted,  on  motion  of  Supervisor 
Boxton  and  numbered  Resolution  No. 
3    (New  Series). 

Motion. 

Supervisor  Boxton  moved  that  a 
copy  of  the  above  Resolution  be  sent 
to  all  commanding  officers.

COMMUNICATION   FROM  CITY  AND

Headquarters   Certain    Officials. 

The  following  Communication  was 
received  and  read-: 

San  Francisco,  April  23,  1906. 

The  City  Attorney,  Auditor,  Treas- 
urer, Tax  Collector  and  County  Re- 
corder held  a  meeting  this  day  at  the 
hour  of  ten  o'clock  at  2513  Sacramento 
street,  near  Fillmore,  and  formally 
organized  themselves  into  a  Commis- 
sion for  the  purpose  of  selecting  and 
fitting  up  offices  for  their  respective 
duties. 

On  motion  of  Tax  Collector  Nichols, 
City  Attorney  Burke  was  duly  elected 
Chairman  of  the  Commission,  and  on 
motion  of  Treasurer  Bantel,  Samuel 
Wells  Horton,  Auditor,  was  duly 
elected  as  Secretary,  Maurice  L.

Making  it  unlawful  to  tear  down 
deface  or  mutilate  any  certificate  of 
inspection,  or  other  notice  of  official 
authority  publicly  or  otherwise  dis- 
played or  posted,  certifying  to  the 
safe  or  unsafe  condition  of  any  build- 
ing, or  structure,  or  any  portion  there- 
of, and  providing  a  penalty  for  the 
violation  of  this  Ordinance. 

Whereas,  An  extraordinary  condi- 
tion of  affairs  now  prevails  in  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  due 
to  the  earthquake  occurring  on  the 
18th  day  of  April,  1906,  and  to  the 
terrible  conflagration  following  said 
earthquake,  both  of  which  disasters 
have  devastated  nearly  two-thirds  of 
the  populated  sections  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, and 

Whereas,  Imperative,  energetic  and 
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mandatory  measures  and  actions  are 
necessary  to  maintain  law  and  order 
and  to  safeguard  and  preserve  life 
and  property;    now,  therefore, 

Be  it  ordained  -by  the  People  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  as 
follows: 

S'^ction  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for 
any  person  to  tear  down,  alter,  deface 
or  mutilate  any  certificate  of  inspec- 
tion of  other  notice  of  official  author- 
ity publicly  or  otherwise  displayed  or 
posted  certifying  to  the  safe  or  unsafe 
condition  of  any  building  or  structure, 
or  any  portion  thereof,  in  the  City 
and    County   of    San   Francisco. 

Section  2.  Any  person  violating 
this  Ordinance  or  any  of  the  provi- 
sions thereof  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  subject 
to  arrest  and  incarceration  by  any 
member  of  the  Police  Department  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco or  of  the  regular  army  of  the 
United  States,  said  person  to  be  held 
in  durance  by  either  of  said  Municipal 
or  National  authorities  until  such  time 
as  he  or  she  may  be  tried  by  a  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction,  and,  if 
found  guilty  by  said  court,  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  five 
hundred  dollars  ($500),  or  by  impris- 
onment in  the  County  Jail  not  exceed- 
ing six  months,  or  by  both  such  fine 
and   imprisonment. 

Section  3.  The  Clerk  of  this  Board 
is  hereby  directed  to  advertise  this 
Ordinance  in  the  daily  newspapers  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
and  to  cause  printed  copies  of  said 
Ordinance  to  be  forthwith  posted  and 
publicly  displayed  in  such  numbers 
and  in  such  manner  as  his  judgment 
may  determine. 

Section  4.  This  Ordinance  shall 
take  effect  and  be  in  force  immedi- 
ately.

Bill    No.  3,   Ordinance   No.  . 

(New  Series.) 

"Prohibiting  the  use  of  chimneys 
until  inspection  thereof  is  made  by  the 
Board  of  Public  Works;  providing  for 
such  inspection  and  for  the  appoint- 
ment by  said  Board,  of  Chimney  In- 
spectors and  authorizing  the  issuance 
of  certificates  of  inspection,  fixing  the 
amount  of  fees  and  providing  for  the 
payment  thereof." 


Whereas,  Owing  to  the  calamity 
which  has  recently  befallen  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  the 
chimneys  on  nearly  every  dwelling  or 
building  in  the  City  have  been  dis- 
mantled or  rendered  unsafe  for  use, 
and  the  people  have  been  compelled 
to  cook  their  food  outside  of  their 
dwellings;  and 

Whereas,  This  condition  of  affairs 
can  be  remedied  through  the  expedi- 
tious and  energetic  inspection  and  re- 
pair of  such  chimneys  as  may  with 
safety  be  used  again;   now,  therefore, 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  people  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  use,  or 
permit  to  be  used,  any  chimney  in  any 
dwelling  or  building  in  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco, owned  or 
occupied  by  him,  untu  permission  to 
use  the  same  shall  first  have  been 
given  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Public 
Works  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  appoint  as  many  chimney 
inspectors  as  in  its  judgment  may  be 
deemed  expedient,  for  the  purpose  of 
enabling  a  rapid  and  expeditious  in- 
spection of  all  chimneys  throughout 
the  City  and  County. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  be  ap- 
pointed such  inspector  except  he  is 
a  competent  mechanic  whose  trade  or 
occupation  has  heretofore  been  such 
as  to  have  given  him  competent  ex- 
perience for  such  work  of  inspection. 
The  salary  of  such  inspectors  shall 
not  exceed  four  dollars  ($4.00»  per 
day. 

Section  4.  Upon  a  proper  inspec- 
tion made  by  a  duly  appointed  in- 
spector of  the  Board  of  Public  Works, 
and  when  repairs  shall  have  been 
made  to  said  chimneys  as  directed  by 
said  Board  or  its  inspectors,  said 
Board  shall  issue  to  the  person  whose 
chimney  has  been  so  inspected  a  cer- 
tificate of  inspection  as  to  the  safety 
of  the  same,  and  written  permission 
to  use  the  same. 

Section  5.  Upon  receipt  of  such  cer- 
tificate and  permission  such  chimneys 
may  be  used,  but  not  otherwise. 

Section  6.  The  certificates  and  writ- 
ten permissions  hereinbefore  referred 
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to  shall  and  must,  on  demand,  be  ex- 
hibited by  the  occupant  of  the  prem- 
ises wherein  said  chimneys  are  situ- 
ate to  any  duly  accredited  employee 
or  member  of  the  Fire  Department, 
Police  Department  or  Board  of  Public 
Works  of  the  Gity  and  County  of  San 
Francisco. 

Section  7.  Jhe  Board  of  Public 
Works  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  exact  a  fee  of  one  dollar 
($1.00)  for  each  chimney  so  inspected. 

Section  8.  The  Board  of  Public 
Works  is  hereby  instructed  to  deposit 
daily  witn  the  Treasurer  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  the 
Charter,  the  moneys  collected  for  such 
inspection    fees.     • 

Section  9.  ^Any  person  violating  the 
provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  a  fine  not  exceeding  five 
hundred  dollars    ($500),  or  by  impris-

Statement   by   Clerk. 

The  Clerk  stated  that  by  direction 
of  the  Street  Committee,  he  had  com-

System  on  Cable  Lines. 

Supervisor  Wilson  introduced  Bill 
No.  10,  Ordinance  No. ,  (New  Ser- 
ies)   as  follows: 

"An  Ordinance  authorizing  and  di- 
recting the  United  Railroads  of  San 
Francisco  to  operate  all  of  their  sev- 
eral cable  railway  lines,  so  far  as 
grades  will  permit,  by  electricity,  by 
means  of  the  so-called  overhead  trol- 
ley system." 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  people  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  as 
follows : 

Section  1.  The  United  Railroads 
of  San  Francisco  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  operate  all  of  its  sev- 
eral cable  railway  lines  and  franchises, 
so  far  as  grades  will  permit,  by  elec- 
tricity, by  means  of  the  so-called  over- 
head trolley  system,  and  to  erect  the 
necessary  poles  and  string  the  neces- 
sary wires  and  provide  and  use  the 
proper  and  necessary  means  to  that 
end. 

Sec.  2.  The  work  of  installing  said 
electrical  equipment  shall  be  immedi- 
ately begun  and   shall  be  prosecuted 
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with  all  possible  expedition  and  with- 
out interruption  until  said  cable  lines 
and  franchises,  so  far  as  grades  will 
permit,  are  equipped  for  electric  oper- 
ation. 

Sec.  3.  Said  electrical  equipment 
shall  be  first-class  in  every  particular 
and  shall  include  highly  ornamental 
poles  along  Market  street  from  the 
Ferry  to  Valencia  street,  and  along 
Sutter  street,  from  Market  street  to 
the  west  line  of  Van  Ness  avenue, 
upon  each  of  which  said  poles  on 
Market  street,  and  upon  every  altern- 
ate pole  on  Sutter  street,  said  United 
Railraods  shall  install  and  maintain, 
at  its  own  expense  and  without  any 
expense  to  the  city,  electric  lights  for 
the  lighting  of  said  Market  street  from 
the  Ferry  to  Valencia  street,  and  of 
said  Sutter  street  from  Market  street 
to  the  west  line  of  Van  Ness  avenue. 

First-class  iron  poles  shall  be  used 
in  the  permanent  construction  of  all 
of  said  lines  and  the  feed  wires  shall 
be  carried  underground  on  Market 
street  from  the  Ferry  to  Valencia 
street,  and  on  Sutter  street  from  Mar- 
ket street  to  the  west  line  of  Van 
Ness  avenue.  •  Provided  that  tempo- 
rary construction  may  be  employed 
until  material  can  be  obtained  for 
permanent  construction  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  of  this  Ordinance,  such 
material  to  be  obtained  with  all  possi- 
ble expedition.

On  his  motion,  referred  to  the  Hos- 
pital and  Health  Committee. 
Relating  to  Consideration  of  Proposed 
Fire  and  Building  Ordinance. 
Supervisor  Coleman  asked  that  a 
time  be  fixed  for  the  consideration  of 
the  proposed  Fire  and  Building  Ordi- 
nance to  be  presented  by  the  Build- 
ing Laws  Committee  of  the  General 
Committee  appointed  by  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  on  the  Reconstruction  of 
San  Francisco,  and  that  the  public 
be  notified  thereof.

Monday, 
May  28,  1906,  as  a  Special  Order  of 
Business  for  the  consideration  of  the- 
proposed  Fire  and  Building  Ordinance. 
Relating  to  Matter  of  Widening,  Ex- 
tending   and    Grading    of    Streets. 

Statement. 

Supervisor  Gallagher  stated  that  the 

Committee    on    Widening,      Extending 

and  Grading  of  Streets  of  the  General 

Committee    of    Forty    on    Reconstruc- 


tion of  San  Francisco,  had  completed 
its  labors  and  was  ready  to  report  and 
that  Mr.  A.  Ruef,  Acting  Chairman 
thereof,  desired  to  present  a  Resolu- 
tion in  relation  thereto  to  the  Board 
for  its   adoption. 

Motion. 
Supervisor   Gallagher     moved     that 
..^r.  A.  Ruef  be  granted  the  privilege 
of  the  floor. 
So  ordered. 

Privilege  of  Floor. 
Thereupon.  Mr.  Ruef  addressed 
the  Board,  stating  in  part  that  the 
Committee  had  given  due  considera- 
tion to  the  matter  referred  to  them 
and  after  consultation  with  Mr.  D.  H. 
Burnham,  the  eminent  architect  of 
Cxiicago,  and  author  of  the  "Burnham 
Plans"  for  the  improvement  and 
adornment  of  San  Francisco,  and  with 
his  assistant,  Mr.  Edward  H.  Ben- 
nett, had  adopted  a  plan  which  in- 
cluded, among  other  things,  the  wid- 
ening of  Commercial  street  to 
Kearny  street  to  eighty  feet.  Thence 
from  Commercial  and  Kearny  a 
curved  diagonal  proceeds  to  Taylor 
and  Geary,  continuing  along  Geary  to 
Leavenworth,  where  two  diagonals 
run,  one  to  the  junction  of  Sacra- 
mento street  and  Van  Ness  avenue 
and  the  other  to  the  top  of  California- 
street  hill. 

Another  diagonal  on  the  north  side 
of  the  hill  starts  from  Sacramento 
street  and  Van  Ness  avenue  to  a  point 
on  Pacific  street  and  continues  down 
that  street  to  Montgomery  avenue. 
It  is  part  of  this  plan  that  Geary  and 
Pacific  streets  are  to  be  widened  to 
one  hundred  feet  and  Montgomery 
avenue  be  made  the  same  width  from 
Pacific  street  south  and  extended 
diagonally  to  a  junction  with  Fremont 
street,  which  likewise  is  widened  to 
one  hundred  feet. 

The  result  of  the  work  was  exempli- 
fied on   a  map,   from  which   the   gen- 
tleman   explained    in    detail    the    par- 
ticular    improvements      contemplated 
and    their    urgency    as    to    immediate 
fulfillment  and  as  to  periods  of  time. 
Report    of    Sub-Committee    on    Widen- 
ing,     Extending     and      Grading     of 
Streets    and     Restoration    of    Pave- 
ments    to     General     Committee     of 
Forty     on     Reconstruction     of     San 
Francisco. 

To  the  Honorable  E.  E.  Schmitz, 
Mayor  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
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Cisco,  and  Chairman  Committee  of 
Forty  on  Reconstruction  of  the  City, 
and  to  said  Committee  of  Forty:  The 
undersigned,  your  Committee  on  Wid- 
ening, Extending  and  Grading  Streets 
and  Restoring  Pavements,  beg  leave 
to  report  that  from  the  date  of  our 
appointment  we  have  been  in  ses- 
sion almost  daily,  both  as  an  indiyid- 
ual  committee  and  jointly  with  the 
Committees  on  Parks,  Reservoirs  and 
Boulevards,  and  on  Burnham  Plans, 
have  given  a  great  deal  of  time,  at- 
tention and  thought  to  the  subjects 
committed  to  us  for  consideration, 
and  after  weighing  carefully  all  pro- 
jects and  plans  suggested,  have 
evolved  what  we  think  will  be  found 
a  most  satisfactory  and  beneficial  list 
of   recommendations. 

Realizing  the  necessity  for  immedi- 
ate yet  conservative  action  which  con- 
fronts us,  and  that  in  the  present 
financial  situation  of  the  city  utility 
should  be  a  more  potent  factor  than 
mere  beauty  in  the  solving  of  the 
problems  before  us,  yet  recognizing 
that  both  of  these  important  elements 
may  be  judiciously  and  advantageous- 
ly combined,  your  committee  has  con- 
cluded to  submit  its  several  recom- 
mendations in  the  order  of  their  ap- 
parent importance,  and  of  the  ability 
of  the  city  to  carry  them  out  without 
imposing  too  great  a  burden  of  taxa- 
tion on  the  property  owners  of  the 
city.  To  accomplish  this  end  your 
committee  has  reached  the  determina- 
tion that  some  of  these  recommenda- 
tions should  be  executed  and  carried 
into  effect  immediately,  some  may 
well  be  deferred  for  a  period  of  five 
years,  and  some  for  a  still  longer 
period,  say  ten  years. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  almost  all 
of  the  lands  through  which  the  pro- 
jected improvements  are  to  run,  are 
now  vacant  and  devoid  of  improve- 
ments, and  therefore  may  be  acquired 
more  easily  and  economically  now 
than  at  any  other  time,  your  commit- 
tee has  devised  a  plan  which  seems 
entirely  feasible  for  securing  the  re- 
quired lands  at  once,  even  though  the 
projected  improvements  may  not  be 
fully  accomplished  for  some  time 
thereafter. 

This  plan  may  be  carried  out  with- 
out imposing  any  additional  taxation 
on  the  property-holders  of  the  city,  by 
deferring  payment  until  such  time  as 
b/  reason  of  increase  in  the  amount 


of  taxable  property  the  same  rate  of 
taxation  will  produce  the  necessary 
revenue.  Briefly,  to  accomplish  this, 
your  committee  recommends  that  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  shall  by  ordi- 
nance declare  the  city's  intention  at 
or  before  five  years  from  date  thereof, 
to  purchase  or  condemn  the  required 
property,  and  shall  cause  bonds  to  be 
issued  therefor,  no  part  of  which,  how- 
ever, shall  be  payable  before  five 
years  from  date  of  issuance,  such 
bonds  shall  bear  interest  from  their 
date  of  issuance,  but  no  part  of  such 
interest  shall  be  payable  before  five 
years  from  the  date  of  issue.  This 
will  enable  the  city  to  acquire  the 
lands  necessary  for  the  contemplated 
improvements  during  the  five  years 
without  levying  any  tax  therefor,  and 
will  at  the  same  time  enable  the  prop- 
erty owner  whose  land  is  to  be  ac- 
quired, to  accept  bonds  therefor,  which 
bonds  he  will  be  able  to  dispose  of  at 
once  or  may  carry  as  an  investment. 
These  bonds  will  undoubtedly  be  for 
a  long  term,  and  will  therefore  be 
very  desirable  holdings.  The  improve- 
ment is  a  permanent  one  which  will 
enhance  real  estate  values  in  all  parts 
of  the  city,  the  amount  of  tax  levied 
to  meet  them  will  be  almost  insignifi- 
cant. The  benefits  of  the  added  valu- 
ation accruing  therefrom  will  increase 
a  thousand-fold  as  compared  with  the 
expenses  required  to  produce  them. 

Under  these  conditions  your  commit- 
tee recommends  that  the  following 
improvements  be  submitted  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  to  be  carried 
out  by  the  city: 

Improvements  which  the  Committee 
Recommends  as  Essential  and 
Which  Should  be  Carried  Out  Im- 
mediately, the  City  Paying  the  Ex- 
penses Thereof  by  Bonds,  to  be 
Repaid  by  Provision  in  the  General 
Tax  Levy. 

(Designated  on  map  in  blue.) 
1.  Montgomery  avenue  to  be  ex- 
tended at  a  width  of  100  feet  from  its 
present  northerly  terminus,  a  distance 
of  a  little  over  one  block  northwest- 
erly to  the  water  front,  and  also  to 
be  extended  at  a  width  of  100  feet 
southeasterly  from  its  present  south- 
erly terminus  (at  Washington  street) 
to  Market  street  (at  Front  street) ; 
and  in  connection  with  such  extension 
and  as  a  part  thereof,  Fremont  street 
(which  is  in  a  direct  line  with  Mont- 
gomery avenue  as  so  extended)  to  be 
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widened  from  Market  street  southerly 
to  the  waters  of  the  Bay  from  its 
present  width  of  82  feet  6  inches,  to 
100  feet  and   graded. 

That  along  the  present  existing  line 
of  Montgomery  avenue  northwesterly 
from  Washington  street  to  Beach 
street  the  sidewalks  on  both  sides  of 
the  street  be  reduced  5  feet,  making 
the  roadway  wider  by  10  feet;  that 
the  grades  be  ameliorated,  especially 
from  Pacific  to  Green  street;  this  can 
be  done  without  material  expense  and 
with  no  injury  to  adjoining  property 
or  streets. 

That  Montgomery  avenue  as  ex- 
tended and  Frement  street  as  widened, 
constituting  one  great  avenue,  shall 
be  hereafter  known  jointly  as  Fre- 
mont avenue  (there  being  already 
some  confusion  on  account  of  the 
similarity  of  the  names  of  Montgom- 
ery street.  New  Montgomery  street 
and  Montgomery  avenue). 

2.  That  Pacific  street  be  widened 
from  its  present  width  to  a  width  of 
100  feet  from  the  Bay  westerly  to  Van 
Ness  avenue,  and  that  it  shall  be 
known  throughout  its  entire  length 
as  Pacific  avenue.  This  street  to- 
gether with  Montgomery  avenue  are 
so  designated  in  order  that  they  may 
serve  both  as  important  commercial 
avenues  and  as  great  fire  barriers  for 
the  northern  section  of  the  city.  We 
also  recommend  a  change  in  the  grade 
of  Pacific  avenue  between  Powell  and 
Jones  streets  as  indicated  on  accom- 
panying map,  which  will  also  exhibit 
and  outline  all  the  recommendations 
set  forth  in  this  report. 

3.  That  Commercial  street  from 
East  street  to  Dupont  be  widened 
from  its  present  width  of  35  feet  to 
95  feet  by  taking  30  feet  on  each  side. 
This  will  not  only  relieve  the  conges- 
tion and  improve  the  business  dis- 
trict, but  will  also  serve  as  a  great 
artery  of  circulation  for  what  has  been 
an  important  wholesale  section,  but 
has  lost  much  of  its  desirability  for 
traflic  by  reason  of  iTnoassibility  of 
its  thoroughfares.  This  will  leave 
the  lots  formerly  fronting  on  Clay 
and  Sacramento  streets  with  a  depth 
of  90  feet,  to  the  avenue  so  created. 

Your  committee  has  determined  to 
recommend  Commercial  street  for 
widening,  as  the  land  fronting  thereon 
can  be  acquired  more  reasonably  and 
thereby  the  widening  of  Jackson, 
Washington,     Clay     and     Sacramento 


streets  which  otherwise  would  in  any 
other  rational  scheme  of  city  improve- 
ment require  widening,  will  be  rend- 
ered  unnecessary. 

4.  That  North  Point  street  be 
graded  and  widened  to  100  feet  from 
Montgomery  avenue  and  Leavenworth 
westerly  to  Van  Ness  avenue,  and  that 
Bay  street  be  widened  to  same  width 
from  water  front  to  Montgomery  ave- 
nue. 

5.  That  Powell  street  from  Pacific 
street  southerly  to  California  street 
be  modified  slightly  as  to  grade,  and 
that  it  be  widened  to  100  feet,  making 
it  part  OL  a  great  thoroughfare  of 
equal  width,  which  shall  include  Pa- 
cific avenue  and  Pine  street. 

6.  That  a  new  avenue  100  feet  wide 
be  created  in  the  block  heretofore  oc- 
cupied by  the  Hopkins  and  Stanford 
buildings,  belonging  to  the  University 
of  California  and  Stanford  University, 
from  the  southwest  corner  of  Powell 
and  California  streets  to  the  north- 
east corner  of  Pine  and  Mason  streets. 

7.  That  a  new  avenue  100  feet  wide 
be  created  connecting  by  easy  grade 
Stockton  and  Pine  streets  with  Bush 
street  and  Grant  avenue,  running 
through  the  block  bounded  by  Stock- 
ton. Dupont.  Bush  and  Pine  streets, 
and  that  Grant  avenue  be  widened  on 
its  easterly  side  30  feet  from  Bush 
street  north  to  Montgomery  avenue, 
and  graded  to  a  practicable  grade 
from  Bush  street  to  Sacramento  street. 

8.  That  in  order  to  secure  practi- 
cable and  economical  access  from  the 
lowlands  to  the  hill  districts,  and  to 
open  a  very  large  and  valuable  sec- 
tion of  the  city  to  convenient  access 
and  to  commercial,  industrial  and 
transportation  activities,  a  new  street 
or  avenue  100  feet  wide  be  created 
as  indicated  on  the  accompanying 
map,  to  commence  at  the  intersection 
of  Kearny  and  Commercial  streets, 
thence  running  in  a  general  north- 
westerly direction  to  Powell  and 
Washington  streets  and  thence  north- 
westerly to  Taylor  and  Pacific  streets. 
This  new  street  will  afford  direct  and 
easy  access  from  the  northerly  portion 
of  the  Western  Addition  as  well  as 
from  the  western  part  of  the  old  fifty- 
vara  section. 

9.  That  Pine  street  be  widened 
westerly  from  Stockton  to  Van  Ness 
avenue  to  a  width  of  100  feet. 

10.  That  Stockton  street  between 
California  and  Pine  streets  be  graded

to  a  practicable  level.  That  Sansome 
street  be  graded  from  Pacific  street 
north  to  its  northerly  terminus,  with 
a  viaduct  at  the  intersection  of  Broad- 
way street  so  that  the  grade  of  the 
last  named  street  shall  not  be  inter- 
fered with.  That  the  grades  of  Van 
Ness  avenue  between  Turk  and  Eddy 
streets  and  of  Golden  Gate  avenue 
from  Taylor  to  Hyde  street  be  also 
modified. 

11.  That  Folsom  street  be  widened 
to  125  feet  from  the  Bay  west  to 
Seventh  street;  that  Second  street  be 
graded  from  Howard  street  south; 
that  the  sidewalks  of  Third,  Sixth  and 
Ninth  streets  be  reduced  in  width  4 
feet  on  each  side  throughout  their 
entire  length. 

12.  That  Van  Ness  avenue  be  ex- 
tended south  to  the  intersection  of 
Twelfth  and  Mission  streets. 

13.  That  Sansome  street  be  ex- 
tended southerly  at  a  width  of  100 
feet  from  Market  street  diagonally  to 
Third  and  Folsom  street. 

14.  That  Seventh  street  be  ex- 
tended northerly  from  Market  street 
to  the  junction  of  Golden  Gate  avenue 
and  Leavenworth  street,  and  that 
Golden  Gate  avenue  be  widened  to 
100  feet  from  Octavia  street  to  Market 
street.. 

15.  That  a  diagonal  street  be  cre- 
ated running  southeasterly  from  the 
intersection  of  Van  Ness  avenue  and 
Market  street  to  Folsom  and  Seventh 
streets. 

16.  That  a  diagonal  street  be  cre- 
ated from  the  open  semi-circular 
space  at  the  Ferry  (foot  of  Market 
street)  southwesterly  to  Fremont  and 
Folsom   streets. 

17.  That  the  grades  of  Clay  and 
Montgomery  streets  be  raised  about 
8  feet  and  that  all  the  streets  bounded 
thereby  be  graded  to  conform,  the  pur- 
pose being  to  provide  proper  sewer- 
age and  drainage  for  this  section  of 
the  city,  which  if  omitted  would  cost 
enormous  sums  of  money  in  tne  future 
as  well  as  destroy  all  basements  in 
that  section.  The  debris  in  the  city 
can  now  be  used  for  this  purpose,  and 
it  practically  involves  little  cost  to 
the  city  since  the  roadways  are  now 
destroyed. 

18.  Create  semi-circular  open  space 
in  front  of  the  Ferry  Depot  at  foot  of 
Market  street,  as  indicated  on  map.

Improvements  Which  the  Committee 
Recommends  as  Important  and  De- 
sirable, which  Should  be  Carried 
Out  Immediately  if  Possible,  but 
Which  May  be  Deferred  for  Five 
Years,  the  City  However  Making 
Immediate  Declaration  of  its  In- 
tention to  Make  Such  Improvements 
and  to  Acquire  the  Necessary  Lands 
Therefor. 

(Designated  on  map   in   red.) 

1.  That  Geary  street  be  widened 
on  the  south  side  to  100  feet  from 
Kearny  street  to  Point  Lobos  avenue, 
and  that  it  shall  be  called  "Geary  to 
the  Sea". 

2.  That  a  new  street  100  feet  wide 
be  created  from  Seventh  and  Folsom 
streets  running  diagonally  southeast- 
erly to  the  Pacific  Mail  dock. 

3.  That  Eleventh  street  be  ex- 
tended and  widened  from  Market  to 
Bryant  street. 

4.  That  Potrero  avenue  be  ex- 
tended from  Brannan  and  Tenth 
streets  northerly  to  Seventh  and  Fol- 
some  streets  and  southerly  across 
Precita  Valley  swamp  to  Army  street. 

5.  That  the  grade  of  Market  street 
be  lowered  from  Valencia  to  Sixteenth 
street. 

III. 

Intention  to  be  Declared  Immediately 
by  Board  of  Supervisors  to  do  Cer- 
tain Work  and  Payment  Therefor 
to  be  Made  From  Taxes  to  be 
Raised  After  Ten  Years,  as  Laid

1.  Widen  Montgomery  street  from 
Market  street  to  Montgomery  avenue, 
taking  20  feet  on  the  west  side;  own- 
ers on  east  side  paying  one-half  value 
thereof. 

2.  Widen  Sutter  street  from  San- 
some to  Mason   street. 

3.  Widen  Polk  street  from  Market 
street  to  Pacific  avenue. 

4.  Widen  Powell  street  from  Cali- 
fornia to  Market  street. 
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5.  That  Rincon  Hill  be  graded  to 
the  level  of  adjoining  property  pro- 
vided the  property  owners  will  do  so 
without  cost  to  the  city.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  the  use  of  the  material 
for  the  harbor  and  for  railway  fills 
will  enable  them  to  do  it  practically 
without  cost  to  themselves,  and  the 
graded  lots  will  be  of  greatly  in- 
creased value. 

Your  committee  has  in  many  cases 
worked  out  sufiicient  of  the  detail  to 
ascertain  that  the  work  is  practicable 
and  can  be  accomplished  economically 
and  within  proper  limits  of  local  reve- 
nue production.  In  the  case  of  recom- 
mendations embraced  in  Class  III,  the 
detail  has  not  been  completely  worked 
out  on  account  of  the  immense  amount 
of  labor  necessarily  incident  to  the 
calculations,  and  the  inadequacy  of 
time.  In  this  last  class  some  unim- 
portant changes  of  detail  may  be  re- 
quired, but  as  a  whole  your  committee 
confidently  submits  the  foregoing 
plans  as  entirely  rational,  feasible  and 
necessary,  and  urges  that  they  be 
adopted,  predicting  that  nothing  will 
do  more  to  inspire  confidence  and  to 
increase  values  than  favorable  action 
upon  and  early  execution  of  the  rec- 
ommendations submitted  by  this  com- 
mittee.

The  Special  Order  of  Business, 
fixed  for  this  meeting,  namely,  con- 
sideration of  the  matter  of  the  exten- 
sipn  of  the  Fire  Limits,  as  expressed 
in  the  proposed  "New  Building- Law", 
submitted  by  the  Committee  on  Build- 
ing Laws  of  the  General  Committee 
of  Forty,  on  Reconstruction  of  San 
Francisco,  appointed  by  Mayor  E.  E. 
Schmitz,  was  proceeded  with. 
Motion. 

Supervisor  Boxton  moved  that  those 
interested  in  the  matter  before  the 
Board  be  granted  the  privilege  of  the 
floor. 

So  ordered. 

Privilege    of    the    Floor. 
Garret    McEnerney,    Attorney,    rep- 
resenting P.  W.  Riordan,  Roman  Cath- 
olic Archbishop  of  San  Francisco  and 
the  South  of  Market  Street  Property- 


owners'  Association,  addressed  the 
Board,  opposing  the  extension  of  the 
Fire  Limits,  as  proposed  by  the  Com- 
mittee. The  gentleman  stated  that 
the  idea  of  the  fire  limits  was  that 
if  a  wooden  building  was  burned  it 
should  be  replaced  by  a  fireproof 
building,  but  that  as  conditions  are 
now  entirely  changed  by  reason  of  the 
calamity,  such  a  proposition  would  be 
an  onerous  one  to  the  small  property- 
owner.  It  would  mean  that  the 
householder  cannot  go  back  to  the 
place  which  was  once  his  home.  He 
believed  the  present  limits  were  too 
extensive  in  area,  but  this  condition 
cannot  be  changed  except  by  charter 
amendment,  inasmuch  as  the  law  pro- 
vides that  the  fire  limits  cannot  be 
changed  except  by  extension.  If  the 
limits  were  extended  it  would  be 
equivalent  to  confiscation  of  property 
Oi.  small  holders,  and  in  conclusion 
the  gentleman  asked  that  no  change 
be  made  from  the  existing  limits. 

George  D.  Shadburne,  Attorney, 
representing  property-owners  west  of 
Stockton  street  and  north  of  Bush 
street,  was  heard  objecting  to  the  ex- 
tension of  the  Fire  Limits  in  that 
direction. 

John  R.  Bride,  representing  Larkin 
and  Polk  street  property-owners,  op- 
posed the  extension  of  the  Fire  Lim- 
its to  include  said  streets. 

Rev.  Father  Mulligan,  pastor  of  St.

Statement. 
In  presenting  the  Budget,  Super- 
visor Gallagher  stated  that  the  Finance 
Committee  has  estimated  that  the  As- 
sessment Roll  will  be  diminished  by  at 
least  $200,000,000.  It  should  have 
been  about  $525,000,000,  but  will  not 
be  over  $325,000,000.  The  tax  rate  has 
been  fixed  under  the  Charter  within 
the  dollar  limit.  Necessarily,  with  the 
reduced  assessment  roll  the  allowances 
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made  for  the  various  municipal  depart- 
inents  have  been  reduced  from  what 
they  would  have  ^een  under  happier 
circumstances.  The  income  of  the 
City  and  County  under  the  new  con- 
ditions has  been  reduced  by  about 
$2,000,000.  Of  this  amount  $1,000,000 
be  accounted  for  by  proposed  reduc- 
tions in  the  running  expenses  of  the 
City  and  County,  and  it  is  proposed 
that  the  remaining  million  will  be 
made  up  from  license  charges,  for 
which  the  Committee  will  look  to  the 
Board  to  make  possible  by  the  enact- 
ment  of    proper   legislation. 

It  is  expected  for  one  thing  that  the 
retail  liquor  license  will  be  increased 
to  at  least  $400  per  year.  This  in  it- 
self will  increase  the  revenue  from 
this  source   by  about  $600,000. 

The  Committee  feels  that  if  the 
Budget  as  presented  is  abopted  that 
it  will  be  an  inducement  to  outside 
capital  to  invest  in  the  City  and  thus 
establish  a  sure  foundation  for  San 
Francisco.

SITE    FOR    STATE    BUILDING    IN 

SAN  FRANCISCO. 

Statement. 

The  Chair  stated  that  the  Legis- 
lature of  the  State  of  California  had 
under  consideration  a  proposition  to 
appropriate  moneys  for  the  construc- 
tion of  a  State  Building  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, and  that  in  connection  there- 
with it  had  been  suggested  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Legislature  that  the 
City  and  County  either  donate  or 
lease  sufficient  land  to  the  State  for 
the  erection  thereon  of  said  Build- 
ing. The  Humboldt  School  site  on 
the  northerly  side  of  Golden  Gate 
avenue,  between  Leavenworth  and 
Hyde  streets,  was  mentioned  as 
being  available.  Inasmuch  as  the 
Legislature  is  now  in  session,  action 
must  be  taken  at  once  if  the  Board 
favored    the    proposition. 

Under  the  law  there  is  no  power  in 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  sell  or 
alienate  the  lands  of  the  City  and 
County,  but  the  Charter  provides 
that  whenever  school  lands  are  not 
required  for  school  purposes,  the 
Board    of    Education    may    lease    the 
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same  for  a  period  not  exceding 
twenty  (20)  years,  after  advertis- 
ing a  proposal  to  lease,  which  lease 
if  made,  must  receive  the  sanction 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

The  Chair  further  stat«i  that  from 
conversation  with  members  of  the 
Legislature,  having  the  question 
under  consideration,  he  had  learned 
that  if  the  City  and  County  would 
furnish  the  site,  they  would  recom- 
mend that  the"  sum  of  three  hun- 
dred or  four  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars be  appropriated  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  building.

The  Chair  stated  that  the  purpose 
of  the  meeting  was  to  pass  Resolu- 
tions, requesting  the  United  States 
Government  to  allow  bonds  of  the 
City  and  County  to  be  deposited  in 
National  Banks  as  security  for  na- 
tional moneys,  which  would  ensure 
the    ready    sale    of   said    bonds,    and 
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also  to  request  Congress  to  lend 
the  American  National  Red  Cross 
the  sum  of  $10,000,000,  to  be  ap- 
plied in  shape  of  loans  in  housing 
the  homeless  people  of  the  city. 

A  sub-committee  of  the  Relief 
Committee  is  now  in  Washington 
pressing  the  matter,  and  it  is  the 
intention  to  telegraph  the  proposed 
Resolutions  to  aid  them  in  their  ef- 
forts. 

Supervisor  Coleman  and  Coffey 
were   noted   present. 

Introduction  of  Resolution. 

Thereupon,  Supervisor  Gallagher 
introduced  and  read  the  following 
Resolutions: 

Requesting  Congress  to  Loan  to 
American  National  Red  Cross 
$10,000,000  for  Housing  of  Home- 
less People  and  Also  to  Pledge 
Credit  of  ^nited  States  Govern- 
ment for  City  ana  County  Bands. 

Whereas,  All  of  the  banking  busi- 
ness commercial  and  manufacturing 
section  of  San  Francisco  and  more 
than  one-third  of  the  residential 
section,  particularly  that  occupied 
by  working  people,  has  been  de- 
stroyed  by   fire;    and 

Vv^hereas,  The  population  of  the 
city  before  the  fire  was  500,000  and 
it  is  novv-  300,000,  40,000  living  in 
tents  and  other  improvised  shelter, 
and  about  100,000  in  neighboring 
tovvrns  and  villages,  ready  to  return 
when   quarters   are   provided;    and 

Whereas,  It  is  desired  that  the 
restoration  of  the  city  should  be  im- 
mediately begun,  as  the  construction 
of  permanent  structures  must  of 
necessity  be  slow,  and  temporary 
structures  must  be  erected  upon 
some  comprehensive  plan  which  will 
house  not  only  the  people  who  are 
temporarily  living  in  tents  and  in 
neighboring  towns,  but  also  the  vari- 
ous occupations,  industries  and  busi- 
nesses which  have  heretofore  em- 
ployed  labor;    and 

Whereas,  The  total  loss  exceeds 
$350,000,000,  the  insurance  amount- 
ing to  about  $175,000,000,  and  the 
adjustment  of  insurance  being,  un- 
fortunately, very  slow,  in  most  cases 
the  insured  not  being  permitted  to 
remove  the  debris  until  adjustment 
is  made,  and  most  of  them  being 
powerless  to  improve  until  their 
losses   are   paid;    and 

Whereas,  To  await  such  slow  pro- 
cesses   of    settlement    will    be    disas- 


trous, as  restorations  must  move  on 
quickly  under  a  comprehensive  plan 
and    with    intelligent   direction;    and 

Whereas,  The  tent  period  has  been 
covered  by  the  generous  charity  of 
the  Nation  and  the  civilized  world,  and 
twenty-five  million  dollars  ($25,- 
000,000)  is  now  required  for  the 
intermediate  period  between  the  tent 
and  permanent  restoration;   and 

Whereas,  The  commercial  and  sav- 
ings banks  are  in  good  condition, 
but  the  former  cannot  loan  on  real 
estate  securities,  and  all  that  can 
be  expected  of  the  latter  for  the 
present  is  the  carrying  on  of  the  ordi- 
nary business  on  a  comparatively 
limited   scale;    and 

Whereas,  The  State  has  suffered 
largely  through  the  paralysis  of  San 
Francisco,  which  is  the  heart  of  the 
State,  and  constitutional  limitations 
restrain  its  power  to  act  in  this 
emergency;   and 

Whereas,  The  process  of  meeting 
existing  difficulties  by  constitutional 
amendment,  enlarging  the  pov/ers  of 
the  State  and  of  the  municipality, 
will  be  too  slow;   and 

Whereas,  The  municipality  is  lim- 
ited by  its  Charter  to  borrowing  for 
municipal  purposes,  subject  to  rati- 
fication by  a  popular  vote;    and 

Whereas,  Bonds  have  already 
been  authorized  by  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  amounting 
to  twelve  million  dollars  ($12,000,- 
000),  such  bonds  bearing  three  and 
one-half  (3%)  per  cent  interest, 
and  under  the  law  they  cannot  be 
sold  for  less  than  par;  and  such 
bonds  cannot  be  cancelled  and  new 
bonds  authorized  except  through  the 
slow  process  of  changing  the  funda- 
mental law;   and 

Whereas,  The  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  will  be  obliged  in 
addition  to  this  bond  issue,  to  issue 
at  least  forty  million  dollars  ($40,- 
000,000)  more  of  bonds  for  the  pur- 
pose of  rebuilding  schools  and  pub- 
lic buildings,  and  providing  a  sys- 
tem of  sewage  disposal  and  fire  pro- 
tection;   and 

Whereas,  Following  the  prece- 
dents established  in  the  case  of  the 
Pacific  railroads,  Cuba  and  the  Phil- 
ippines, and  the  National  expositions 
through  National  donations,  bond 
guarantees,  loans,  tariff  reductions, 
etc.,  it  is  hoped  that  Congress  will 
exercise  its  power  in  some  large  and 
immediately  effective  way  for  the 
rehabilitation  of  a   national   port  so 
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exceptionally   stricken;    therefore   be 
it 

Resolved,  That  the  United  States 
is  asked  to  loan  to  the  American  Na- 
tional Red  Cross  ten  million  dollars 
($10,000,000)  to  be  applied  in  aid- 
ing, by  loans  or  other  business 
methods,  the  re-establishment  of  the 
homeless  in  their  houses  before  next 
winter;   and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  Congress  be  re- 
quested to  authorize  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  to  accept  the  bonds 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, authorized  by  a  popular  vote 
before  the  fire,  left  unsold  and  now 
in  the  city  treasury,  amounting  to 
twelve  million  dollars  ($12,000,- 
000),  as  security  for  the  deposit  ot 
national  moneys  with  the  banks.

Report  of  Special  Committee  on  Ue- 

\iKion   of   "The    Duildin<>    Law." 


To  the  Honorable,  The  Board  of  Su- 
pervisors of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco: 
Gentlemen:  Your  Committee  on 
Revision  of  "The  Building  Law,"  to 
whom  were  delegated  the  task  of  ed- 
iting, regrouping,  renumbering  and 
reconciling  conflicting  Sections  of 
Bill  No.  17,  the  same  being  "The 
Building  Law,"  submitted  to  your 
Honorable  Body  by  the  Committee  on 
Building  Laws  of  the  General  Com- 
mittee on  the  Reconstruction  of  San 
Francisco,  ain^ointed  by  his  Honor, 
Mayor  B.  E.  Schmitz,  beg  leave  to  re- 
port that  they  have  completed  their 
labors,  and  to  recommend  the  pas- 
sage for  printing  of  said  Bill  as  re- 
vised and  amended. 

Your  Committee  gave  careful  and 
earnest  consideration  of  the  matter 
before  them,  being  assisted  in  their 
work  by  the  City  Architect,  W.  D. 
Shea,  by  Assistant  Engineer  P.  H. 
Shaughnessy  of  the  Fire  Department, 
by  F.  H.  Porter,  representing  the 
Fire  Underwriters,  by  Civil  Engineer 
J  D.  Galloway,  and  by  Civil  Engineer 
F.  H.  Carssow,  all  of  these  gentle- 
men being  connected  with  the  orig- 
inal Committee  on  Building  Laws  of 
the  General  Committee,  and  as  the 
result  thereof  believe  that  the  Bill 
as  now  framed  will  be  a  satisfactory 
working  instrument  in  the  upbuild- 
ing of  the  "New  and  Greater  San 
Francisco." 

It  is  to  be  expected  in  a  task  of 
this  kind,  monumental  in  character, 
that  certain  inconsistencies  and  con- 
flictions  may  result,  despite  the  best 
intended  and  studious  efforts  to  over- 
come the  same.  . 

Should  inconsistencies  arise,  how- 
ever in  the  future,  it  will  be  an  easy 
matter  for  your  Honorable  Board  to 
remedy  the  same  by  amending  the 
sections  in  which  they  occur. 
•  Your  Committee  has  transmitted 
to  the  Official  Newspaper  its  copy  ot 
the  revised  Bill,  and  expected  to  have 
the  same  in  printed  form  in  readi- 
ness for  vour  Honorable  Board  at  to- 
day's session,  but  owing  to  the  fact 
that  it  is  a  difficult  matter  to  have 
such  an  amount  of  printing  com- 
pleted within  the  necessarily  brief 
period  intervening  between  the  com- 
pletion of  your  Committee's  labors 
and  the  Meeting  of  your  Honorable 
Board,  your  Committee  regrets  to 
F.tate  that  the  printed  slips  will  not 
be  in  readiness  either  for  distribu- 
tion to  the  public  or  for  filing  with 
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your  Honorable  Board  until  the  lat- 
ter portion  of  the  present  week.

-.EADING  THE  JOURNAL. 
The  Journals  of  the  meetings  of 
May  29,  and  June  1,  1906,  were  read 
and  approved,  and  the  reading  of  the 
J'ournals  of  subsequent  meetings  was 
ordered  dispensed  with. 

SPECLIL  ORDER. 
The  Building  Law. 
The  Special  Order  of  Business 
fixed  for  this  day's  session,  namely, 
a  public  hearing  on  Bill  No.  17, 
known  as  "The  Building  Law,"  was 
proceeded  with. 

Privilege  of  Flooi:. 
The  Chair  invited  those  interested 
in    "The    Building   Law,"    to   express 
their   views   and    opinions    upon    the 
same. 

Thereupon,  Chas.  Alpers  addressed 
the  Board,  recommending  that  the 
height  of  the  buildings  be  limited  to 
the  width  of  the  street  upon  which 
they  front.  The  limit  is  thus  fixed 
in  Stockholm,  London,  Berlin  and 
other  large  cities  on  the  continent. 


The  gentleman  claimed  that  it  was 
against  sound  public  policy  to  erect 
high  buildings,  inasmuch  as  the  pub- 
lic is  deprived  of  sunlight,  and  that 
a  nuisance  is  caused  by  the  varying 
gusts  of  wind.  If  the  height  limit 
is  regulated  by  the  width  of  the 
streets  it  will  make  a  uniform  and 
beautiful  city. 

J.  C.  Sims  was  heard  opposing  the 
use  of  re-inforced  concrete  in  build- 
ing construction,  claiming  tha*  this 
type  of  construction  was  only  In  ihe 
experimental  stage,  and  its  safety 
had  not  as  yet  been  demonstrated. 
In  a  country  where  earthquakes  pre- 
vail, the  height  limitation  of  this 
character  of  construction  should  be 
fixed  at  a  few  stories.  The  earth- 
quake demonstrated  that  buildings 
constructed  entirely  of  steel  such  as 
the  Kohl  Building,  the  Call  Building 
and  the  St.  Francis  Hotel,  were  prac- 
tically unharmed,  and  none  but  this 
character  of  structure  should  be  per- 
mitted for  tall  buildings.  In  conclu- 
sion, the  gentleman  stated  that  he 
was  opposed  to  "Class  B"  construc- 
tion, as  specified  in  the  Ordinance, 
and  believed  that  it  should  be  elim- 
inated. 

William  Hammond  Hall,  represent- 
ing the  Association  of  Structural  En- 
gineers and  Architects  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, stated  in  part,  that  the  con- 
struction of  a  re-inforced  concrete 
building  was  generally  regarded  as 
an  engineering  proposition.  There 
have  been  failures  in  re-inforced  con- 
struction, the  same  as  in  other  types, 
but  this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
requisite  care  was  not  taken  in  the 
preparation  of  materials  and  the 
•manner  of  workmanship.  The  Pal- 
ace Hotel,  a  brick  building,  was 
planned  by  an  architect  and  the 
plans  revised  by  an  engineer.  Every 
wall  was  tied  by  iron  rods,  and  the 
building  was  an  excellent  example  of 
tying  the  walls,  such  as  is  proposed 
in  re-inforced  concrete  construction. 
A  re-inforced  concrete  building  is  de- 
signed similarly  to  a  steel  building, 
and  if  properly  arranged  to  carry 
loads,  and  thoroughly  braced  to  with- 
stand tensions  and  wind  pressure, 
there  is  no  better  type  of  construc- 
tion. 

Concrete  must  be  put  up  faith- 
fully, or  else  it  will  disintegrate  and 
fall  down — good  construction  must 
be  given  the  same  as  any  other  sub- 
stance. The  restrictions  contained 
in    the    Ordinance    relative    to    this 
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type  of  construction  were  prepared 
by  competent  engineers  acting  at 
the  instance  of  the  Mayor.  Else- 
where the  practice  is  to  embed  one- 
quarter  to  one-third  of  an  per  centum 
of  steel  in  the  concrete,  but  section 
81  of.  this  Ordinance  prescribes  that 
one  per  centum  of  the  area  of  steel 
to  the  concrete  shall  be  used.  While 
he  did  not  think  this  amount  of  re- 
inforcement necessary,  nevertheless 
it  added  to  the  element  of  safety.  In 
conclusion  the  gentlemen  recom- 
mended that  instead  of  the  word 
"immediately,"  being  used  in  Sec- 
tion 30  of  the  Ordinance,  referring  to 
the  use  of  cement  after  mixing,  that 
the  words  "within  twenty  minutes 
after  being  mixed,"  be  used. 

In  Section  31,  the  language  should 
be  changed  to  require  that  cement 
and  lime  water  should  be  used 
within  thirty  minutes  after  mixing. 

P.  H.  Shaughnessy,  Chief  Engineer 
of  the  Fire  Department  addressed  the 
Board,  opposing  the  increasing  of  the 
height  of  frame  buildings  over  4  5 
feet. 

W.  R.  Sherwood  was  heard  advo- 
cating the  increase  of  the  height 
of  frame  buildings  to  5  0  feet  on 
wide  streets,  that  is,  streets  80  feet 
or  more  in  width,  which  will  permit 
the  erection  on  said  streets  of  four- 
story  buildings. 

AVilliani  F.  Burbank  claimed  that 
if  fires  ever  started  in  so-called  fire* 
proof  buildings,  they  became  unman- 
ageable, owing  to  the  inability  of  the 
Fire  Department  to  place  a  stream  of 
water  on  the  higher  stories.  The 
rates  of  fire  insurance  increase  pro- 
portionately with  the  height  of  the 
buildings.  In  conclusion  he  asked 
that  the  height  restriction  of  Class 
A  buildings  proposed  in  the  Ordi- 
nance be  adhered  to. 

William  A.  Schulze,  President  of 
San  Francisco  Chapter  of  American 
Institute  of  Architects,  said  in  part; 
"I  do  not  favor  any  particular  char- 
acter of  construction  over  another, 
being  interested  in  all,  but  I  wish  to 
say  that  the  type  of  construction  des- 
ignated, "Reinforced  Concrete,"  as 
outlined  under  Glass  "B"  buildings 
in   the  Ordinance  is  eminently  safe. 

There  are  from  twelve  to  fourteen 
hundred  buildings  ready  to  be  started 
when  this  law  is  passed.  Steel,  con- 
crete or  brick,  are  all  good  if  hon- 
estly built.  We  wish,  however,  to 
see  re-inforced  concrete  given  a  fair 


show   and    placed   on   a    parity   with 
other  types  of  construction. 

H.  W.  Postelthwaite,  President 
Holmes  Lime  Company,  recom- 
mended that  Section  43  be  amended 
by  permitting  unlathed  Class  "C" 
buildings  to  be  built  to  height  of  84 
feet. 

Frank  B.  Gilbert,  building  con- 
tractor of  New  York  City  said  in 
part:  "We  have  under  contract  at 
the  present  time  over  $1,000,000 
worth  of  buildings.  I  came  to  this  city 
twelve  days  before  the  earthquake  to 
engage  in  business,  and  am  satisfied  to 
remain,  being  confident  of  the  re- 
building of  the  city.  Nothing  can  be 
done  on  these  contracts  until  this  Or- 
dinance is  settled.  I  have  built  all 
kinds  of  buildings,  brick,  steel  and 
re-inforced  concrete,  and  ordinarily 
use  but  seventh-tenths  of  one-per 
cent  of  steel  to  the  area  of  concrete. 

"An  experimental  station  is  main- 
tained in  Boston,  Mass.,  where  all 
these  matters  relating  to  building 
and  to  fire-proof  construction  are 
thoroughly  threshed  out,  and  this 
factor  of  steel  in  concrete  has  been 
determined   to   be  safe." 

Edward  J.  Brandou,  representing 
the  Bricklayers'  Union,  addressed  the. 
Board,  objecting  to  the  stamp  of  ap- 
proval being  placed  upon  re- 
inforced concrete  construction,  until 
this  character  of  construction  has 
been  demonstrated  to  be  safe  for 
six-inch  concrete  walls  compared 
with  twelve  inches  of  brick.  A  six- 
inch  reinforced  concrete  wall  is  not 
fireproof,  and  cannot  be  proven  to  be 
so.  If  the  Call  or  Kohl  Buildings 
were  so  built,  they  would  not  be 
standing  today.  In  Baltimore  the 
maximum  height  of  buildings  con- 
structed of  concrete  walls  is  limited 
to  three  stories. 

Joseph  Scheerer,  Contractor,  asked 
that  all  mortar  be  made  up  at  least 
ten  days  before  being  used,  and 
stated  that  despite  Mr.  Brandon's  as- 
sertion that  concrete  is  not  fire-proof, 
this  is  not  the  fact. 

A.  G.  Eells,  Attorney,  addressed 
the  Board,  stating  that  the  height, 
limitation  of  one  and  one-half  times 
the  street  width  works  a  hardship 
and  an  injustice  to  owners  of  prop- 
erty living  on  narrow  streets,  and 
that  the  Ordinance  should  be 
amended  in  this  regard. 

Thomas  E.  Keogh,  representing 
the   Journeymen     Cement     Workers 
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Union,    was    heard    favoring    permit- 
ting concrete  construction. 

Henry  Gervais,  addressed  the 
Board  favoring  reinforced  concrete 
construction  as  being  both  earth- 
quake proof  and  fire  proof,  when 
properly  built.  He  instanced  that 
his  residence,  at  Burlingame,  San 
Mateo  County,  withstood  the  earth- 
quake, not  a  flaw  nor  break  being 
found  afterwards. 

William  Best  addressed  the  Board, 
favoring  the  reinforced  concrete  type 
of  construction. 

Charles  J.  Murphy,  ex-Commis- 
sioner in  Europe,  of  the  Department 
of  Agriculture,  U.  S.,  stated  that  con- 
crete construction  was  in  general  use 
throughout  Europe. 

Richard    Keatinge,    Concrete    Con- 
tractor, stated  that  the  floors  in  the 
Kohl    Building   and    the    St.    Francis 
Hotel  were  constructed  of  concrete. 
Motion. 

Supervisor  Boxton  moved  that  the 
Bill  be  referred  back  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Revision  and  Building  Laws, 
that  corrected  copies  be  printed  and 
distributed  and  that  a  hearing  be  had 
on  Saturday,  June  23,  1906,  at  10 
a.  m. 

So  ordered.

LIQUOR  LICENSE. 

Message  from  Mayor,  Relative  to 
Imposition  of  Liquor  License  and 
to  Regulations  Concerning  Sale  of 
Liquors. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Super- 
visors— Gentlemen: 
The  solution  of  a  grave  and  seri- 
ous problem  confronts  you,  and  on 
account  of  its  importance  to  you,  to 
the  interests  affected  and  to  the 
people  of  the  city  at  large,  I  venture 
a    few    recommendations   by   way    of 


suggestion  as  to  the  line,  of  policy 
proper  to  be  pursued. 

With  the  beginning  of  the  new 
fiscal  year  on  July  first,  it  is  advis- 
able to  begin  the  administ;^ation  with 
what  will  soon  be  our  new  and 
greater  San  Francisco  with  a  clean 
page  as  to  the  many  matters  of  con- 
sequence, but  perhaps  none  will  be 
of  as  much  significance  and  of  so 
far  reaching  result  as  our  official 
treatment  of  the  liquor  traffic.  Be- 
fore proceeding,  however,  I  wish  to 
state  that  we  must  approach  the  de- 
cision of  this  question  in  a  sane  and 
rational  manner.  We  must  not  allow 
ourselves  to  be  misled  in  judgment 
by  the  prejudiced  appeals  of  the 
extremist,  nor  yet  to  be  entirely 
carried  away  by  the  claims  of  sym- 
pathy. 

In  the  face  of  the  catastrophe 
which  has  come  to  us  all  with  equal 
loss  and  with  equal  force,  let  us 
be  just  and  fair  to  the  individual 
affected,  and  at  the  same  time  have 
due  regard  to  uhe  best  interests  of 
the  city  which  we  shall  now  earn- 
estly strive  to  restore  and  to  re- 
build, even  beyond  her  former  great- 
ness, and  in  this  great  work  we  must 
rely  on  the  earnest  and  sincere  co- 
operation, under  trying  conditions, 
both  of  the  liquor  dealers  of  San 
Francisco  and  of  those  who  have 
stood  against  them. 

On  the  eighteenth  of  April,  1906, 
I  issued  a  Proclamation  closing  the 
saloons  and  stopping  the  sale  of 
liquor  in  Safi  Francisco.  The  order 
then  issued  is  yet  in  force.  The  re- 
sult has  had  so  marked  and  bene- 
ficial an  effect  as  justly  to  be  termed 
almost  marvelous.  It  was  an  emer- 
gency measure,  framed  to  meet  a 
time  of  abnormal  excitement  under 
which  men  might  easily  have  been 
carried  away  from  their  ordinary 
habits,  and  without  consideration  of 
results,  have  been  led  into  excesses. 

Ana  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  no 
body  of  men  concurred  in  the  posi- 
tion I  then  assumed  relative  to  this 
traffic,  or  more  commended  it,  than 
the  liquor  dealers  themselves;  nor 
did  any  of  our  fellow  citizens  as  a 
body  more  earnestly  support  me  in 
maintaining  me  desired  conditions 
aimed  at,  than  did  the  very  men 
whose  property,  income  and  livlihood 
were  most  injuriously  affected  there- 
by. Too  much  cannot  be  said  in 
praise  of  their  attitude.  They  have 
in  this   crisis   shown  themselves,   as 
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a  whole,  to  be  law  abiding  and  law 
respecting  citizens,  willing  cheerfully 
to  sacrifice  their  personal  interests 
for  the  general  public  good,  and  that, 
too,  in  the  face  of  great  loss  of 
property  and  of  business,  with  many 
almost  destitute. 

As  a  result,  however,  of  the  con- 
ditions created,  at  least  five  thousand 
men  engaged  in  that  business  or 
directly  connected  therewith,  are 
still  out  of  employment  and  unable 
to  gain  a  living  for  themselves  or 
their  families.  The  situation  in  the 
city  is  now  so  well  in  hand,  our 
people  have  acted  so  sensiblv,  that 
i  am  confident  that  it  will  produce 
no  evil  result  to  allow  the  m^-n  en- 
gaged in  this  line  of  trade  to  resume 
their  business  at  an  ear!y  day.  I 
therefore  suggest  to  vou  that  from 
and  after  July  5th,  1906  (which  is 
just  after  the  commencement  of  the 
new  xiscal  year),  the  orders  of  my 
Proclamation  be  suspended,  and  the 
traffic  be  allowed  to  resume  under 
certain  qualifications  o  nd  regalations 
(some  of  which  as  will  bo  herein- 
after specified  may  be  only  tempo- 
rary until  conditions  shall  Lave  been 
fully  settled,  while  others  should  be 
of   permanent   character). 

And  it  is  not  to  meet  the  tempo- 
rary situation  alone  that  I  make 
these  recommendations,  bat  also  to 
meet  conditions  which  were  formerly 
of  a  permanent  nature.  Thoi-e  is  no 
doubt  that  there  have  been  in  this 
city,  for  its  population,  altogether 
too  many  saloons.  The  liquor  ren 
themselves  would  probably  admit, 
this;  but  prior  to  our  •great  confla- 
gration, in  fairness  and  out  of  due 
regard  to  vested  rights,  I  did  not 
agree  with  the  proposition  to  confis- 
cate the  small  holders  of  any  of 
them,  especially  of  those  o/ho  v»ere 
the  least  prosperous.  But  the  con- 
ditions having  changed  and  the  dis- 
aster having  of  itself  wiped  out 
many  of  the  features  and  elements 
which  formerly  may  have  given 
plausible  ground  for  opposition,  let 
us  now,  like  men,  bravely  and  fear- 
lessly meet  the  conditions  which  con- 
front us,  inspired  only  by  a  desire 
to  do  what  is  right  and  best,  and 
trusting  to  the  strong  and  just  con- 
science and  appreciation  of  the  great 
majority  of  our  people  for  their 
support  and  approval  of  our  action. 

First — Then,  I  recommend  that 
the  liquor  traffic  be  allowed  to  re- 
flume  on  July  5th,  1906; 


t5econd — That  the  license  for  sel- 
ling liquor  in  San  Francisco  be  fixed 
at  five  hundred  dollars  per  annun^, 
payable  in  quarterly  installments  of 
$lzo.00  on  the  first  days  of  July, 
October,  January  and  April  of  each 
year; 

Third — That  all  persons  engaged 
in  the  sale  of  liquor  in  San  Fran- 
cisco be  required  to  pay  such  license. 
This  shall  include  the  retail  liquor 
dealer  (popularly  called  the  saloon- 
keeper), the  French  liquor  store,  the 
wholesale  dealer,  the  brewer,  the 
groceries,  drugstores,  and  other  busi- 
ness establishments  which  sell  liquor 
in  bulk  or  in  sealed  packages  or 
otherwise  (excepting  liquors  in  less 
quantities  than  a  half  pint  sold  by 
druggists  on  prescriptions  of  repu- 
table physicians  personally  known 
to  them  and  on  such  prescriptions 
issued  in  good  faith  for  medicinal 
purposes  only;  also  including  all 
restaurants,  cafes,  clubs,  hoteis, 
lodging  houses,  and  other  places  of 
entertainment  and  of  resort,  where 
liquor  is  sold  or  served.  A  Charter 
amendment  must,  however,  first  be 
adopted  to  enable  such  license  tax 
to  be  imposed  on  the  sale  of  liquor 
in  quantities  of  a  quart  or  more; 
that  until  the  further  order  oi  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  saloons  shall 
be  allowed  to  remain  open  only  be- 
tween the  hours  of  six  o'clock  a.  m. 
and  eight  o'clock  p.  m.  and  no  liquor 
shall  be  sold  or  served  after  the 
last  named  hour,  but  this  shall  not 
be  construed  to  prevent  the  service 
after  such  hour  of  liquor  with  meals 
in  regularly  established  restaurants 
and   hotels. 

Fifth — That  no  license  shall  here- 
after be  issued  to  combination  gro- 
ceries and  bars.  I'hose  who  have 
formerly  conducted  such  combined 
establishments  or  conducted  either 
one  or  the  other,  or  if  they  own  and 
conduct  both,  there  must  be  abso- 
lutely no  communication  between 
them,  and  the  same  must  be  con- 
ducted as  though  they  belonged  to 
different  and  unrelated  owners; 
otherwise  the  liquor  license  will  be 
forthwith  revoked  never  to  be  re- 
stored ; 

Sixth — That  no  liquor  license  shall 
be  granted  to  any  one  who  is  not  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  who 
has  not  been  a  resident  of  this  city 
for  at  least  one  year  continuously 
next  preceding  the  date  of  applica- 
tion  for   license    (and   if  the  holder 
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of  a  present  license  is  not  a  citizen, 
he  must  immediately  declare  his  in- 
tention to  become  one  and  prosecute 
his  application  diligently  to  natural- 
ization, otherwise  his  license  shall  be 
revoked) ; 

Seventh — That  until  further  order 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  which 
shall  not  be  less  than  three  months, 
ao  transfer  shall  be  granted  to  pres- 
-iut  holders  of  licenses  from  their 
i)resent  or  former  locations  to  new 
locations  (except  under  special  cir- 
cumstances, as  where  the  landlord, 
in  view  of  this  regulation  or  other- 
wise, shall  attempt  to  raise  their 
rent  to  exhorbitant  amounts,  and  in 
like  cases,  in  which  event  they  may, 
if  the  circumstances  justify,  be  al- 
lowed to  transfer  to  some  neighbor- 
ing location). 

Eighth — That  until  further  order 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  which 
shall  not  be  less  than  three  months, 
no  transfer  or  quasi  sale  of  recorded 
licenses  shall  be  allowed  from  one 
person  to  another.  This  order,  of 
course,  not  to  apply  to  succession  by 
inheritance,  and  kindred  cases.  And 
this  regulation  shall  be  maintained 
until  the  number  of  saloons  shall 
have  been  reduced  to  about  fifteen 
hundred  (exclusive  of  hotels,  restau- 
rants and  groceries  selling  sealed 
packages,  etc.) ; 

Ninth — No  license  shall  be 
granted  to  open  any  new  saloon 
within  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  of 
any  school  or  church; 

Tenth — After  normal  conditions 
shall  have  been  restored  and  the  sa- 
loons shall  be  allowed  to  carry  on 
business  after  eight  o'clock  p.'  m., 
I  recommend  as  a  permanent  regu- 
lation that  the  license  hereinabove 
provided  for  shall  authorize  the 
transaction  of  business  from  six 
o'clock  a.  m.,  and  not  later  than 
one  o'clock  a.  m.,  and  that  any  per- 
son selling  or  serving  liquor  between 
the  hours  of  one  o'clock  a.  m  and 
six  o'clock  a.  m.  shall  pay  i.n  ai.H- 
tional  license  tax  of  $2  50  per  j-n- 
num,  or  $62.50  additional  per  quar- 
ter. 

I  have  suggested  'hese  matters  with 
the  most  friendly  feeling  toward  all 
who  have  been  or  are  engaged 
in  the  traffic  affected,  and  with  con- 
fidence that  they  will  be  not  only 
satisfied  but  pleased  with  the  result. 
It  is  my  belief  and  hope  that  without 
injury  or  injustice  and  without  hard- 
ship   to    the     present     holders,    the 


number  of  saloons  in  this  city  can, 
under  these  regulations,  be  grad- 
ually reduced  to  at  least  fifteen  hun- 
dred. 

And  that  the  burden  of  license 
taxation  shall  not  bo  wholly  borne 
by  the  liquor  interests,  I  shall  pro- 
pose at  the  proper  time  a  Charter 
Amendment  authorizing  the  imposi- 
tion of  a  fair  license  tax  on  the 
other  mercantile  pursuits.  I  beg 
to  advise  you  that  the  combined  as- 
sociation of  retail  liquor  dealers 
have  by  committees  expressed  their 
willingness  to  accept  a  license  tax 
of  $400  per  annum. 

Feeling  assured  you  will  accept 
these  suggestions  in  the  spirit  in 
which  they  arp  offered,  I  am,

Introduction  of  Bill. 

Thereupon  Bill  No.  32,  Ordinance 
No.  —  (New  Series),  entitled,  "Im- 
posing a  license  on  liquor  dealers," 
and  prepared  in  accordance  with  the 
recommendations  of  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  hereinbefore  expressed,  was 
introduced  on  question  of  passage 
for  printing. 

Motion. 

Supervisor  Boxton  moved  that  all 
parties  interested  in  the  pending  Bill 
be  granted  the  privilege  of  the  floor. 

So   ordered. 

Privilege   of   Floor. 

Thereupon,  Edward  I.  Wolfe,  rep- 
resenting that  San  Francisco  Groc- 
ers' Association  addressed  the  B'^nrd 
opposing  the  passage  of  the  Bill, 
alleging  that  the  license  and  condi- 
tions therein  imposed  were  onerous 
and  exacting.  His  clients  were  will- 
ing to  submit  to  a  fair  license, 
which  he  considered  should  not  be 
over   $200  per  annum. 

Herbert  I.  Choynski,  representing 
the  Liquor  Dealers'  Association  and 
the  Knights  of  the  Koyal  Arch,  op- 
posed the  passage  of  the  Bill,  alleg- 
ing that  statistics  demonstrated  that 
less  arrests  were  made  for  drunken- 
ness in  San  Francisco  than  in  other 
cities  wherein  restrictive  or  pro- 
hibitive liquor  laws  w^ere  in  opera- 
tion 

Rev.  J.  E.  White,  representing  the 
Ministerial   Union  of  San   Francisco, 
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said  in  part,  that  the  body  whom  he 
spoke  for  believed  that  additional 
conditions  and  restrictions  should  be 
imposed  other  than  those  contem- 
plated. They  believed  that  a  li- 
cense of  $1000  per  year  should  be 
exacted,  that  Sunday  closing  should 
enforced,  that  saloons  should  be 
confined  to  a  limited  district,  and 
that  the  grocery  and  bar  should  be 
banished.  Although  believing  in 
absolute  prohibition  of  the  liquor 
traffic,  they  nevertheless  recognized 
that  in  a  seaport  town,  regulations 
were  best  obtainable. 

Rev.  Geo.  Montgomery,  Coadjutor 
Roman  Catholic  Archbishop  of  San 
Francisco,  addressed  the  Board,  stat- 
ing that  the  Roman  Catholic  clergy 
around  the  bay  met  and  adopted  the 
six  following  regulations  relative  to 
the  saloon*  traffic,  and  had  resolved 
to  advocate  them. 

First — That  the  license  fee  for  the 
retail  sale  of  liquor  be  not  less  than 
$500  per  annum. 

Second — That  the  number  of  li- 
censes be  restricted  to  one  for  every 
five  hundred  of  population. 

Third — That  saloons  be  closed  on 
week  days  from  twelve  o'clock  mid- 
night  until  six  o'clock  a.   m. 

Fourth — That  saloons  be  closed 
on  .  Sundays,  that  is,  from  twelve 
o'clock  midnight  Saturday,  until  six 
o'clock  a.  m.  Monday. 

Fifth — That  no  saloon  be  located 
in  the  immediate  neighborhood  of  a 
church  or  school. 

Sixth — That  the  "grocery  and  sa- 
loon" be  abolished,  and  that  saloons 
be  restricted  to  the  sale  of  liquors. 

Mrs.  A.  C.  Bainbridge,  represent- 
ing the  Women's  Christian  Temper- 
ance Union,  addressed  the  Board,  fa- 
voring any  measure  that  will  limit 
and  restrict  the  liquor  traffic. 

Joseph  S.  Tobin  appeared  on  be- 
half of  the  Catholic  laymen  of  San 
Francisco,  and  advocated  the  pass- 
age of  the  Bill. 

Edward  I.  Wolfe  and  Herbert  I. 
Clioynski,  re-addressed  the  Board  in 
answer  to  arguments  of  proponents 
of  pending  measure. 

Question   on   Passage    for    Printing. 

The  Chair  stated  the  question  on 
passage  for  printing  of  Bill  No.   32. 
Motion    to    Amend    Lost. 

Supervisor   McGushin   moved   that 


the    Bill    be    amended   by    fixing   the 
license  at   $400   per  annum. 

Motion  lost  by  the  following 
vote :

Vvnereupon,  the  Bill  as  amended 
to  the  following  words  and  figures, 
was  passed  for  printing  by  the  fol- 
lowing vote: 

Bill  No.  32,  Ordinance  No.  — 
(New  Series),  "Imposing  a  license 
on  liquor  dealers." 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  people  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco as  follows: 

Section  1.  Every  person,  firm  or 
corporation  engaged  in  the  business 
of  selling  spiritous,  or  malt,  or  fer- 
mented liquors,  or  wines,  shall  pay 
a  license  of  five  hundred  dollars 
($500)  per  annum,  payable  in  quar- 
terly installments  of  one  hundred 
and  twenty-five  dollars  ($125)  on  the 
first  day^j  of  July,  October.  Janu- 
ary and  April  of  each  year. 

Sec.  2.  The  tax  collector  shall 
not  issue  any  license  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  O^dirdiice  unless  die 
applicant    therefor     ihail    have    first 
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obtained  from  the  Board  of  Police 
Commissioners  a  permit  to  engage 
in  business  as  a  liquor  dealer. 

Sec.  3.  All  licenses  issued  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance 
shall  be  known  and  designated  "Li- 
quor Dealer's  License." 

Sec.  4.  No  licenses  shall  be  is- 
sued to  combination  groceries  and 
bars,  or  saloons,  or  other  such  places 
where  liquor  is  sold  to  be  consumed 
on  the  premises. 

,Sec.  5.  No  liquor  license  shall  be 
granted  to  conduct  any  newly  estab- 
lished place  or  saloon  where  liquor 
is  sold  to  be  consumed  on  the  prem- 
ises when  the  same  is  located  with- 
in one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  feet 
of  any  school  or  church. 

Sec.  6.  No  liquor  license  shall  be 
issued  to  any  person  who  is  not  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States  and  who 
has  not  been  a  resident  of  this  city 
and  county  for  at  least  one  (1)  year 
continuously  next  preceding  the  date 
of  application  for  license,  and  it  is 
further  provided  that  if  any  holder 
of  an  existing  liquor  license  is  not 
a  citizen  he  must  immediately  de- 
clare his  intention  to  become  one 
and  prosecute  his  application  dili- 
gently to  naturalization,  otherwise 
his  license  shall  be  revoked. 

Sec.  7.  No  license  shall  be  re- 
quired by  physicians,  surgeons, 
apothecaries  or  chemists  for  any 
wines  or  spiritous  liquors  which 
they  may  use  in  the  preparation  of 
medicines  or  which  may  be  dis- 
pensed by  them  in  quantities  less 
than  one-half  pine,  when  specified 
in  a  prescription  of  a  duly  licensed 
medical  practitioner,  for  medical 
purposes  only,  and  provided,  also, 
that  the  same  shall  not  be  sold  by 
the  glass  or  be  consumed  on  the 
premises  of  the  vendor. 

Sec.  8.  Ordinance  No.  92  (ap- 
proved June  2  7,  1900),  Ordinance 
No.  134  (approved  August  21, 
1900),  and  Ordinance  No.  763  (ap- 
proved May  2  8,  19  03)  are  hereby 
repealed. 

Sec.  9.  Any  person,  firm  or  cor- 
poration who  shall  violate  any  «f 
the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  not  to  exceed 
five  hundred  dollars  ($500)  or  by 
imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for 
not    more    than    six    (6)    months,    or 


by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Sec.  10.  This  ordinance  shall 
take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  July  1,  1906.

Report  of  Chairman  of  Public  Build- 
ings Committee  on  Condition  of 
Public  Buildings. 

.  To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Su- 
pervisors of  the  City  and  County 
of  San    Francisco, 

Gentlemen:  Regarding  the  condition 
of  the  City  Hall  and  the  Hall  of 
Justice,  I  desire  to  say  that  as  a  re- 
sult of  the  earthquake  and  fire,  the 
former  is  absolutely  useless,  and 
should  be  removed,  the  tower  alone 
being  the  only  portion  of  the  building 
resisting  both  earthquake  and  fire  to 
a  very  considerable  extent,  particu- 
larly the  structural  steel  construction, 
the  built-up  girders,  eye  beams  and 
many  of  its  columns  having  the  grain 
destroyed  through  the  agency  of  fire, 
nullifying  the  usefulness,  strength  or 
bearing  capacity  of  the  steel.  Any 
and  all  steel  thus  affected  in  this  or 
any  other  building  must  be  removed, 
if  that  degree  of  safety  characteristic 
of  private  and  particularly  of  public 
buildings,  is  to  be  maintained.  Hence, 
whether  the  site  formerly  occupied 
by  the  City  Hall,  now  a  complete 
wreck,  is  to  be  the  future  home  of 
the  officials  of  this  city,  or  a  new 
location  ordered  by  the  people,  it  is 
a  fact  that  no  temporary  structure  or 
arrangements  should  be  made  for  re- 
habilitation of  the  officials  of  this 
city  in  the  old  building  known  as  the 
new  City  Hall,  now  a  mass  of  ruins. 
Public  safety  and  an  enlightened 
public  policy  demand  the  removal  of 
L  that  mass  of  ruins  and  poor  work- 
I  manship,  as  well  as  material  used, 
both  of  which  constitute  only  a  por- 
tion of  the  corruption  practiced  in  the 
construction  of  the  building  to  which 
the  people  of  San  Francisco  has  fallen 
heir. 
b  The    s^,me   is   true   of   the   Hall   of 


Justice,  as  far  as  damage  by  earth- 
quake and  fire,  all  save  a  few  of  the 
carrying  or  bearing  girders  destroyed 
by  fire  having  been  bent  or  warped, 
the  result  of  being  heated,  destroying 
the  grain  and  weakening  the  steel. 

The  walls  of  the  Hall  of  Justice 
have  stood  the  test  fairly  well,  and 
in  fact,  when  compared  with  other 
walls,  stood  remarkably  well,  but  to 
relieve  the  building  from  the  steel 
destroyed,  the  destruction  or  complete 
weakening  of  those  walls  now  stand- 
ing would  have  to  be  accomplished. 
Hence,  the  removal  of  all  of  the  old 
building  known  as  the  Hall  of  Justice 
should  be  accomplished. 

The  basement  of  the  Hall  of  Justice 
being  filled  with  water,  renders  it  im- 
possible as  well  as  impracticable  to 
consider  carefully  the  condition  of 
the  foundation. 

In  many  instances  material  has 
been  removed  from  both  the  City  Hall 
and  Hall  of  Justice,  material  quite 
valuable  within  itself,  and  the  under- 
signed would  recommend  that  the 
matter  be  looked  into  and  the  proper 
control  exercised  over  the  disposal  of 
all  material. 

The  Veterinary  Hospital  needs 
slight  repairs,  and  can  with  little  at- 
tention be  put  in  a  perfectly  safe 
condition,  to  resume  as  of  old,  entire 
operations  therein. 

The  same  is  true  of  the  store  house, 
wherein  the  booths  used  for  voting 
have  been  housed. 

The,  undersigned  recommends  that 
the  matters  drawn  to  the  attention  of 
this  Board,  in  connection  with  the 
buildings  hereinbefore  mentioned,  be 
given  attention,  so  that  time  may  be 
taken  by  the  forelock,  and  vast  sums 
of  money  saved  the  tax  payers  of  this 
city.

Also,  recommending  that  Flinn  and 
Treacy  be  granted  an  extension  of  90 
days'  time  from  and  afcer  July  29,  1906, 
within  which  to  complete  thei'-  con- 
tract for  the  construction  of  artificial 
stone  sidewalks  and  bituminous  rock 
pavements  on  the  crossing  of  Castro 
and    Fifteenth    streets. 

Also,  recommending  that  Flinn  and 
Treacy  be  granted  an  extension  of  90 
days'  time  from  and  after  July  29,  1900, 
within  which  to  complete  their  con- 
tract to  pave  Pacific  street  between 
Montgomerey  avenue  and  Stockton 
street.

AND  PARKS   COMMITTEE. 

The  following  Report  was  pre- 
sented and  read: 

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Su- 
pervisors of  the  City  and   County 

of  San  Francisco, — 

Gentlemen:  Your  Committee  on 
Streets,  Sewers  and  Parks,  to  whom 
various  matters  were  referred,  re- 
spectfully submit  the  following  re- 
port: 

In  favor  of  the  full  acceptance  of 
the  roadways  of  the  following 
streets: 

The  roadway  of  Belvedere  street, 
between  the  southerly  line  of  Grat- 
tan  street  and  the  southerly  line  of 
Parnassus  avenue,  paved  with  bit- 
uminous rock. 

The  roadway  of  Grattan  street,  be- 
tween Cole  and  Belvedere  streets, 
paved   with   bituminous   rock. 

The  roadway  of  the  crossing  of 
Baker  and  Oak  streets,  paved  with 
bituminous  rock. 

The  roadway  of  the  crossing  of 
Vallejo  and  Broderick  streets,  paved 
with  bituminous  rock. 

In  favor  of  granting  an  extension 
of  ninety  days'  time  to  the  Barber 
Asphalt  Company  to  pave  the  road- 
way of  Kearny  street  from  Califor- 
nia street  to  Montgomery  avenue. 

In  the  matter  of  the  petition  of 
Property  Owners  and  Merchants,  re- 
questing the  Board  of  Supervisors  to 
change  the  name  of  Devisadero  street 
to  Funston  avenue,  and 

The  protests  of  Property  Owners 
against  the  change  of  the  name  of 
Devisadero  street  to  Funston  Ave- 
nue, 

Your  Committee  recommends  that 
the  petition  to  change  the  name  of

That  the  protest  of  the  Property

Your  Committee  recommends  that 
the  following  matters  be  referred  to 
the  Finance  Committee,  with  the  rec- 
ommendation that  the  amounts  be 
allowed  out  of  the  Bond  Issue: 


The  sum  of  $8  6,000.00  for  repav- 
ing  Market  street,  from  second  to 
East  street. 

The  sum  of  $80,000  for  sewer 
work  on  Market  street,  from  San- 
some  to  East  street. 

Your  Committee  reports  in  favor 
of  the  recommendation  from  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  that  grades 
be  changed  and  lowered  on  Golr!^^ 
Gate  avenue,  between  Jones  and 
Leavenworth  streets. 

Your  Committee  recommends  that 
the  proposition  of  Reed  and  Com- 
pany, to  construct  a  subway  on  Mar- 
ket street,  be  referred  to  the  Board 
of  Public  Works,  for  investigation 
and  report.

July  25,   1906. 

Report     of     Special     Conunittee     on 
Water    Supply. 

The  following  Report  was  read  and 
adopted: 
To  the  Board  of  Supervisors, — 

oeniiemen:  Your  Special  Commit- 
tee on  Water  Supply,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  consideration  of  the  va- 
rious propositions  for  a  municipal 
water  supply,  submitted  in  response 
to  your  resolution  requiring  such 
submission,  reports  that  it  has  given 
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to  the  subject  such  attention  and 
care  as  within  the  limited  time  at  its 
disposal  could  be  accorded,  and  in 
response  to  the  suggestion  of  the 
Board  made  at  its  meeting  of  the 
16th  inst.,  that  this  Special  Commit- 
tee should  make  its  recommendations 
this  day,  presents  the  following  re- 
port: 

The  acquisition  of  a  municipal  wa- 
ter supply  has  for  some  years  past 
been  one  of  the  urgent  and  pressing 
necessities  of  the  municipality.  For 
a  number  of  years  the  agitation  for 
securing  such  an  adequate  supply  of 
pure,  fresh  water  from  the  Sierra 
Nevada  Mountains  has  been  vigorous 
and  persistent,  and  the  demand  by 
the  people  for  such  supply  has  been 
outspoken  and  urgent. 

Previous  Boards  of  Supervisors 
have  considered  the  matter  carefully 
and  at  length,  and  a  great  deal  of 
money  has  been  spent  by  the  City, 
and  practically  wasted,  in  an  at- 
tenn^t  to  secure  a  system  of  water 
supply  which,  while  excellent  in  its 
source  and  location,  is  surrounded 
by  obstacles  apparently  insurmount- 
able in  the  question  of  title  to  water 
and  the  storage  thereof,  and  in  the 
opposition  of  the  neighboring  prop- 
erty owners   and  communities. 

By  reason  of  these  difficulties,  ex- 
tending from  the  heads  of  the  Fed- 
eral Government  at  Washington 
through  various  gradations  to  the  near- 
est residents  and  farmers  adjacent 
to  the  proposed  source  of  supply,  it 
has  been  impossible  for  the  City,  so 
long  as  its  attention  was  centered 
on  this  one  source,  to  acquire  its 
much  needed  water  supply. 

In  view  of  this  fact,  and  recogniz- 
ing the  urgent  necessity  for  a  munic- 
ipal water  supply,  your  Honorable 
Board  did  on  or  about  the  —  day  of 
March,  190G,  resolve  to  discon- 
tinue the  heretofore  futile  efforts  to 
acquire  the  so-called  Tuolumne  Sys- 
tem as  a  source  of  water  supply  for 
the  City,  and  determine  to  seek 
available  supplies  in  other  direc- 
tions. Pursuant  to  this  determina- 
tion, your  Board  did,  on  the  16th 
day  of  March,  1906,  issue  an  invi- 
tation for  proposals  for  water  sup- 
l)ly  for  the  City,  containing  the  fol- 
lowing conditions:  "All  persons, 
companies,  associations  or  corpora- 
tions having  or  controlling  sources 
of  supply  of  pure,  fresh  water  ade- 


quate for  the  City's  needs  and  pur- 
poses, which  they  are  willing  to 
transfer  to  the  City,  be  and  they 
hereby  are  requested,  on  or  before 
Monday,  the  9th  day  of  April,  1906, 
to  present  and  submit  to  this  Board 
for  its  consideration,  their  respective 
propositions  for  furnishing  the  City 
an  adequate  supply  of  pure,  fresh 
water,  giving  a  complete  outline  of 
their  sources  of  supply  and  of  the 
title  thereof  and  the  price  for  which 
the  same  will  be  furnished  to  the 
City.  No  supply  will  be  considered 
which  will  not  be  capable  of  furnish- 
ing to  the  City  an  immediate  daily 
supply  of  not  less  than  60  million 
gallons  per  day,  and  an  absolute 
guarantee  of  a  future  possible  de- 
velopment of  not  less  than  200  mil- 
lion gallons  per  day,  as  the  popula- 
tion of  the  City  shall  increase. 

"The  propositions  so  to  be  sub- 
mitted are  to  be  considered  by  this 
Board,  but  the  Board  does  not  com- 
mit itself  to  the  acquisition  of  any 
one  of  them  unless  the  same  shall  be 
in  all  respects  adequate  and  satis- 
factory, both  as  to  quality  and  quan- 
tity of  the  supply  and  its  relative 
cost  to  the  City." 

In  answer  to  such  invitation,  on 
April  9th,  1906,  14  written  proposals 
were  submitted  to  your  Honorable 
Board.  Such  proposals  were  de- 
stroyed in  the  fire  which  followed  the 
earthquake  of  April  18th,  1906, 
through  which  practically  all  the 
records  of  your  Honorable  Board  at 
the  City  Hall  were  destroyed,  and 
thereafter  by  reason  of  such  destruc- 
tion and  in  view  of  the  absolute  need 
for  a  better  water  supply,  your 
Board  invited  a  renewal  of  these 
proposals  and  of  any  others  which 
might  be  submitted. 

At  the  time  designated  in  the  in- 
vitation last  referred,  to  wit,  on  June 
21st,  1906,  at  a  public  meeting  of 
the  Water  Committee  of  your  Board, 
eleven  projects  were  submitted.  Fol- 
lowing is  a  synopsis  of  the  fourteen 
propositions   originally  submitted: 

1.  Lake  Tahoe  and  San  Francisco 
Water  Works  (Lake  Tahoe). 

2.  Hugo  D.  Newhouse  (source 
unknown) . 

3.  Russell  L.  Dunn  (North  Fork 
American  River — Giant  Gap). 

4.  Jay  E.  Russell  (North  and 
Middle  Forks  American  River). 

o,      Scofield      Construction      Com- 
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ijany  (source  not  stated  but  since 
indicated  verbally  as  San  Joaquin 
River). 

6.  Bay  Cities  Water  Company 
(South  Fork  American  River  and 
North   Fork   Cosumnes  River). 

7.  Northern  Sierra  Power  Com- 
pany (Feather  River). 

8.  Wm.  Muir  (North  and  Middle 
Forks  of  American  River). 

9.  Orrin  S.  Henderson  (Middle 
Fork  American  River). 

10.  Sierra  Nevada  Water  and 
Power  Company  (Mokelumne  River). 

11.  Stanislaus  Electric  Power 
Company  (Stanislaus  River). 

12.  Snow  Mountain  Water  and 
Power  Company  (South  Fork  Eel 
River,  Mendocino  County,  Coast 
Range). 

13.  S.  P.  Dunn  (North  Fork 
Feather  River). 

14.  M.  C.  Taylor  and  John 
Neate  (North  and  Middle  Forks  of 
Yuba  River). 

The  last  three  proposals  indicated 
in  the  above  list  were  originally  sub- 
mitted, but  were  not  re-submitted 
after  the  destruction  of  your  records, 
but,  nevertheless,  your  Committee 
has   given   them   brief   consideration. 

The  necessity  for  the  acquisiton  of 
a  municipal  water  supply  is  more  ur- 
gent at  the  present  period  than  ever 
"before  in  the  City's  history.  It  has 
become  almost  axiomatic  that  if  the 
City  had  proceeded  with  diligence  to 
acquire  a  municipal  water  system 
and  had  acquired  one  before  our  re- 
cent great  disaster,  our  city  would 
not  now  be  in  ruins.  The  procras- 
tination and  the  delays  which  have 
intervened  in  the  acquisition  of  this 
great  municipal  necessity  during  for- 
mer years  has  been  attributed  to 
many  causes,  none  of  which  your 
Committee  is  prepared  to  vouch  for, 
but  some  of  which  it  may  be  well 
to  mention: 

(a)  Active  opposition  by  the  ex- 
isting water  monopoly  of  San  Fran- 
cisco. 

(h)  Obstinacy  of  certain  munic- 
ipal officials  in  favor  of  a  single  pet 
idea. 

(c)  The  frequent  changes  of 
municipal  officials,  by  reason  whereof 
continuity  of  consideration  and  ac- 
tion could  not  be  had. 

It  seems  to  your  Committee  that 
the  highest  duty  of  the  Board  of  Su- 
pervisors to  the  people  today  is  to 
proceed    along   sensible    lines    to    ac- 


quire with  the  least  possible  delay, 
with  the  utmost  expedition  and  at  the 
lowest  practical  cost,  an  adequate 
water  supply.  And  to  this  end  your 
Committee  has  given  the  subjects 
oefore  it  a  rapid  general  considera- 
tion with  a  view  to  starting  proceed- 
ings along  proper  channels  for  the 
immediate  acquisition  of  such  supply, 
recommending  that  the  details  of 
consideration  be  left  to  a  board  of 
competent  engineers  for  thorough  in- 
vestigation and  early  report. 

The  subject  of  water  supply  and 
fire  protection  for  the  City  was  re- 
cently carefully  considered  by  the 
sub-committee  of  the  Committee  on 
Reconstruction  of  San  Francisco, 
consisting  of  Major  C.  H.  McKinstry, 
Corps  of  Engineers  U.  S.  A.;  Thos. 
P.  Woodward,  City  Engineer  of  San 
Francisco;  J.  Dalzell  Brown,  Vice- 
President  and  Manager  Cal.  Safe  De- 
posit and  Trust  Co.;  V.  G.  Bogue, 
member  American  Society  of  Civil 
Engineers;  Chas.  D.  Marx,  member 
of  American  Society  Civil  Engineers; 
A.  M.  Hunt,  member  American  Soci- 
ety of  Civil  Engineers;  Edwin  Dur- 
yea  Jr.,  member  of  American  Society 
of  Civil  Engineers;  Marsden  Manson, 
member  of  American  Society  of  Civil 
Engineers;  all  distinguished  and 
prominent  in  their  work,  and  who 
unanimously  presented  an  able  and 
valuable  report  on  this  subject  mat- 
ter. 

W^e  quote  a  few  lines  from  said  re- 
port: "The  demand  for  water  at  the 
time  when  the  'earthquake-fire'  oc- 
curred had  reached  a  point  where  it 
was  practically  equal  to  the  devel- 
oped supply.  .  .  .  The  present 
consumption  is  less  than  immediately 
prior  to  the  fire,  and  the  delivering 
capacity  of  the  system  is  likewise 
somewhat  reduced  by  the  destruction 
of  the  Pilarcitos  conduit.  The  con- 
sumption, however,  will  rapidly  in- 
crease, and  in  a  short  time  the  de- 
mand will  exceed  the  immediate 
available  supply.  The  fire,  there- 
fore, has  not  done  away  with  the 
necessity  of  taking  immediate  steps 
toward  securing  an  increased  sup- 
ply  The  protection  against 

fire  afforded  by.  the  system  of  the 
Spring  Valley  Water  Company  was 
inadequate,  even  as  it  existed  before 
the  'earthquake-fire,'  and  the  less 
severe  requirements  then  considered 
sufficient.  The  system  is  in  a  less 
efficient   state    now    than    before    the 
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fire,  and  as  shown  by  the  earthquake, 
the  emergency  requirements  are 
much  more  severe  than  heretofore 
realized.  In  order  to  secure  cer- 
tainty of  fire  protection,  it  is  im- 
perative that  the  City  own  or  con- 
trol its  own  water  supply. 
We  endorse  the  action  already  taken 
by  the  city  authorities  for  the  acqui- 
sition of  a  municipal  water  supply, 
and  recommend  that  the  construction 
of  the  special  fire  protection  system 
and  the  acquisition  of  a  municipal 
system  be  carried  out  as  quickly  as 
possible." 

ivioved  by  the  overwhelmingly  ap- 
ijciient  necessities  of  the  City,  as  well 
as  by  the  conclusions  just  quoted  of 
the  eminent  sub-committee,  your 
Special  Committee  has  labored  dili- 
gently to  present  its  prompt  recom- 
mendations. Upon  consideration  of 
the  proposals  submitted  it  is  clear 
that  some  of  them  are  so  indefinite 
and  vague  as  not  to  justify  the  ex- 
penditure of  time  or  thought  by  your 
body,  others  refer  to  sources  of 
supply  so  remote  that  they  cannot 
be  considered  in  an  economical 
scheme  of  water  supply,  while  still 
others  are  upon  their  face  so  bar- 
ren of  merit  by  reason  of  lack  of  title 
or  other  reasons,  that  your  commit- 
tee feels  constrained  to  recommend 
that  they  are  not  entitled  to  further 
consideration,  while  a  number  pre- 
sent upon  their  face  evidence  of  such 
careful  preparation  and  of  such  ap- 
parent merit  as  to  justify  the  nec- 
essary expense  and  labor  of  further 
consideration  and  examination,  with 
a  view  to  eventual  acquisition  and 
development  of  a  municipal  water 
supply  for  San  Francisco,  and  your 
committee  herewith  submits  its  pre- 
liminary conclusions  upon  the  rollow- 
ing  propositions  submitted,  but  be- 
fore doing  so  your  committee  reports 
that  it  has  also  considered  the  pro- 
posed Tuolumne  water  supply,  al- 
though this  proposition  was  not  for- 
mally presented  and  is  not  included 
in  the  list  of  proposals  made  in  re- 
sponse to  the  invitation  extended  by 
your  Board. 

And  as  to  this  proposition  your 
Committee  states  that  while  a  good 
deal  of  time  and  money  has  been 
expended  by  the  City  in  investigating 
this  source  of  supply  and  in  plan- 
ning for  its  eventual  development 
and  acquisition,  the  possibility  of 
this  acquisition  is  still  as  remote  as 


it  ever  was,  and  in  view  of  the  diffi- 
culties of  securing  titles  and  the  op- 
position of  the  people  in  its  vicinity, 
and  threatened  litigation,  your  Com- 
mittee endorses  and  confirms  the  for- 
mer action  taken  by  your  Honorable 
Board  resolving  to  discontinue  fur- 
ther consideration  of  this  scneme; 
and  in  this  connection  your  Commit- 
tee calls  attention  to  the  protest  filed 
by  some  1200  or  1300  property  own- 
ers of  the  district  affected,  recently 
filed  with  your  Honorable  Board,  set- 
ting forth  grounds  of  opposition  and 
intention  to  contest  the  taking  of  this 
water  by  the  City  of  San  Francisco. 
As  to  the  fourteen  written  proposi- 
tions referred  to,  your  Committee 
reports,  first,  as  to  the  three  not  re- 
submitted on  June  21,  1906,  to  wit: 
(13)  S.  P.  Dunn  (Feather  River). 
This  river  is  at  too  great  a  distance 
from  San  Francisco,  being  in  an  air 
line  182  miles  away,  and  the  cost 
of  a  pipe  line  would  be,  in  the 
opinion  of  this  Committee,  absolute- 
ly prohibitory. 

The  cost  of  a  mile  of  such  pipe 
line  as  is  necessary  for  such  a  water 
supply  is  not  less  than  from  $100,000 
to  $150,000. 

14.  M.  C.  Taylor  and  John  Neate 
(North  and  Middle  Forks  of  Yuba 
River).  This  source  would  also  nec- 
essitate an  extremely  long  pipe  line; 
besides  this,  its  watershed  has  many 
operating  mines,  and  some  5000  peo- 
ple live  thereon.  There  would,  ap- 
parently, be  conflict  also  with  power 
companies  and  with  the  irrigated  dis- 
tricts tributary  to  this  river. 

15.  Snow  Mountain  Power  and 
Water  Co.  (South  Fork  of  the  Eel 
River).  This  is  a  Coast  Range  water 
supply,  while  the  demand  of  the  peo- 
ple has  been  for  many  years  for  a 
Sierra  system. 

It  would  seem  also  that  without 
the  greatest  expense  unpolluted  wa- 
ter could  not  be  delivered  at  San 
Francisco  from  this  source,  as  it 
would  require  the  conjunction  of  the 
water  of  the  Eel  River  with  those 
of  the  Russian  River  to  make  the 
supply  equal  to  that  called  for. 

Passing  now  to  the  remaining 
eleven  proposals  (twice  submitted) 
We  find: 

1.  Lake  Tahoe  and  San  Francisco 
Water  Works.  This  system  is  at  a 
greater  distance  from  San  Francisco 
than  many  of  the  others  submitted. 
The  difficulty  and  expense  of  bring- 
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ing  water  across  the  high  Sierras  into 
the  Valley  are  so  great  as  to  be 
almost  impracticable  and,  moreover, 
interference  with  the  waters  of  Lake 
±  ahoe  would  bring  on  controversy 
with  the  people  of  Nevada  and  the 
Government  of  the  United  States, 
which  are  utilizing  all  the  waters 
available  from  this  source  for  power 
and  irrigation. 

2.  Hugo  D.  Newhouse.  No  source 
or  price  is  mentioned  and,  therefore, 
we  dismiss  it  from  consideration. 

3.  Russell  L.  Dunn  (North  Fork 
American  River).  Mr.  Dunn  is  a 
well-known  engineer  who  has  been 
associated  with  the  consideration  of 
water  questions  both  in  an  official 
and  unofficial  capacity  for  many 
years  in  this  City.  The  American 
River,  in  all  its  Forks,  seems  to  pre- 
sent available  water  supplies  for  this 
City.  We  believe  that  Mr.  Dunn's 
proposition  is  entitled  to  careful  con- 
sideration. 

4.  J.  E.  Russell  (North  and  Mid- 
dle Forks  of  the  American  River). 
Mr.  Russell's  rights  are  only  riparian 
rights  and  he  does  not  appear  to 
have  any  claim  for  diversion  of  flood 
waters.  Mr.  Russell  claims  to  own 
a  comparatively  small  tract  of  land 
on  the  banks  of  the  River,  and  bases 
his  rights  on  this  ownership. 

A  number  of  claims  for  diversion 
above  his  land  would  and  do  serious- 
ly conflict  with  Mr.  Russell's  claim 
even  if  he  had  any  rights.  We  do 
not  think  it  advisable  to  pursue  an 
investigation  of  this  proposition. 

5.  Scoffield  Construction  Co.  This 
Company  did  not  state  the  source 
from  which  it  proposed  to  take  water, 
but  it  has  lately  been  intimated  that 
it  was  from  the  flood  waters  of  the 
San  Joaquin  River  without  reservoir 
storage. 

This  scheme  was  elaborately  con- 
sidered by  the  municipal  authorities 
as  far  back  as  1874  and  18  75.  On 
account  of  the  indefiniteness  of  the 
project,  the  failure  to  state  any  de- 
tails, the  character  of  the  source  pro- 
posed and  the  preference  of  the  peo- 
ple of  San  Francisco  for  a  source  of 
water  originating  and  taken  in  the 
high  mountains  of  the  Sierras,  we 
recommend  no  further  actioij  on  this 
proposition. 

6.  Bay  Cities  Water  Co.  (South 
Fork  American  River  and  North 
Fork  Cosumnes  Ri->er.     This  project 


has  been  presented  in  much  greater 
detail  than  any  other  proposition. 

It  has  apparently  been  carefully 
considered  from  an  engineering 
standpoint,  and  the  statements  of  its 
rights  are  such  as  to  make  it  evi- 
dent that  this  Company  has  a  prac- 
tical and  available  source  of  supply. 

We  recommend  a  further  exami- 
nation and  investigation  of  this 
project. 

7.  Northern  Sierra  Water  and 
Power  Co.  (Feather  River),  This 
source  of  supply  is  amenable  to  the 
same  objections  which  w^e  have  sug- 
gested to  No.  13  above  (S.  P.  Dunn), 
and  we  therefore  recommend  that  no 
further  investigation  be  had  along 
this  source. 

8.  Wm.  Muir  (North  and  Middle 
Forks  of  American  River).  W^hile 
this  project  does  not  appeal  strongly 
to  your  Committee  by  reason  of  its 
apparent  lack  of  preparation  and  con- 
sideration by  competent  engineers, 
we  recommend  that  it  also  be  con- 
sidered with  the  other  sources  of 
supply  originating  on  the  American 
River. 

9.  Orrin  S.  Henderson  (Middle 
Fork  of  American  River).  This  pro- 
posal seems  to  conflict  with  the 
claims  of  Wm.  Muir  and  J.  E.  Rus- 
sell, but  as  its  source  is  also  at  the 
American  River,  we  believe  it  would 
be  well  to  examine  into  this  pro- 
posal. 

10.  Sierra  Nevada  Water  and 
Power  Co.  The  Mokelumne  River 
produces  a  large  quantity  of  water 
and  seems  to  be,  of  all  sources,  the 
nearest  to  San  Francisco.  We  believe 
that  this  project  should  be  further 
considered    by    the    Board. 

11.  Stanislaus  Electric  Power  Co. 
This  project  contains  no  specific  offer 
and  does  not  seem  to  be  presented 
by  the  Company,  but  only  by  one 
of  the  individuals  interested  therein. 

It  is,  in  fact,  simply  a  statement 
that  if  certain  plans  are  prepared  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  an  offer 
may  be  presented. 

The  diversion  of  this  water  would 
probably  raise  the  objections  of  own- 
ers in  the  adjacent  counties,  as  would 
be  the  case  with  the  Tuolumne  River. 

It  seems  to  us  that  the  policy  of 
the  City  should  be,  other  things  being 
equal,  to  take  waters,  if  possible, 
from  the  sections  of  the  State  where 
no  harm  would  be  done  to  surround- 
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ing  lands  or  inhabitants,  keeping  in 
view  always  the  relative  cost  and 
adequacy  both  of  quality  and  quan- 
tity of  the  various  sources  of  supply. 

Your  Committee  believes  that  to 
investigate  at  length  all  of  the  pro- 
posals submitted  would  be  merely  a 
waste  of  time  and  delay  of  necessary 
action.  It  has,  therefore,  decided  to 
suggest  the  further  investigation  of 
such  of  the  proposals  as  upon  their 
face,  and  after  the  brief  investiga- 
tion we  have  been  able  to  give  the 
matter,  warrant  the  belief  that  a 
practicable  and  economical  water  sys- 
tem  can   be    developed   therefrom. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  recom- 
mends that  the  following  projects 
submitted  be  further  investigated, 
with  a  view  to  the  eventual  acquisi- 
tion of  one  of  them,  to  wit: 

1.  Russell  L.  Dunn  (North  Pork 
American  River). 

2.  Orrin  S.  Henderson  (Middle 
Fork  American  River). 

3.  William  Muir  (North  and  Mid- 
dle Forks  American  River). 

4.  Bay  Cities  Water  Co.  (South 
Pork  American  River  and  North 
Fork  Cosumnes  River). 

5.  Sierra  Nevada  Water  and  Pow- 
er Co.    (Mokelumne  River). 

And  in  order  that  the  best  expert 
opinion  may  be  obtained  and  the  re- 
sult of  thorough  examination  by 
competent  engineers  may  be  had, 
your  Committee  recommends  that  a 
Board  of  three  engineers  be  ap- 
pointed to  make  such  investigation, 
with  instructions  to  report  at  the 
earliest  practicable  moment  the  re- 
sult of  their  examination  and  inves- 
tigation of  the  said  respective  sources 
of  water  supply  and  to  recommend 
which  of  them  in  their  judgment  is 
most  available  from  every  stand- 
point, for  the  city's  present  and  fu- 
ture needs. 

And  your  Committee  further  rec- 
ommends that  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
be  authorized  and  empowered  to 
name  and  appoint  such  engineers  as 
in  his  judgment  may  be  most  fitted 
for  carrying  out  this  work. 

Your  Committee  further  recom- 
mends that  the  City  Engineer  be  ex- 
officlo  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Engineers.

ASSESSOR'S  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Supervis- 
ors of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco, — 

Gentlemen:  I  herewith  turn  over 
to  Your  Honorable  Board  for  Equal- 
ization, the  Assessment  Roll  of  this 
City. 

The  total  of  the  Roll  is  $375,000,- 
000,  or  an  excess  of  $50,000,000 
over  the  amount  on  which  your  rev- 
enue for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year  was 
estimated.  This  assessment,  allow- 
ing for  delinquencies,  will  bring  into 
the  City  treasury  a  surplus  of  ap- 
proximately $500,000.  This  will  en- 
able Your  Honorable  Board  to  make 
some  of  the  many  necessary  public 
improvements,  and  will  also,  I  trust, 
permit  the  maintenance  of  all  de- 
partments of  our  City  government, 
at  the  highest  standard  of  efficiency.

Our 
collections  of  poll  taxes  amount  to

Your  Committee  on  Streets,  Sewers

^iarding  the  condition  of  several  of  the 
.post  important  streecs  of  San  Fran- 
cisco that  should  be  rehabilitated  to 
j.ormal  condition  for  the  promotion 
irud  welfare  find  transaction  of  busi- 
ness and  private  enterprises. 

Your  Committee  on  Streets  have 
made  several  tours  of  inspection  and 
while  they  feel  the  work  is  great,  and 
v.lll  require  considerable  money,  yet 
v/e  must  cope  with  the  situation  in  an 
energetic,  intelligent  and  persevering 
way. 

The  clearing  of  debris  from  the 
streets  after  ihe  passage  of  Bill  No. 
o8,  on  July  0th,  1906,  has  induced 
several  property  owners  to  begin  clear- 
ing in  front  of  their  lots,  and  consid- 
rrable  of  the  v/ork  h?  now  being  done. 
In  this  regard  a  preliminary  appro- 
priation of  $5  (»00.00  has  been  made  by 
your  Honorable  Board  on  Monday,  July 
23d,  1906,  for  the  clearing  of  all  debris 
in  front  of  city  property.  Tne  work  must 
i  9  performed  by  the  Board  of  Public 
Works,  and  your  Street  Committee  will 
pce  to  it  that  i  ,  is  properiy  and  quickly 
done.      The     several     complaints     and 
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corximnnications  referred  by  j^our  Hon- 
orable Board  to  this  Committee  has 
1  -cceived  due  ( onsideration,  and  upon 
l^ersonal  inve;  ligation,  we  find  that 
many  of  them  are  well  grounded,  and 
tnat  the  present  congested  condition 
should  be  cor  -ected. 

Most  of  the  complaints  from  prop- 
'^ity  owners  on  Howard  street.  Spear 
Flreet,  Davis  street,  Front  street, 
Washington  and  Clay  streets,  need  im- 
mediate   attention. 

Your  Committee  paid  personal  atten- 
tion to  the  uiesent  condition  of  the 
Frreets  from  ;i  business  and  practical 
point  of  view,  feeling  that  the  resump- 
tion of  business  needs  our  immediate 
".*^tention,  so  that  no  interruption  or 
r.ongestion  shoiild  exist  in  the  using  of 
the  streets  of  San  Francisco. 

The  United  Railroads  of  San  Fran- 
v-"SCO,  especiallv  south  of  Market,  and 
fast  of  Twelftn  street,  have  many  of 
Iheir  rails  in  the  unused  road,  in  a 
very  bad  condition,  impairing  the  use 
^.t  these  streets  by  vehicles  and  teams, 
rnd  in  some  instances,  like  on  Eighth 
:^treet,  between  Mission  and  Howard 
streets,  and  en  Mission  and  Seventh 
"treets,  not  on  official  grade. 

The  so-called  emergency  tracks  on 
Howard  street  and  Steuart  street  are 
ri  drawback  nn  improvement  in  that 
location. 

Many  property  owners  petitioned  on 
July  19th  yoir  Committee  in  regard 
LO  the  removal  of  this  track,  complain- 
ing that: 

The  said  tracks  are  a  public  nui- 
sance, they  -seriously  obstruct  traffic 
on  said  street,  and  this  at  a  time 
"vhen  such  o*istruction  is  especially 
(^letrimental   tD   the   public   interests. 

The  cbstrucLion  of  traffic  prevents 
the  leasing  of  property  fronting  on 
baid  street  to  the  great  financial  loss 
of  the  owners  thereof,  and  seriously 
retarding  the  rebuilding  of  business 
blocks  and  general  rehabilitation. 

The  removal  of  debris,  the  alleged 
purpose  of  layng  said  tracks,  is  not  as 
a  matter  of  fact  being  facilitated  there- 
by and  could  be  much  more  rapidly 
fTid  effectively'  accomplished  by  small 
r"'imp  cars  operated  by  electricity  on 
'  he  existing  tracks  of  the  United  Rail- 
ways on  said  street. 

The  United  Railroads  shall  under 
i;s  franchises  at  once  clear  its  road- 
^'.d  and  tracks  on  Howard  street,  and 
ijiiickly  resume  the  operation  of  its 
jlectric    trollev    lines    for    passengers. 


thereby  curing  Howard  street  of  its 
<  Txisting  paralysis,  maxlng  it  accessible 
•  f.  the  people,  ?nd  in  such  manner  aid- 
'ng  to  build  up  all  those  burned  over 
lets. 

The  emergency  track  on  Howard  and 
Steuart  streets  in  the  judgment  of  your 
t'ommittee,  snould  be  removed,  and 
further  recom  nend  the  removal  of 
I  lacks  on  Da^^^is  street  north,  thus 
opening  a  way  of  communication  be- 
tween the  Mail  Dock  and  North 
n?ach. 

The  crossing  of  all  other  streets 
where  emergency  tracks  are  laid,  as 
we  understana  by  special  permission 
cf  his  Honor  the  Mayer,  should  be  im- 
proved and  relaid,  if  at  all  necessary, 
at   grade  in  crossing   the  streets. 

One  of  the  streets  used  by  teaming 
Mid  business  in  general  is  Berry  street. 

An  emergency  track  was  laid  by 
ine  Southern  Pacific  Company  from 
Fourth  to  Seventh  street  in  the  mid- 
iie  of  the  str-^et,  and  from  Fourth  to 
'i  bird  street  oti  the  sidewalk. 

This  very  track,  instead  of  perform- 
ing emergenc3^  work  for  which  special 
permission,  as  it  is  said,  was  given 
by  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  your  com- 
li.ittee  found  rhat  it  is  used  as  a  spur 
track  and  a  sidetrack  only,  cars  being 
loaded  and  unloaded  on  the  street  and 
on  the  sidewalk.  This  track  should 
be  removed.  Your  Committee  finds 
that  the  opening  of  Berry  street  from 
Second  to  Third  streets  is  of  great  ne- 
cessity. 

The  filling  in  of  the  State  property 
by  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  under 
lease  from  the  Harbor  Commissioners 
of  the  New  Mail  Dock,  and  the  Oriental 
trade  at  this  Doint  demand  as  a  busi- 
ness necessity  the  opening  of  this 
block. 

Also,  in  our  judgment,  the  grade  on 
Japan  street  should  be  raised  to  the 
official  grade  from  Townsend  street 
to  Brannan  street. 

The  condition  created  by  the  resump- 
tion of  business  dertiands  that  Front 
street  should  be  cleaned  from  Market 
street  to  its  lortherly  point  at  East 
street  and  that  emergency  tracks  on 
all  streets,  especially  Davis  street, 
where  several  business  houses  have  re- 
sumed business,  should  be  taken  up. 
The  clearing  up  of  lower  Clay  street, 
Washington  street  and  many  other 
down-town  streets  where  business  has 
become  almost  normal,  should  receive 
attention. 
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The  sprinkling  of  these  streets 
should  be  resumed  so  as  to  relieve  the 
present  abnormal  congested  and  dusty 
condition. 

The  repaying  of  the  crossing  of 
Fourth  and  Brannan  streets  should 
receive  immediate  attention. 

Folsom  street  between  Sixth  and 
Seventh  streets  is  in  a  very  bad  con- 
dition, brought  about  either  by  the 
emergency  work  done  Oy  the  gas  and 
water  companies  or  United  Railroads 
or   by  broken   seweid. 

Sixth  street  is  also  in  a  very  bad 
condition,  and  aSi  the  new  wholesale 
district  is  locating  near  the  railroad 
yards  we  feel  that  all  ilie  streets,  es- 
pecially from  Second  to  Eighth  streets 
south  of  Market  street,  should  be  put 
in  good  condition  as  soon  as  possible. 

To  do  so,  all  sewer  work  now  under 
way  should  proceed  without  unneces- 
sary delay,  especially  the  Sixth-street 
sewer  and  th^  crossing  of  Sixth  and 
Brannan  streets  which  is  of  great  im- 
portance to  the  resumption  and  facili- 
tation of  business  in  that  locality. 

The  crossing  of  Bryant  and  Eighth 
streets  is  below  the  grade  caused  by 
what  your  Committee  believes  the 
breaking  of  the  pipes  oi  either  the  gas 
or  water  companies. 

The  repaving  of  Mission  street  be- 
tween Fifth  and  Sixth  streets  is  re- 
tarded by  the  laying  of  the  conduit 
of  the  Police  and  Fire  Alarm  system. 

The  many  spur  track  privileges  be- 
fore your  Honorable  Board  prompted 
this  Committee  to  a  searching  investi- 
gation of  the  uses  and  abuses  of  these 
pj-ivileges. 

To  correct  any  possible  abuse  of 
these  special  privileges,  your  Commit- 
tee have  prepared  an  Ordinance  which 
we  believe  will  correct  them.

Supervisor  Wilson  moved  that  no 
action  be  taken  by  the  Board  in  re- 
gard to  any  of  the  assessments  of  the 
persons,  companies  or  corporations 
cited  to  appear,  but  that  the  question 
of  assessment  in  each  instance  be 
taken  under  advisement. 

So  ordered. 

Examination    Continued. 

Thereupon,  the  representative  of 
the  St.  Francis  Hotel  being  called, 
Mr.  H.  T.  Scott  appeared,  and  testi- 
fied that  the  St.  Francis  Hotel  was 
conducted  by  the  San  Francisco  Ho- 
tel Company,  and  that  he  thought 
the  assessment  of  $200,000  made  this 
year  was  too  high.  The  assessment 
of  $75,000  on  the  Crocker  Building 
\vas  also  considered  too  high. 

T.  C.  Friedlander,  representing  the 
Merchants'  Exchange,  was  heard, 
and  testified  that  the  Merchants'  Ex- 
change had  not  received  all  their  in- 
surance, and  that  he  thought  the  as- 
sessment of  $250,000  placed  on  the 
building  was  too  high.  An  endeavor 
is  being  made  to  adjust  insurance 
on  a  basis  of  $582,000. 

Ike  Deutch  was  called,  and  testi- 
fied that  his  assessment  was  $1,000 
on  personal  property,  that  he  carried 
a  stock  of  about  $6,000  before  the 
earthquake,  was  burnt  out,  and  did 
not  receive  his  insurance  money  up 
to  the  present  time. 

Chas.  H.  Crocker,  representing  the 
Crocker  Estate  Co.,  appeared  and 
testified  that  the  Company  carried 
$2,895,000  insurance:  that- it  was  en- 
g^^ed  in  adjusting  its  insurance 
clainis,  and  that  the  assessment  on 
personal  property,  stock,  etc., 
amotinted  to  $468,000. 

Levi  S'trauss  &  Co.  called.  No 
answer. 

B.  Katchinski,  formerly  in  the  boot 
and  shoe  business  on  Third  street, 
testified  that  some  of  the  goods  he 
had  in  stock  was  received  in  April, 
and  as  he  was  assessed  for  personal 
property     this      year      $3  5,000,     he 


thought   that  the   assessment  should 
be  reduced  $20,000. 

J.  A.  Roeblings  &  Sons  called.  No 
answer. 

Neustader  Bros,  called.  No  an- 
swer. 

Chas.  Mattheas  testified  that  his 
insurance  was  $31,000,  and  that  his 
assessment  this  year  was  in  the 
neighborhood  of  $17,000. 

Hicks,  Judd  &.  Co.  called.  No  an- 
swer. 

Dunham,  Carrigan  &  Hayden  Co., 
— Andrew  Carrigan  appeared  and 
testified  that  his  firm  was  assessed 
for  $100,000  for  personal  property, 
on  which  they  carried  $500,000  in- 
surance. No  adjustment  has  yet 
been  made.  Assessor  Dodge  stated 
that  the  assessment  was  made  on 
the  book  accounts  and  solvent  cred- 
its of  the  firm.  Mr.  Carrigan  stated 
that  if  the  firm  had  an  opportunity 
to  make  a  statement  they  would  ask 
for  a  reduction  on  their  assessment. 

McCul  lough  Provision  Company 
called.     No  answer. 

Chas.  Cain  appeared,  representing 
the  La  Grande  Laundry,  and  testi- 
fied that  they  were  assessed  for 
$4,000,  and  carried  $40,000  insur- 
ance, and  that  the  personal  property 
of  the  company  was  entirely  de- 
stroyed by  the  fire. 

No  answers  were  made  to  calls  for 
the  United  Cigar  Stores,  for  Samuel 
Bloom  &  Son  and  for  Paul  Elder. 
IVIotion. 

Supervisor  Wilson  moved  that  the

Regular   Proceedings  of   Supervisors. 
Question    on     Privilege. 

Sunervisor  Gallagher  arose  to  a 
question  of  personal  privilege,  in  an- 
swer to  charges  purporting  to  em- 
anate from  one  George  Renner,  and 
this  day  published  in  certain  daily 
newspapers  of  this  city,  in  which  said 
Renner  is  reported  to  have  said,  that 
in  order  to  obtain  spur  track  privi- 
leges from  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
it  was  necessary  to  retain  Supervisor 
Gallagher  as  attorney,  and  that  in 
the  case  of  the  John  Breuner  Com- 
pany a  fee  was  exacted  for  a  spur 
track  concession. 

Supervisor  Gallagher  stated  that 
the  charges  were  false  in"  every  par- 
ticular, and  that  if  the  published 
statements   were   reported   correctly. 


Renner  was  a  liar  and  a  scoundrel. 
He  was  a  liar  because  his  utterances 
were  untrue  and  a  scoundrel  because 
he  made  statements  to  the  newspaper 
which  he  could  not  substantiate, 
statement  of  Supervisor  Coffey. 
Supervisor  Coffey  stated  that  he 
had  been  a  member  of  the  Streets, 
Sewers  and  Parks  Committee  during 
the  present  administration;  that  the 
Petition  of  the  John  Breuner  Com- 
pany was  still  pending  before  the  said 
Committee;  that  ever  since  he  has 
been  a  member  of  the  aforesaid

Mr.  Renner  was  sworn,  and  under 
oath  stated  that  he  had  no  knowledge 
of  any  such  transaction,  but  claimed 
that  some  one  had  told  him  that  he 
had  heard  so.  He  refused  to  give  the 
name  of  the  party  circulating  the  re- 
port, but  stated  that  he  would  give  it 
to  His  Honor  the  Mayor. 

Your  Committee  reports  that  there 
is  no  foundation  for  the  statements, 
ana  no  further  attention  should  be 
paid  to  any  statements  by  Mr.  Renner. 
When  he  communicates  with  the  Mayor 
the  matter  can  be  given  any  further 
attention  that  it  may  seem  to  require. 
Mr.  Renner  apologized  to  Supervisor 
Gallagher,  whose  name  was  mentioned 
in  the  matter,  and  this  seems  to  us  to 
close  the  matter.

REPORT      OF      SPECIAL      COMMITTEE 
ON     WATER    SUPPLY. 

Declaring  Against  Availability  of  Sources 
of  Water  Supply  from  Stanislaus  River 
and  from  Snow  Mountain  and  Eel 
River. 

The    following    Report    of    the    Special 
Committee  on  Water  Supply  was  received, 
read  and  adopted: 
To  the  Hon.   Board  of  Supervisors: 

Your  committee  on  Water  Supply  begs 
leave  to  report  in  reference  to  the  proposi- 
tion of  ivi.r.  Beach  Thompson  to  sell  to  the 
city  the  right  to  take  200  million  gallons 


daily  from  the  Stanislaus  River,  that  it 
be  not  referred  to  the  Board  of  Engineers 
for  further  examination  for  the  follow- 
ing  reasons: 

1st:  The  proposition  was  submitted 
after  the  Board  of  Engineers  was  already 
appointed  and  not  at  the  time  the  other 
projects  were  brought  forward. 

Outside  of  the  manifest  injustice  to 
the  other  proponents  it  would  be  hardly 
fair  to  have  this  project  considered  by 
the  Board  of  Engineers  already  selected 
by  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  prior  and  with- 
out regard  to  the  submission  of  this 
particular  proposal. 

2nd:  The  proposition  does  not  give  to 
the  city  the  absolute  ownership  of  the 
water,  but  only  its  use  wtih  the  reser- 
vation of  power  development  to  the  pro- 
ponents. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  city 
should  have  the  rignt,  as  it  will  have 
the  need,  of  all  power  capable  of  devel- 
opment from   its  water  supply. 

3rd:  This  supply  is  proposed  to  be 
taken  from  the  Middle  Fork  of  the  Stan- 
islaus River.  This  river  was  considered 
as  a  possible  source  of  water  supply  for 
the  city  by  City  Engineer  Grunsky,  and 
his  report  thereon  is  contained  in  the 
municipal  reports  of  1900  and  1901,  at 
pages  344  and  345.  Mr.  Grunsky  de- 
clares against  this  supply  upon  the  double 
score  of  low  rain-fall  and  lack  of  sufficient 
storage   facilities. 

4th:  It  is  said  that  this  project  will 
deprive  the  lands  in  that  section  of  our 
state  of  water  necessary  for  irrigation. 
With  reference  to  the  Snow  Mountain 
and  Eel  River  supply,  we  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  public  sentiment  of  our 
city  will  insist  upon  the  acquisition  of  a 
Sierra  Nevada  water  supply,  and  as  the 
Snow  Mountain  supply  is  from  the  Coast 
Range,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  it 
would  be  useless  further  to  consider  it. 
Moreover,  from  the  information  which 
we  have  been  able  to  obtain,  it  would 
appear  impossible  to  develop  from  this 
source  a  supply  of  200  million  gallons 
per  day  without  using  water  of  the  Rus- 
sian River,  running  through  a  thickly 
populated  country,  and  we  are  also  in- 
formed that  the  pipe  une  in  this  project 
running  across  the  bay  from  Marin 
County  to  San  Francisco  would  be  an  ex- 
periment untried,  risky,  dangerous  and 
perhaps  impossible. 

Moreover,  this  proposition  also  reserves 
to  the  proponents  the  development  of 
power  which  the  city  should  have  for  it- 
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self    in    conjunction    with    its    own    water 
supply.

Instruction  of  Special   Committee  on  Wa- 
ter   Supply   to    Advisory    Board    of    En- 
gineers   in      Matter    of     Acquisition    of 
Water  Supply  for  San    Francisco. 
The  following  instructions  of  the  Special 
Committee   on   Water   Supply  to   the  Ad- 
visory  Board   of  Engineers,    appointed   to 
act    in    conjunction    with    the    City    En- 
gineer,   in   the   matter   of   examination   of 
available  sources  of  water  supply  for  San 
Francisco,      were      received,      read      and 
adopted. 

On  March  16th,  1906,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  of  San  Francisco  issued  an 
invitation  for  Proposals  for  Water  Supply 
for  the  City  under  the  following  terms: 

"All  persons,  companies,  associations 
or  corporations  having  or  controlling 
sources  of  supply  of  pure,  fresh  water, 
adequate  for  the  city's  needs  and  pur- 
poses, which  they  are  willing  to  transfer 
to  the  city,  be  and  they  hereby  are  re- 
quested on  or  before  Monday,  the  9th  day 
of  April,  1906,  to  present  and  submit  to 
this  Board  for  its  consideration  their  re- 
spective propositions  xur  furnishing  the 
city  an  adequate  supply  of  pure,  fresh 
wat«r,  giving  a  complete  outline  of  their 
sources  of  supply  and  of  the  title  thereof 
and  the  price  for  which  the  same  will  be 
furnished   to   the   city. 

"No  supply  will  be  considered  which  will 
not  be  capable  of  furnishing  to  the  city 
an  immediate  daily  supply  of  not  less 
than  sixty  million  gallons  per  day  and 
an  absolute  guarantee  of  a  future  possible 
development  of  not  less  than  two  hundred 
million  gallons  per  day,  as  the  population 
of  the  city  shall  increase. 

"The  propositions  so  to  be  submitted  are 
to  be  considered  by  this  Board,  but  the 
Board  does  not  commit  itself  to  the  acqui- 
sition of  any  one  of  them  unless  the 
same  shall  be  in  all  respects  adequate 
and  satisfactory,  both  as  to  quality  and 
quantity  of  the  supply  and  its  realtlve 
cost  to  the  city." 

In  answer  to  the  above  invitation  thir- 
teen proposals  were  submitted  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  on  April  9th,  1906. 
The  documents  which  outlined  these  pro- 
posals were  lost  in  the  fire  following  the 
earthquake,  and  after  the  earthquake  an 
invitation  was  issued  for  the  renewal  of 


these  proposals,  and  on  June  21st,  1906, 
at  a  public  hearing  of  the  Water  Com- 
mittee of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  eleven 
projects  were  submitted,  either  in  writ- 
ing, or  in  writing  and  by  personal  advo- 
cates; from  these  eleven  proposals  the 
Board  has  eliminated  all  but  five,  for  rea- 
sons stated  and  now  appearing  upon  the 
records   of  this  Board. 

The  five  which  are  presented  to  the 
Board  of  Engineers  for  their  considera- 
tion are  as  follows: 

1st:  Russell  L.  Dunn  (North  Fork 
American   River). 

2nd:  Orrin  S.  Henderson  (Middle  Fork 
American  River). 

3rd:  Bay  Cities  W^ater  Co.  (South  Fork 
American  River  and  North  Fork  Co- 
sumnes    River). 

4tii:  Sierra  Nevada  Water  &  Power 
Co.    (Mokelumne  River). 

5th:  William  Muir  (North  and  Middle 
Fork  American  River). 

This  Board  according  to  the  true  in- 
tendment of  the  resolution  inviting  pro- 
posals and  also  accoiding  to  its  actual 
intention,  desires  to  consider  no  proposal 
seriously  unless  such  proposal  contem- 
plates undivided  fee  simple  ownership  by 
the  city  itself  in  all  reservoirs  and  struc- 
tures appurtenant  thereto. 

This  committee  does  not  desire  to  have 
further  considered  any  water  proposition 
which  will  not  vest  in  the  city  the  abso- 
lute right  to  use  the  water  supply  for 
all  purposes,  nor  does  it  wish  to  have 
seriously  considered  any  source  of  supply 
submitted  with  the  reservation  to  the  pro- 
ponents of  the  use  of  such  water  for 
development  of  power,  as  the  city  itself 
may  and  probably  will  require  for  its  own 
purposes  the  use  of  any  power  which 
may  be  developed  therefrom. 

If  therefore  in  the  course  of  your  in- 
vestigation you  should  find  that  any 
scheme  of  water  supply  submitted  is 
based  upon  the  reservacion  of  power  de- 
velopment to  the  proponents,  this  com- 
mittee instructs  you  that  such  supply 
with  such  reservation  is  not  desired  by 
the  city. 

In  other  words,  this  Board  wishes  to 
acquire  a  supply  which  will  be  under  the 
absolute  control  of  the  ,;Ity,  both  as  to 
the  reservoir  sites  and  necessary  struc- 
tures appurtenant  thereto  and  as  to  its 
source  of  supply,  and  does  not  intend  to 
recommend  to  the  people  of  San  Fran- 
cisco to  vote  for  the  acquisition  of  any- 
thing* but  an  absolute  title  to  the  reser- 
voir sites  and  to  the  water  control  for 
all  purposes.  Including  the  free  use  of  all 
power   that   may   be   possible  of  develop- 
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raent  in  connection  with  the  construction 
of  its  water  systems,  and  also  the  abso- 
lute ownership  of  all  ditches,  conduits, 
pipe  lines  and  structures  necessarily  ap- 
purtenant to  the  development  of  such 
water  supply. 

The  five  proposals  hereinabove  referred 
to  are  the  only  ones  submitted  to  us 
which  we  have  deemed  necessary  and 
worthy  of  further  consideration,  and  you 
are  hereby  instructed  to  examine  the 
same  and  to  report  to  us  at  the  earliest 
moment  possible  which  one  of  them  in 
your  opinion  is  the  most  desirable  from 
every  point  of  view  for  the  city  to  ac- 
quire. 

We  desire  your  committee  to  consider 
each  of  these  proposals  separately,  and 
to  report  on  the  following  special  points, 
it  being  understood  that  we  desire  as 
early  a  report  as  possible  after  such  ex- 
amination as  will  enable  you  to  report 
comprehensively  upon  the  availability  of 
these  various  proposals. 

Time  is  a  very  essential  element  and 
we  wish  that  your  examination  may  be 
as  rapid  as  consistent  with  careful  gen- 
eral   investigation. 

I. 

Water  Producing  Capabilities  of  Each 
Source. 

Should  any  one  of  the  fiv'e  projects  sub- 
mitted be  incapable  of  producing  at  least 
sixty  million  gallons  of  water  per  day  by 
early  development,  and  at  least  two  hun- 
dred million  gallons  per  day  by  ultimate 
potential  development,  then  such  project 
should  be  given  no  further  consideration 
by  your  Board. 

And  for  the  purpose  of  arriving  at  your 
determination  in  this  regard  you  are  ex- 
pected in  general  to  confine  your  atten- 
tion to  the  consideration  of  the  works  and 
improvements  proposed  by  the  proponents 
offering  the  same,  that  is  to  say,  your 
duties  are  in  a  general  way  to  be  those 
of  an  examining  Board  to  consider  the 
projects  which  are  presented  to  the  city 
for  acquisition  and  not  those  of  a  de- 
signing Board  to  work  out  plans  of  water 
supply  possible  or  independent  of  the 
plans  proposed  by  the  respective  pro- 
ponents. 

II. 
Purity  of  Water. 
We  desire  you  to  consider  the  purity 
of  the  water  from  the  various  sources 
and  its  suitability  for  city  use,  and  also 
the  probable  continuing  purity  under 
probable  conditions  of  devlopment  of  the 
country  from  which  the  water  is  to  be 
obtained. 


It  is  proper  to  say  m  this  connection 
that,  other  things  being  equal,  we  are 
unequivocally  in  favor  of  the  proposal 
whose  stored  sources  of  supply  are  at  the 
highest  elevation  in  the  Sierra  Nevada 
Mountains,  and  above  the  regions  which 
afford  inducement  to  the  agriculturist 
and  are  likely  ever  to  devlop  into  mining 
camps. 

m. 

Pipe  Line. 

With  reference  to  the  necessary  pipe 
line  you  will  consider  length,  practicabil- 
ity, safety  against  disaster,  influence  on 
quality  of  water  and  relative  costs  of 
various    conduits   from    each   source. 

The  respective  proponents  are  expected 
to  furnish  considerable  data  as  to  the 
location,  character  and  cost  of  conduits 
from  their  respective  proposed  sources  of 
supply  and  you  will  be  expected  to  con- 
fine yourself  largely  to  the  consideration 
of  the  data  so  furnished.  At  the  same 
time  you  may  consider  any  other  data 
which  may  occur  to  you  in  this  connec- 
tion, with  reference  to  pipe  lines,  their 
location  and  cost. 

IV. 

Title  to    Lands   and   Water,   and   Opposing 

interests. 

These  questions  will  probably  come  be- 
fore the  City  Attorney  in  due  time,  yet 
your  Board  is  expected  to  report  to  this 
Committee  in  a  general  way  your  views 
regarding  probabilities,  for  each  source, 
of  conflict  with  irrigationists,  farmers, 
power  companies  and  various  other  op- 
posing rights  should  the  waters  be  di- 
verted from  their  present  course  for  use 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

V. 
Cost  of  Plant. 

You  will  be  expected  to  consider  the 
comparative  entire  cost  and  cost  of  op- 
eration of  the  several  complete  water  sys- 
tems proposed,   based  on 

(a)  The  proposed  selling  price  for  the 
complete  impounding,  collecting  and  stor- 
age system  of  each  project  above  the 
point  of  diversion  into  the  conduit  which 
is  to  conduct  the  water  into  the  city,  in- 
cluding water  rights  and  all  necessary 
lands  and  structures. 

(b)  The  probable  cost  of  a  practical, 
suitable  and  safe  conduit  line  from  that 
point  to  San  Francisco. 

(c)  Surety  of  supply,  safety  and  dur- 
ability of  structures  and  quality  of  water 
are  the  most  potent  elements  which  will 
govern  the  action  of  this  Board  in  ac- 
quiring  any   particular   source. 
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You  are  therefore  requested  to  examine 
particularly, 

(a)  Into  the  safety,  suitability  and  per- 
manence of  the  structures  proposed. 

(b)  Into  the  greater  safety  which  might 
be  given  by  a  large  number  of  reservoirs, 
against  serious  damage  to  the  system 
by  the  failure  of  a  single  reservoir,  or 
dam,  ana 

(c)  Into  the  comparative  economies  of 
the  development  of  the  several  proposed 
supplies,  gradually  increasing  the  supply 
from  60  million  to  200  million  gallons  per 
day. 

In  conclusion  the  Board  of  Supervis- 
ors is  satisfied  from  the  investigation 
already  made  that  among  the  five  pro- 
posals herewith  submitted  to  you  there 
are  several  that  the  city  and  county  of 
San  Francisco  might  acquire  with  great 
profit  to  the  future  of  the  municipality, 
and  you  are  therefore  expected  to  report 
a  selection  at  as  early  a  date  as  may  be 
consistent  with  thoroughness  of  the  in- 
vestigation you  are  called  upon  to  make, 
bearing  in  mind  that  you  are  expected 
to  consider  only  such  details  as  may  be 
essential  to  a  safe  choice  of  that  one 
among  the  several  systems  which  you 
may  consider  best  for  recommendation  to 
the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco 
for  its  future  supply. 

Should  you  be  satisfied  from  your  pre- 
liminary consideration  that  any  propon- 
ent among  the  five  submitted  to  you  can- 
not deliver  the  necessary  water  supply 
for  any  reason  whatever,  you  may  decline 
to  make  any  physicial  examination  of 
such  source  of  supply.  You  may  and 
are  expected  to  call  upon  any  and  all  of 
said  proponents  to  furnish  you  with  any 
data  in  their  possession  that  may  facili- 
tate your  work. 

We  suggest  to  you  in  a  general  way 
that  what  we  desire  is  to  select  from 
among  these  propositions  herewith  sub- 
mitted to  you,  that  which  in  your  judg- 
ment appears  to  be  the  safest,  surest  and 
best  source  of  water  supply  for  the  city 
to  acquire  and  operate  as  a  municipal 
water  system. 

And  we  specially  request  of  you  to  be 
as  expeditious  as  may  be  consistent  with 
proper  and  necessary  examination  in  ar- 
riving at  your  conclusion,  inasmuch  as 
the  state  of  San  Francisco's  water  sup- 
ply requires  early  and  prompt  action  in 
this   regard  by  our  people.

Gentlemen:  The  undersigned  mem- 
ber of  your  Honorable  Board,  ap- 
pointed a  Committee  of  one  to  examine 
the  former  site  of  the  Morgue  and 
Coroner's  office  on  DunOar  Alley,  be 
Iween  Merchant  and  Washington 
streets,  with  the  view  of  using  the 
same  for  its  former  purposes,  begs 
leave  to  report  thereon  as  follows: 

The  cost  of  removing  the  debris 
from  the  site  and  clearing  the  lot  for 
future  construction  will  approximate 
the  sum  of  $20,000. 

This  in  itself  is  deterrent  to  the  re- 
building of  the  Morgue  on  this  site 
at  the  present  time. 


Moreover,  as  the  center  of  popula- 
tion has  changed  to  the  westerly  and 
southerly  portions  of  the  City  and 
County,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Coro- 
ner, as  well  as  of  the  undersigned,  that 
the  Morgue  should  be  placed  within 
easy  reach  of  the  more  thickly  popu- 
lated sections.

IVIESSAGE    FROM    MAYOR. 

Recommending   the   Overhead   Trolly   Sys- 
tem for  the  Geary  Street  Railroad. 

San  Francisco,  California,  September 
24,   1906. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Supervis- 
ors, San  Francisco,  California. 

Gentlemen  :  Prior  to  the  earthquake- 
fire  of  April  18-19-20,  1906,  your  Board 
entered  into  a  contract  with  C.  E.  Loss 
for  the  construction  of  the  Geary  street 
railroad  as  a  mtinicipally  owned  and 
operated  electrical  street  railway  sys- 
tem, with  underground  conduits. 

Since  the  fire,  conditions  have  so 
changed  in  San  Francisco  that  other 
lines  have  been  grante<i  the  use  of  the 
over-head  trolley  system  in  order  to 
expedite  the  constrtiction  and  facilitate 
the  transportation  of  passengers.  Under 
the  conditions  which  exist  in  the 
City,  it  is  clearly  apparent  that  the 
undergrotmd  system  is  not  that  wliicii 
is  best  adapted  for  the  present  uses 
and  requirements,  and  I  therefore  rec- 
ommend that  the  plans  for  the  recon- 
struction of  the  Geary  street  railroad 
be  so  amended  as  to  i)rovide  for  a 
modern,  up-to-date  overhead  trolley 
system,  and  that  proceedings  be  taken 
to  take  possession  of  the  Geary  street 
line  and  reconstnict  the  same  for  the 
City  as  a  modem  overhead  trolley  sj's- 
tem. 

The  cost  of  construction  and  of  the 
operation  of  such  a  road  would  be  far 
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Ipss  than  under  the  former  plans  and 
the  work  of  ccnstriiction  more  rapid.

Gentlemen:  A  large  number  of  our 
people  are  debarred  from  reconstruct- 
ing their  dwellings  and  homes  by 
reason  of  the  fact  t.iat  the  fire  limits 
cover  their  proi)erty.  It  is  especially 
desirable  that  our  people,  especially 
those  of  limited  means,  should  be  en- 
couraged to  re-establish  their  homes 
which  they  cannot  do  if  they  are  to 
use  the  materials  required  by  the 
Building  Law  in  fire  limits.  Unfortu- 
nately under  conditions  which  exist  in 
San  Francisco  today,  the  fire  limits 
cannot  be  reduced  in  extent  on  account 
of  Uiiarter  provisions  forbidding  such 
reduction.  This  seems  to  ine,  how- 
ever, to  be  a  case  where  the  strict 
letter  of  the  lav/  ought  not  to  be  en- 
forced, and  I  thererore  recommend  to 
you  tnat  permits  be  issued  for  the 
erection  of  frame  buildings  in  any  part 
of  the  Cit3^  which  are  to  be  used  for 
residences  and  dwelling  purposes  only 
and  are  to  be  erected  by  those  apply- 
ing for  permits  upon  land  owned  by 
and  belonging  to  themselves.  Such 
permits  not  to  be  issued  to  lessees  of 
land  who  contemplate  the  erection  of 
such  buildings  merely  for  speculative 
purposes,  but  only  to  bona  nde  home 
dwellers  for  the  erection  of  homes  and 
dwellings  upon  their  own  property.

REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 
Report  of  Special  Committee  on  Water 
Supply,  Recommending  Selection  of 
Bay  Cities  Water  Company's  Supply  for 
Examination  as  to  Its  Availability  to 
Furnish  San  Francisco  With  a  Pure  and 
Wholesome  Supply  of   Fresh   Water. 

To    the    Honorable    Board    of    Super- 
visors: 
Your  special  committee     on     water 

supply  begs  leave  lo  report  as  folows: 
Realizing  the  imperative  need  of  an 

adequate      municipal      water       supply 

wnich    has    existed    in    this    City    for 


many  years,  and  its  great  importance 
to  the  development  and  protection  of 
the  City  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on 
March  12,  1906,  passed  Resolution  No. 
7130  calling  for  submission  of  pro- 
posals for  a  municipal  water  supply 
capable  of  supplying  for  the  immedi- 
ate use  of  the  City  00,000,000  gallons 
per  day,  with  a  demonstrated  possi- 
bility of  eventually  supplying  not  less 
than  200,000,000  gallons  per  day  with 
detailed  conditions  of  requirements  as 
in  said  resolution  set  forth. 

After  due  advertisement  of  said 
resolution,  there  were  submitted  to 
your  Board  on  April  9,  1906,  thirteen 
proposals  for  water  supplies  in  more 
or  less  comprehensive  form.  These 
were  under  consideration  of  the  Board 
when  the  great  earthquake-fire  of  April 
18,  19  and  20,  190G,  destroyed  our  rec- 
ords, and  with  them  all  of  the  pro- 
posals referred  to. 

The  disaster  which  destroyed  these 
proposals  also  greatly  damaged  and 
destroyed  parts  of  the  water  system 
owned  by  the  Spring  Valey  Water 
Company  which  supplied  probably  9-5 
per  cent  of  the  fresh  water  used  for 
domestic  and  industrial  purposes  in 
San   Francisco. 

At  the  time  of  the  occurrence  of  the 
earthquake-fire  the  supply  of  the 
Spring  Valley  Water  Company  to  the 
City  was  in  the  neighborhood  of  30- 
000,000  gallons  per  day,  and  with  the 
limited  facilities  of  the  company  and 
the  rapid  development  of  the  City, 
both  in  industries  and  in  population, 
the  company  was  under  great  strain 
to  supply  sufficient  water  for  the  or- 
dinary purposes  of  our  municipal  life. 

The  inefficiency  of  the  supply,  the 
high  rates  charged,  the  poor  quality 
of  the  water  furnished  and  the  con- 
stant litigation  of  the  company  against 
the  City,  to  collect  higher  rates  than 
the  City  ordinance  allowed,  and  the 
continued  extortion  of  such  rates  from 
the' people  under  the  protection  of  in- 
junction proceedings  in  the  United 
States  courts,  had  created  an  almost 
irresistible  public  demand  for  a  new 
and  adequate  supply  of  pure  fresh 
water  from  the  Sierra  Nevada  Moun- 
tains to  be  owned  and  operated  by  the 
municipality. 

This  demand  became  more  clamorous 
and  far-reaching  when,  owing  partly  to 
the  inadequate  facilities  of  the  Spring 
Valley  Water  Company  and  its  in- 
sufficiency of  supply,  the  water  supply 
of  the  City  failed  when  most  needed, 
and  the  City  was  unable  to  cope  with 
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the  raging  conflagration  which  de- 
stroyed four  square  miles  of  our  build- 
ings. 

The  Committee  of  Forty  on  recon- 
struction of  the  City,  appointed  by  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  took  up  with  es- 
pecial interest  the  matter  of  a  munici- 
pal water  supply  and  appointed  a  dis- 
tinguished Board  of  Engineers  to  re- 
port upon  this  subject.  The  report  of 
tnis  Board  of  Engineers,  as  submitted 
Qiligent  and  able  consideration  of  the 
entire  question  and  presented  intelli- 
to  the  Committee  of  Forty,  showed  a 
gent,  rational  and  practical  conclusions 
with  regard  thereto 

Moved  by  their  report,  as  well  as  by 
the  necesisties  of  conditions  existing, 
your  Honorable  Board  did,  on  May  14, 
1906,  call  for  new  submissions  of  pro- 
posals for  a  municipal  water  supply 
to  replace  those  destroyed  by  the  fire. 
On  May  21,  1906,  proposals  were  sub- 
mitted and  thereafter  referred  to  the 
undersigned,  your   Special  Committee. 

xu  a  detailed  report  your  Commit- 
tee thereupon  gave  extended  reasons 
for  selecting  five  Oi.  the  said  proposals 
for  further  examination  as  being  those 
most  likely  to  comprise  a  meritorious, 
adequate  and  available  source  of 
municipal  water  supply,  and  recom- 
mended that  a  special  Board  of  Engi- 
neers be  appointed  by  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  to  examine  and  investigate  witli 
the  City  Engineer  these  various 
sources,  and  to  report  to  the  Board 
which  of  them  was  most  available  and 
meritorious.  In  accordance  with  such 
recommendation  his  Honor  thereupon 
appointed  as  the  special  Board  of 
Engineers  the  City  Engineer  and  three 
distinguished  engineers  who  had  been 
members  of  the  water  supply  commit- 
tee of  the  Committee  of  Forty  above 
referred  to,  and  in  whose  ability  and 
integrity  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and 
the  people  of  the  City  had  entire  con- 
fidence, to  wit:  Major  C.  H.  McKin- 
stry,  U.  S.  A.;  Prof.  C.  D.  Marx  and 
A.  M.  Hunt. 

Your  committee  prepared  detailed 
Instructions  for  said  engineers  contain- 
ing, so  far  as  the  knowledge  and  ex- 
perience of  your  committee  extended, 
all  necessary  and  essential  bases  and 
elements  of  inquiry. 

Your  committee  was  subsequently 
informed  that  this  special  Board  of 
Engineers  had  determined  that  it 
would  take  at  least  one  year  from  the 
time  of  commencing  investigations  of 
the  five  proposals  submitted  to  render 


xts  report.  Appreciating  the  magni- 
tude of  the  work  of  examining  into 
the  five  propositions,  yet  realizing  also 
that  the  constant  delays  through  en- 
gineering investigations  and  otherwise 
had  extended  over  a  period  of  more 
than  20  years,  and  had  during  that 
time  prevented  the  City  from  acquir- 
ing a  municipal  water  supply,  and  real- 
izing further  that  if  tne  mere  engineer- 
ing investigation  should  take  one  year, 
this  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  pres- 
ent municipal  administration  which  is 
pledged  to  the  acquisition  of  such  a 
supply  would  be  out  of  office  and  a  sim- 
ilar delay  in  the  next  administration 
would  still  further  impede  the  secur- 
ing of  a  water  supply  for  the  City,  your 
committee  called  on  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  laid  the  conditions  before  him 
and  requested  him  to  call  a  joint  meet- 
ing of  tiie  Special  Board  of  Engineers 
and  of  the  special  committee  on  water 
supply,  to  consider  the  matter  jointly, 
and  to  see  whether  the  work  of  obtain- 
ing a  water  supply  could  not  in  some 
manner  be  expedited. 

The  meeting  was  called.  His  Honor, 
the  Mayor  being  present,  as  well  as 
the  City  Engineer,  Thomas  P  Wood- 
ward and  Prof.  Marx  and  your  Spe- 
cial Committee  (Engineers  McKinstry 
and  Hunt  not  being  in  town,  were  un- 
able to  be  present). 

At  that  meeting  after  full  and  com- 
plete discussion  it  was  unanimously 
agreed  by  all  present  that  the  only  way 
rationally  to  expedite  the  acquisition 
of  a  municipal  water  supply  was  to 
reduce  the  number  of  proposals  to  be 
investigated  and  while  the  investiga- 
tion could  not  be  a  comparative  one, 
yet  it  was  agreed  that  if  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  would  accept  the  responsi- 
bility of  making  a  selection  of  any  one 
project  which  on  its  face  appeared 
available  and  adequate,  the  Special 
Board  of  Engineers  could  examine,  in- 
vestigate and  report  its  conclusions 
thereon  about  the  first  of  March,  1907, 
which  would  allow  the  necessary  time 
thereafter  for  submission  of  the  ques- 
tion of  acquisiton  to  a  vote  of  the  Peo- 
ple of  San  Francisco,  and  thereupon 
it  was  unanimously  agreed  that  this 
comittee  should  assume  the  responsi- 
bility of  making  a  selection  of  one 
among  the  five  proposals,  and  after 
confirmation  of  such  selection  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  the  water  pro- 
ject so  selected  should  be  referred^  to 
said  Special  Board  of  Engineers  'for 
their  complete  investigation,  examina- 
tion and  report. 
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Your  committee  begs  to  state  that  in 
the  past  grave  criticism  has  been  made 
of  the  delays  in  securing  a  municipal 
water  supply,  and  it  has  been  time 
and  again  openly  charged  that  the 
Spring  Valley  Water  Company  has  in- 
stigated and  caused  these  delays  in 
order  that  the  City  should  not  ac- 
quire a  municipal  water  supply,  and 
even  now  when  your  special  committee 
has  been  actually  at  work,  endeavoring 
to  hasten  the  selection  or  a  proposed 
supply,  it  has  been  charged  that  the 
delay  of  one  year  suggestea  by  the 
engineers  was  but  another  play  into 
the  hands  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water 
Company,  and  only  this  morning  it  is 
intimated  editorially  in  one  of  the 
newspapers  that  this  Board  is  prob- 
ably allied  to  the  Spring  Valley  Water 
Company's  policies  and  interests  and  is 
not  sincerely  in  favor  of  a  new  munic- 
ipal water  supply.  How  far  this  is 
from  the  truth  every  member  of  this 
Board  knows,  and  every  one  who  has 
kept  in  touch  with  the  actions  of  this 
Board  on  the  question  of  2P  municipal 
water  supply  also  knows.  This  com- 
mittee and  this  Board  of  Supervisors 
is  unequivocally  committed  to  the  ac- 
quisition of  such  a  supply  as  soon  as 
possible,  and  as  cheaply  as  possible. 

We  know  from  his  Honor,  the  Mayor, 
that  the  special  Board  of  Engineers 
has  resigned  on  the  ground  that  it  was 
appointed  to  make  a  comparative  in- 
vestigation of  the  five  proposals  from 
which  such  Board  of  Engineers  was  to 
select  one  for  further  action,  and  that 
as  it  is  now  proposed  to  submit  only 
one  for  examination  that  this  is  virtu- 
ally the  duty  for  which  the  Board  of 
Engineers  was  appointed  and  that  the 
examination  of  one  proposal  is  not 
within  the  purview  of  their  appoint- 
ment. This  may  be  technically  true, 
but  it  is  also  true  that  this  committee 
desires  the  valuable  service  of  the 
eminent  members  of  the  special  Board 
of  Engineers  to  pass  upon  the  avail- 
ability and  adequacy  of  the  supply  to 
be  selected  and  desires  for  the  people 
of  San  Francisco  the  benefit  of  their 
investigation,  judgment  and  recom- 
mendation for  which  the  Board  of  Su- 
pervisors is  ready  and  willing  to  make 
all  necessary  appropriations. 

All  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
ask  is  that  the  examination  be  thor- 
ough and   comprehensive,  but  that  it 


be   as   expeditious   as   consistent   with 
full  and  accurate  conclusions. 

At  the  meeting  above  referred  to,  it 
appeared  from  the  Engineers'  state- 
ments that  only  one  of  the  proposals 
submitted  appeared  to  have  had  suf- 
ficient engineering  work  done  thereon 
to  justify  any  belief  of  accurate  infor- 
mation even  on  the  part  of  the  pro- 
ponents, of  the  exact  conditions  and 
capacities  of  their  projects. 

This  proposal  is  that  of  the  Bay 
Cities  W^ater  Company,  which  submits 
a  detailed  proposal,  showing  a  water 
supply  drawn  from  high  mountain 
lakes  of  the  Sierras,  and  from  the 
American  and  Consumnes  Rivers.  The 
proponents  of  this  project  propose  to 
sell  to  the  City  all  their  water  rights, 
reservoirs,  ditches  and  a  complete 
water  system  with  all  necessary  dams, 
reservoirs,  tunnels,  ditcnes,  flumes  and 
water  rights  (title  clear  and  in  fee 
simple)  and  delivering  00,000,000  gal- 
lons per  day  at  the  point  where  the 
pipe  line  to  San  Francisco  is  to  com- 
mence, and  with  a  potential  develop- 
ment in  the  dryest  years  of  a  contin- 
uous supply  of  200.000,000  gallons  per 
day,  for  $io,500,000.00.  Your  commit- 
tee has  examined  the  various  proposals 
submitted  and  on  the  face  thereof  th.at 
of  the  Bay  Cities  Company,  as  above 
stated,  apears  to  be  the  best  and  most 
available.  Your  committee  therefore 
recommends  that  your  Honorable 
Board  select  this  proposal  for  submis- 
sion to  the  City  Engineer  and  Special 
Board  of  Engineers,  with  request  that 
they  proceed  at  once  to  make  a  spe- 
cial investigation  and  examination  of 
the  same  in  order  to  determine  whe- 
ther the  same  complies  with  the  re- 
quirements contained  in  tne  original 
call  for  proposals,  whether  it  can  pro- 
duce an  available  and  adequate  supply 
of  pure,  fresh  water,  and  whether  such 
water  can  be  brought  to  this  City  as 
required  by  the  needs  of  the  City  in 
snort,  whether  from  an  engineering 
standpoint  this  proposed  project  would, 
if  accepted  by  the  City,  furnish  the 
needed  water  supply.  If  so,  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  will  then  take  up  ques- 
tions of  title  and  price. 

It  is  understood  that  all  electric 
power  developable  from  this  source 
must  belong  to  the  city. 

Your  committee  calls  attention  to 
a  report  on  several  sources  of  supply, 
including  the  Bay  Cities,  recently  filed 
by  Pitv  Engineer  Woodward,  Engineer 
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J.    R.    Price    and    Engineer      Marsden 
Manson.

said, is  apportioned  to  the  funds  and 
accounts  known  and  designated  as  fol- 
lows: 

For  the  General  Fund 24.3  cents 

For  the  School  Fund 18.8  cents

Sir :    The  ineffectiveness  of  tlie  work 
of  the  Board  of  Public  Works   under 
your  control  and  dirrctlon  as  President 
during   the   past   year,    and    es])ecially 
since  the  fire  of  April  last,  has  been  so 
apparent  that  it  has  evoked  nnich  ad- 
verse notice  and  criticism  on  the  part 
of  the  press  and  oi*  the  iniblic  gener- 
ally.    Your  lamentable  failure  even  to 
clear  the  streets  and  sidewalks  of  the 
imi)ortant  sections  of  the  City  of  the 
del)ris  which  has  littered  them  for  more 
tlian    five    montlis    has    caused      nuich 
complaint,  and   is  etdirely  inexcusjible. 
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The  same  may  be  said  of  many  other 
branches  of  the  worlv  in  your  Depart- 
ment. 

As  the  Executive  head  of  that  import- 
ant Department  of  the  Municipality, 
your  work  lias  been  unsatisfactory. 
Your  resignation  last  evening  of  the 
Presidency  of  the  Board  was  undoubt- 
edly due  to  a  recognition  of  this  fact. 
However,  such  resignation  does  not 
remedy  the  conditions  of  which  com- 
plaint is  made.  It  is  obvious  that  the 
City  requires  at  this  time  at  the  head 
of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  a  man 
of  wide  business  experience  and  of 
large  and  thorough  knowledge  of  the 
practical  work  to  be  done  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Board.  I  believe 
an  immediate  change  is  necessary. 

Therefore,  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  Sections  18  and  20  of  Article  XVI 
of  the  Charter  of  the  Citj-  and  County 
of  San  Francisco,  you  are  hereby  re- 
moved from  the  office  of  Commissioner 
and  Member  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  upon  the  ground  of  ineffici- 
ency, which  is  hereby  assigned  as  the 
cause  of  such  removal.

Recommending   Sale   of   Sewer   and    Street 

Bonds. 
To   the      Honorable,     the      Board      of 
Supervisors. 

Gentlemen:  Your  Committee  on 
Public  Utilities  having  under  consid- 
eration the  question  of  sale  of  bonds 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, begs  leave  to  report  in  favor  of 
disposing  of  Sewer  Bonds  to  the 
amount  of  $1,08G,200  and  of  Street 
Bonds  to  the  amount  of  $48G,000. 

Said  amounts  represent  the  fifth 
and  tenth  series  inclusive  of  Sewei 
Bonds  and  the  fifteenth  to  the  twenty 
sixth  series  inclusive,  of  Street  Bonds, 

The  Imperative  necessity  for  tlie 
sale  of  both  Sewer  and  Streets  Bonds 
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at  this  time  in  order  to  permit  of  the 
immediate  use  of  the  proceeds  thereof 
ill  the  rehabilitation  of  the  city,  is 
apparent. 

Once  the  proceeds  of  the  bonds  are 
available  the  work  of  construction  and 
re-construction  of  sewers  and  of  the 
improvement  of  streets  can  be  com- 
menced without  delay,  thus  enabling 
owners  of  property,  particularly  in  the 
burnt  district,  to  improve  their  hold- 
ings. 

The  credit  of  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernment now  stands  pledged  as  secur- 
ity for  the  bonds  of  the  City  and 
County,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
having  issued  an  order,  in  response  to 
the  request  of  your  Honorable  Board, 
to  accept  our  bonds  as  collateral  se- 
curity for  deposits  in  National  Banks, 
or  in  the  Sub-Treasury. 

This  places  our  local  bonds  on  a 
parity  with  United  States  Bonds,  and 
as  the  same  are  exempted  from  tax- 
ation, both  State  and  Municipal,  their 
ready  sale  is  assured. 

Your  Committee  recommends  that 
the  aforesaid  bonds  be  offered  for  sale 
on  Monday,  November  5th,  1906,  after 
advertising  a  "Notice  of  Sale"  in  the 
official  newspaper  for  a  period  of  ten 
days.

Resolution    of    Intention    Adopted. 

Thereupon  the  following  Resolution 
was  adopted  as  Resolution  No.  422^ 
(New  Series)  : 

Whereas,  The  Board  of  Supervisors 
did,  by  Ordinance  No.  25,  approved 
March  30,  1900,  prohibit  the  further 
burial  of  the  dead  from  and  after 
August  1,  1901,  within  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  on  the 
ground  that  said  burial  was  dangerous 
to  life  and  detrimental  to  public 
he'altn,  and 

Whereas,  In  consonance  with  such 
policy,  and  with  the  growth  of  the 
City  it  is  necessary  to  extena  easterly 
and  westerly  and  northerly  and  south- 
erly the  streets  now  abutting  Calvary, 
Laurel  Hill,  Odd  Fellows,  Masonic  and 
other  cemeteries  for  the  purpose  of 
affording  convenient  ingress  and  egress 
to  the  territory  lying  beyond  their 
confines;   now  therefore 

Resolved,  That  this  Board  declare, 
and  it  hereby  does  declare,  that  public 
interest  and  necessity  demand  the 
opening  and  extension  of  public  streets 
through  said  cemeteries,  and  that  it  is 
its  intention  to  acquire  for  public  use, 
under  the  law  of  eminent  domain,  as 
defined  in  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure 
of  the  State  of  California,  the  lands 
essential  and  necessary  for  this  pur- 
pose. 

Further  resolved,  That  the  City  En- 
gineer be  and  he  is  hereby  directed 
to  outline  a  plan  comprehensive,  or

S.  Tevis,  President  of 
said  Company,  be  granted  the  privilege 
of  tne  nocr. 

So  ordered. 

»-rivilege   of    Floor. 

Thereupon  W  m.  S.  Tevis  read  an 
adaress  denying  in  emphatic  terms 
tne  cnarges  made  by  '"ine  Bulletin,' 
and  by  Ex-Mayor  Jas.  D.  Phelan,  that 
collusion  existed  between  City  and 
County  officials  and  the  Bay  Cities 
Water  Company  in  the  matter  of 
selecting  the  water  supply  of  said 
Company  for  submission  to  the  elect- 
ors or  San  Francisco  to  acquire  fhe 
same  as  a  municipal  system. 

In  course  of  his  address  Mr.  Tevis 
stated  that  Frank  S.  Washburn,  an 
eminent  engineer  formerly  connected 
with  the  Croton  Water  Company  had 
been  retained  as  Consulting  jdiUgineer 
and  Edwin  Duryea,  also  renowned  in 
his  profession,  was  employed  as  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  Bay  Cities  Water 
Company  and  that  the  result  of  the 
investigations  of  these  two  gentlemen 
had  demonstrated  that  said  Company 
owned  and  was  in  position  to  develop 
L..e  best  and  most  available  Sierra 
water  supply. 

In  reply  to  Acting  Mayor  Gallagher, 
Mr.  Tevis  stated  that  if  the  Board  de- 
sired it,  his  Company  would  furnish 
the  original  existing  reports  of  the 
Engineer.s  on  the  American-Consumnes 
Water  Supply,  tljat  in  the  re-compila- 
tion of  the  results,  thereof,  many  of 
the  original  reports  having  been  de- 
stroyed by  the  fire.  More  than  $2,500,- 
000  had  been  expended  in  improve- 
ments thus  far  by  the  Coinpany,  the 
land  and  water  rights  had  cost  in 
excess  of  $1,000,000  and  it  was  pro- 
posed to  expend  between  $4,000,000  and 
$5,000,000  additional  in  developing  the 
supply. 

J.  E.  Bennett,  Attorney,  representing 
the  Bay  Cities  Water  Company,  was 
granted  the  privilege  of  the  floor  and 
stated  that  he  was  advised  by  Con- 
irressman  J.  C.  Needham  that  the 
views  of  the  Secretary  of  the^  Interior 
Department  of  the  United  States  re- 
mained unchanged  in  the  matter  of 
denying  San  Francisco  reservoir  sites 
rights-of-way  at  Lake  Eleanor  and 
Hetch  Hetcliy  Valley  in  the  Yosemite 
National  Park. 


ADDRESS  OF  MR.  WILLIAM  S.  TEVIS, 
PRESIDENT  BAY  CITIES  WATER 
COMPANY,  TO  THE  BOARD  OF  SU- 
PERVISORS OF  THE  CITY  OF  SAN 
FRANCISCO.   OCTOBER   8th,    1906. 

THE    WATER    QUESTION. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Supervisors  held 
in  the  City  Hall,  October  8,  190(5,  and 
after  the  supplemental  report  of  the 
special  eonmiittee  on  water  supply  had 
been  received,  upon  motion  of  Super- 
visor Boxton,  the  rules  were  suspended 
for  its  immediate  consideration.  Also 
the  privileges  of  the  floor  were  ex- 
tended to  Mr.  William  S.  Tevis,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Bay  Cities  Water  Company, 
who  then  addressed  the  Board  as  fol- 
lows : 

Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Board 
of   Supervisors  of   San   Francisco : 

I  appear  before  you  as  President  of 
the  Bay  Cities  Water  Company,  to 
reply  to  certain  inspired  and  false 
statements  made  in  connection  with  the 
proposition  of  my  company  to  the  n.;i 
nicipality  and  which  apj  ear  to  mi  io 
have  been  made  in  the  direct  interest 
of  the  present  private  water  monopoly 
of  San  Francisco.  For  it  is  certain 
that  no  such  infamous  falsehoods 
would  be  invented  by  anyone  not  per- 
sonally and  particularly  interested  in 
the  profits  of  the  city's  private  water 
company. 

I  wish  at  the  outset,  however,  to 
thank  you  for  the  fairness  of  your 
position  w^hile  seeking  to  secure  for 
the  city  the  best  and  most  available 
water  supply  as  speedily  and  as  cheap- 
ly as  possible.  There  are  fair  and 
honest  men  who  have  perhaps  been 
somewhat  inclined  to  give  ear  to  the 
abuse  and  villification  with  which 
public  officials  have  been  steadily 
showered  by  certain  antagonistic  news- 
papers;  but  the  developments  of  the 
past  few  days,  the  inexcusable  and 
atrocious  falsehoods  that  have  been 
manufactured  and  expressed  on  tlu^ 
water  question,  and  the  unfounded  at- 
tacks that  have  been  wantonly  niad(» 
upon  your  body  as  well  as  upon  my 
company  would  convince  any  unpreju- 
diced person  that  all  past  attacks  have 
most  probably  been  as  baseless.  In 
order  that  there  may  be  no  possible 
misapprehension,  I  wish  to  state  in 
the  most  positive  language  which  is 
capable  of  exi)ressing  thought,  tliat 
never  at  any  time  have  I,  or  anyone 
in  my  (*omi)any.  been  ai)proached  by 
any  person,  official  or  i)rivate  individ- 
ual seeking  any  compenastion.  fixed 
or   contingent,   with   relation     to      the 
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Nvater  proposition ;  nor  have  I,  nor  any 
member  of  my  company,  ever  a,ij:reed 
or  promised,  clireetly  or  indirectly,  to 
j;ive  any  ct)mpen.sation  or  reward  for 
any  vote  of  any  member  of  your 
Hoard  or  for  any  services  of  any  mu- 
nicipal officer  or  of  any  person  con- 
nected with  your  administration.  And 
v.hen  Mr.  James  D.  ihelan.  ex-Mayor 
of  San  Francisco,  or  the  disreputable 
Evening  Bulletin  makes  any  state- 
ments to  the  contrary  I  say,  with  the 
fullest  appreciation  of  tlio  import  and 
responsibility  of  my  vwsr.ls.  that  tlicy 
have  deliberately  lied. 

I  want  the  people  of  San  Francisco 
to  understand  this  plain  talk,  and  so 
I  mince  no  words ;  and  I  am  person- 
ally and  pecuniarily  responsible  for 
this  statement  which  I  now  make  in 
justice  to  you  as  public  oiricials  and 
to  my  company  ottering  this  proposi- 
tion, and  to  myself  as  a  citizen  of 
some  standing  and  repute  in  the  com- 
numity.  whose  respect  I  think  I  enjoy 
and  wish  to  retain. 

The  water  enterprise  in  wnich  I  and 
my  associates  are  interested  and 
which  we  are  oft'ering  to  the  city,  can. 
I  sincerely  believe,  be  established  and 
oi)erated  with  much  more  profit  to  our- 
selves as  a  private  enterprise  for  water 
supply  anu  power  development  than 
would  accrue  from  its  sale  to  the  city. 
But  we  have  offered  it  and  are  willing 
to  sell  it.  partly  as  a  matter  of  busi- 
ness, partly  as  a  matter  of  civic  inter- 
est, and  partly  as  a  matter  of  personal 
pride ;  and  now  stirred  by  the  malic- 
ious and  libelous  attacks  upon  our 
properties  and  on  our  personal  honor 
and  integrity,  we  propose  to  defend 
them  with  every  ability  and  power  at 
our  command. 

Of  all  the  sources  of  supply  submit- 
ted. I  confidently  assert  that  the  one 
submitted  by  the  Bay  Cities  Water 
Company  more  nearly  approaches  ideal 
perfection  in  meeting  the  stated  re- 
quirements than  any  other  source,  in- 
cluding tne  famous  and  illusory  Tuo- 
lumne or  Hetch  Hetchy  supply,  of 
whose  visionarj'  virtues  Mr.  Phelan 
and  his  associates  have  been  so  ena- 
mored. These  men,  who  for  ten  years 
have  kept  the  city  on  ''the  waiting  list" 
by  their  obstinacy  in  this  direction 
may  safely  be  accused  of  being  largely 
responsible  for  the  destruction  of  the 
greater  part  of  our  fair  city. 

In  the  first  place,  the  Tuolumne  or 
so-called  Iletch  Hetchy  system  is  one 
that  could  never  be" owned  by  the  citj' ; 
it  would  at  best  have  merely  a  license 


to  use  tlK>  water,  which  could  be  re- 
voked at  any  time.  In  the  second 
place,  such  license  could  in  all  i)rob- 
ability  never  be  obtained,  and  if  ob- 
tained it  would  then  be  necessary  to 
litigate  for  years  with  private  owners 
of  lands  about  the  Lake  Eleanor  re- 
servoir site,  before  the  city  could  en- 
joy  its  use. 

In  the  third  place,  to  call  the  Tuo- 
lumne or  Hetch  Metchy  system  a 
"free'*  system  is  a  misnomer ;  to  se- 
cure the  necessary  lands  for  reservoirs 
and  dams  (privately  owned  and  abso- 
lutely necessary  in  connection  with 
that  system  as  laid  out  by  Mr.  Phelan 
or  Mr.  Grunsky),  and  to  erect  the 
necessary  structures,  such  as  dams, 
ditches,  flumes,  etc.,  to  a  point  where 
the  pipe  line  to  San  Francisco  would 
begin  would  undoubtedly  cost  far  more 
than  is  asked  by  our  company  for  an 
absolute  title  to  more  water  and  to  all 
the  necessary  lands  and  sites  as  of- 
fered by  us  to  the  city — which  in- 
cludes all  the  improvements  for  sev- 
enty millions  of  gallons  daily  supply 
completed  to  the  point  where  the  con- 
duit begins.  In  addition,  1  confidently 
assert  that  there  will  be  a  saving  of 
at  least  three  million  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars  in  the  conduit  sys- 
tem from  our  supply  over  that  of  the 
Tuolumne  or  Hetch  Hetchy.  As  a  busi- 
ness proposition,  irrespective  of  titles 
and  lands  and  water,  it  would  be 
cheaper  and  more  economical  in  every 
way  to  buy  the  Bay  Cities  Water 
Company's  system  than  to  get  the 
Tuolumne  for  nothing,  even  if  there 
was  no  obstacle  in  the  way  of  getting 
it. 

The  Bay  Cities  Water  Company  pro- 
pose to  furnish  the  waters  of  the 
famous  Lake  Tahoe  region,  known  the 
world  over  for  their  crystal  and  virgin 
purity — in  quality  at  least  equal  to  if 
not  the  superior  of  any  that  could  be 
obtained  from  the  Tuolumne,  and  in 
quantities  far  in  excess  of  any  which 
could  be  developed  from  the  Tuolumne 
or  Hetch  Hetchy  source;  with  clear 
titles  to  lands,  water  and  power  rights, 
and  without  robbing  adjacent  irriga- 
tionists.  farmers  and  inhabitants  of 
much  needed  water.  This  water  can 
be  utilized  at  once,  and  within  two 
years  the  people  of  San  Francisco  can 
be  drinking  in  their  own  houses  the 
purest  mountain  water  from  the  limpid 
streams  and  glacial  lakes  of  the 
Sierras.  It  would  probably  take  at 
least   twice      this   time   to     determine 
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whether  the  city  could  even  hope  to 
secure  the  right  to  use  the  Tuolumne 
or  Hetch  Hetchy  system — even  tempo- 
rarily. 

Those  who  favor  municipal  owner- 
ship of  water  (including  Mr.  James 
D.  Phelan)  have  always  contended 
that  municipally  owned  utilities  should 
be  administered  just  as  private  busi- 
ness is  administered.  This  is  certainly 
a  good  doctrine.  But  where  is  the 
private  enterprise  that  would  spend 
millions  of  dollars  on  a  water  system 
without  lands  or  titles — based  merely 
on  a  revocable  license  to  use  tempora- 
rily the  waters  of  the  river  or  of  the 
lakes  under  Government  control,  sub- 
ject to  all  the  vicissitudes  of  political 
changes  in  party  government  and  in 
the  demands  of  local  population?  If, 
on  account  of  insistent  protests  of 
neighboring  farmers,  agriculturists  and 
Congressmen,  the  securing  of  the 
rights  have  been  so  long  delayed,  what 
is  likely  to  happen  when  more  farmers, 
more  agriculturists  and  more  Congress- 
men take  up  the  cudgels  to  protect  the 
surrounding  lands  from  being  de- 
prived of  this  water? 

The  merits  of  the  proposition  sub- 
mitted by  my  company  must  of  course 
be  determined  by  your  own  engineers. 
We  court  the  most  thorough  and  com- 
petent investigation.  We  do  not  wish 
the  city  to  take  a  water  supply  which 
would  not  in  every  particular  and  in 
every  point  withstand  the  most  care 
ful  and  critical  scrutiny.  Our  own  en- 
gineers— among  the  most  distinguished 
men  in  their  profession  in  this  coun- 
try— have  assured  us  on  all  these 
points  by  careful  detailed  reports.  A 
city's  water  supply  is  not  for  one  day, 
but  practically  for  eternity.  We  as 
men  of  family,  of  affairs,  and  of  some 
standing  in  this  conmiunity  in  future 
years  could  not  afford  to  have  it  truth- 
fully said  of  us  that  we  fastened  ipon 
the  city  a  water  supply  inadequate  or 
imperfect  or  wrong  in  any  particular. 
And  as  to  the  adequacy,  purity  and 
availability  of  the  supply  offered  by  us, 
we  are  willing  and  able  to  give  bond 
for  any  amount  which  may  be  deemed 
necessaiy.  We  hope  this  statement 
will  in  some  degr-^ie  neutralize  the 
blackmailing  comments  of  the  venal 
evening  newspaper  and  its  contributor, 
Mr.  James  D.  Phelan,  in  connection 
with  the  municipal  water  supply. 

And    whether    the    city    eventually 
selects  my  company's  proffered  supply 
or  not,  I  wish  to  assure  you,  Genlh- 
men  of  the   Poanl.   that    I    will   stai 


with  you  in  any  matter  you  may  deter- 
mine in  relation  to  the  question  of  a 
municipal  water  supply,  irrespective 
of  any  private  interests  of  my  own. 
because  1  know  from  my  dealings 
thus  far  that  you  have  been  honest 
and  square,  and  actuated  by  the  sole 
desire  to  secure  an  immediate  water 
supply  and  the  best  possible  results  » 
for  the  city.  I 

Gentlemen,  I  have  the  honor  to 
thank  you  for  your  attention. 

At  the  close  of  Mr.  Tevis'  address 
adn  in  reply  to  questions  by  Mayor 
Gallagher,  Mr.  Tevis  said: 

This  talk  that  our  company  asks 
^10,500,000  for  our  water  rights,  is 
mere  rot.  More  than  $2,000,000  have 
already  been  spent  in  the  improvement 
of  these  properties ;  we  have  spent 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  on 
engineering  investigations,  which  is 
all  saved  to  the  city ;  and  we  have,  by 
our  proposition,  undertaken  to  expend 
several  additional  millions  in  further 
improvements   for  the  city's  benefit, 

FURTHER  QUESTIONS  AND  AN- 
SWERS WERE  AS  FOLLOWS: 

THE  MAYOR:  As  you  have  infor- 
mation appertaining  to  that  subject, 
would  you  kindly  tell  us  what  would 
come  to  us  if  we  purchased  that  (the 
Tuolumne )  system  ? 

MR.  TEVIS:  Absolutely  nothing, 
excepting  a  reservoir  site  where  water 
might  be  stored — the  Hetch  Hetchy 
valley.  That  is  one  thing.  Another 
necessity  would  be  the  site  called  the 
Lake  Eleanor,  bordered  by  privately 
owned  lands,  that  would  have  to  be 
bought  before  you  could  utilize  them. 

THE  MAYOR :  You  have  probably 
noticed  in  reports  coming  through  the 
press,  that  we  could  get  the  Hetch 
Hetchy  system  for  nothing.  What 
truth  is  in  that  statement? 

MR.  TEVIS  :    Absolutely  none. 

TixE  MAYOR  :  What  would  we  g(4 
free  if  we  went  after  tlint  system? 

MR.  TEVIS:  Sinq)ly  the  right  to 
store  water  in  one'  site. 

THE  MAYOR:  Anything  more? 
The  right  to  use  tne  water? 

MR.   TEVIS:     Nothing  more. 

THE  MAYOR:  Could  the  rights  to 
the  reservoir  sites  ever  be  revoked? 

MR.  TEVIS:  Undoubtedly,  at  any 
time. 

THE  MAYOR:  What  would  come 
to  this  municipality  by  buying  your 
system  ? 

MR.  TEVIS:  \(>\\  .u'<')  Hie  inalien- 
idahle  right  to  the  use  of  the  water;  you

get  a  quantity,  I  say  without  any  hesi- 
tation whatever,  of  upwards  of  four 
hundred  million  gallons  a  day :  you  get 
all  of  the  improvements  to  deliver  sev- 
enty million  gallons  to  the  conduit; 
you  get  the  absolute  title  to  the  lands 
and  rights-of-way  for  ditches,  pipe 
lines,  flumes,  etc.  In  fact,  a  thorough- 
ly developed  supply  system.  In  addi- 
tion, there  is  the  i)(>wer.  That  is  some- 
thing: that  we  have  not  said  much 
alx)ut.  I  now  say  ireely  to  you  that 
there  can  be  developed  upon  that 
watershed  not  less  than  thirty  thou- 
sand horse  power,  all  of  which  the 
city  will  o^^^l  absolutely  uuincumbered. 
free  and  clear. 

THE  MAYOR  :  As  to  the  pipe  line, 
Mr.  Tevis.  What  is  the  approximate 
difference  in  the  length  of  pipe  line 
between  the  Hetch  Hetchy  and  the  Bay 
Cities? 

MR.  TEVIS:  The  conduit  system 
would  be  eleven  miles  shorter  from 
our  proposition  than  in  the  case  of 
the  Tuolumne  and  would  cost  in  the 
neighborhood  of  f3,500,0(X)  less. 

Supplemental     Report     of     Special     Com- 
mittee on    Water  Supply. 
Thereupon  the  following  Report  was 
read  and  unanimcusly  adopted: 

In  view  of  certain  false  and  malici- 
ous connnents  made  b.v  ex-Mayor 
James  D.  Phelan  and  his  kept  evening 
newspaper,  on  the  action  of  this  Board 
relative  to  a  proposed  Municipal  Water 
Supply,  your  special  committee  on 
water  supply  deems  It  advisable  to  file 
a  supplemental  report  which  is  here- 
with presented: 

To  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  San 
Francisco : 
Gentleman — The  present  Board  of 
Supervisors,  and,  indeed,  the  entire 
city  administration  ^vere  chosen  by 
the  electors  upon  the  good  faith  of 
their  distinct  pledge  that  during  their 
official  life  they  would  take  steps  which, 
if  approved  by  the  voters,  would  re- 
sult in  freeing  the  city  from  the  thrall 
of  the  water  monopoly  which  has  been 
absorbing  its  vitality  for  half  a  cen- 
tury, and  would  put  the  city  in  the 
way  of  procuring  from  the  Sierra  Ne- 
vada Mountains,  through  a  municipally 
owned  water  plant,  a  supply  of  pure 
mountain  water  sufficient  to  the  needs 
of  a  population  of  2,(_)00,(X)0  souls.  This 
pledge  still  stands  and  stands  unre- 
deemed, the  reasons  therefor  being 
hereinafter  set  forth. 

Thirty   Years   of    Effort   to   Get    Municipal 
Water   Supply. 
The    question    of   procurement    of    a 


municipal  water  supply  has  been  be- 
fore the  people  of  San  i'rancisco  for 
upwards  of  thirty  years,  and  never  at 
any  time  has  it  reached  a  stage  war- 
ranting tlie  submission  to  tlie  electors 
of  nnv  proposition  for  t:  e  purchase  of 
a  suui-ce  of  supply  and  the  construction 
of  a  water  plant.  As  long  ago  as  1877. 
after  a  canvass  of  tue  Sierra  sources 
as  well  as  those  near  at  hand,  the 
Supervisors  decided  upon  the  purchase 
of  the  Calaveras  reservoir  site  for  the 
imiwunding  of  waters  from  the  Ala- 
meda side  of  the  bay,  with  a  view  to 
bringing  them  thence  to  and  through- 
out the  city  in  a  municipal  plant.  But 
before  they  could  get  the  matter  shaped 
up  to  submit  to  the  people  for  a  vote 
on  bonds,  the  Spring  Valley  purchased 
the  Calaveras  and  all  that  went  with 
it,  frustrating  the  city's  plans,  and 
there  the  Cnliveras  lies  to  this  day 
unused. 

A   Sierra   Source   Demanded. 
The    municipal    water    system,    how- 
ever,  continued   a    live   question ;    and 
in    1900   the    Supervisors      again      ad- 
dressed themselves*  to   it.     Meanwhile 
the   sentiment   of  the  people  that  the 
drainage  from  the  hills  about  the  bay, 
densely    populated    as    they    are    with 
farms  or  cities  or  pastured  by  stock, 
was    not   the    water   which    should   be 
furnished   to    San   Francisco    under    a 
municipal  system,  became  deep-seated, 
and  emphasis  was  laid  on  the  fact  that 
within  a  hundred  miles  or  so  from  the 
city  and  in  the  Sierra  Nevada  Mount- 
ains   were    inexhaustible    supplies    of 
water  of  a  purity  equal  to  any  in  the 
world;    and   that    the    distance    which 
these  waters  would  have  to  be  trans- 
ported, considerable  as  it  was,  was  not 
greater,    in   fact   less,    than   that   over 
which  the  water  supplies  of  many  other 
cities  are  brought,  and  that  too  at  a 
cost  not  prohibitive,  particularly  w^hen 
consideration     was     given     to     purity, 
abundance  and  freedom   from  the  ex- 
tortion of  a  private  monopoly. 
The    Death    Rate   and   the    Water   Supply. 
It  was  pointed  out,  also,  that  the  in- 
fluence   of    drinking    water    upon    the 
health  of  the  people  as  shown  by  the 
Health  Reports,  was  a  fact  not  realized 
by   the    people   generally.      That    com- 
pared   with    such    ciiles    as    Portland, 
Oregon,  and  Manitou,  Colorado — which 
have  pure  mountain  water — the  death 
rate  of  San  Francisco  made  a  lament- 
able showing;  for  possessing  a  physical 
situation   equal   or  excelling  either  of 
those  cities,    San   Francisco      had     an 
average   annual    death   rate  of   nearly 
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nineteen  per  1000  of  population  while 
the  other  cities  named  had  less  than 
seven.  And  yet  those  cities  had  greater 
death  rates  than  had  San  Francisco 
before  they  were  prt^»'ided  with  pure 
mountain  water.  Contemplating  these 
figures,  therefore,  it  became  apparent 
that  San  Francisco  was  losing  about 
5000  of  its  inhabitants  annually,  whose 
death  seemed  to  be  more  or  less  di- 
rectly chargeable  to  the  water  fur- 
nished by  the  existing  private  monopoly 
whose  machinations  had  thus  far  de- 
feated every  effort  put  forth  by  the 
city  for  a  municipal  supply  of  purity, 
plenty  and  economy. 
Propositions  of  Grunskv's  Examination. 
In  1900,  during  ex-Mayor  Phelau's 
incumbency,  but  only  in  deference  to 
an  overwhelming  popular  demand,  the 
Supervisors  again  started  upon  a  quest 
by  advertising  for  propositions  for  a 
source  to  become  the  headworks  of  a 
municipal  water  system.  Nearly  a 
score  of  propositions  were  submitted. 
They  seemed  to  comprise  all  the 
sources  of  possible  adequacy  within 
one  hundred  and  .fifty  miles  of  the 
city  save  only  those  sources  then  and 
now  in  use.  The  investigation  was 
conducted  by  City  Engineer  Grunsky. 
It  employed  several  parties  in  the  held 
and  continued  over  two  years.  Lake 
Tahoe  and  all  of  the  rivers  of  the 
Sierras  within  a  distance  of  150  miles 
of  the  city — save  only  those  comprised 
within  the  proposition  of  the  Bay 
Cities  Water  Company  now  pending — 
were  carefully  examined  and  reported 
upon ;  as  also  were  the  Feather  River 
on  the  north  and  the  Tuolumne  on  the 
south,  and  most  of  the  great  streams 
tributary  to  and  draining  the  Sacra- 
mento and  San  Joaquin  vallej's.  All 
of  the  most  likely  ones  having  exten- 
sive surveys  and  estimates  made  upon 
them,  and  ah  save  the  Tuolumne  were 
rejected.  The  report  of  these  occupies 
many  pages  of  the  Municipal  Reports 
of  1900-01  and  1902.  These  reports 
have  been  of  great  .'Trsslstance  to  us  in 
the  study  of  the  subject,  and  have 
facilitated  greatly  the  elimination  of 
recently  submitted  propositions  that 
have  already  been  weighed  and  found 
wanting.  The  net  result  of  the  Plielan- 
(irunsky  investigations  and  of  the 
efforts  put  forth  by  the  Board  of  Su- 
pervisors, was  to  settle  upon  three 
points:  First,  that  the  city's  present 
water  supply  was  execrable  and  should 
be  superseded  as  soon  as  practicable 
by  a  uunilcipal  system ;  second,  that 
the  supply  of  the  future  should  come 


from  the  Sierra  Nevada  Mountains; 
and  third,  that  it  should  come  from 
tlie  Tuolumne  River  and  the  Hetch- 
Hetchy,  if  they  could  be  procured. 
Another  point  they  neem  to  have  set- 
tled, and  that  is:  that  the  Tuolumne- 
Iletcb-llctchy  source  could  not  be  had. 
The   Tuolumne  or   Hetch    Hetcliy   Project. 

The  Tuolumne  lay  furthest  to  the 
south  of  all  of  the  several  projects 
and  at  the  extreme  southern  end  of 
the  Sierra  zone  whicn  would  be  ac- 
cessible to  San  Francisco  in  point  of 
distance.  Physically,  it  was  not  better 
than  several  other  propositions  sub- 
mitted, but  it  apparently  had  the  seem- 
ing merit  in  the  eyes  oi  its  advocates 
of  being  obtainable  to  the  city  with- 
out cost,  while  any  of  the  other  pro- 
jects would  have  to  be  purchased. 

The  primary  essentials  to  a  water- 
source  are  amply  rainfall  and  adequate 
storage  reservoirs.  There  must  be 
great  basins  on  the  watersheds  in 
which,  in  time  of  copious  precipitation, 
the  waters  may  be  collected  and  held 
to  supply  the  draft  of  the  city  made 
during  the  succeeding  dry  periods.  On 
the  Tuolumne  there  was  but  one  large 
reservoir  site  known  as  the  Hetcli- 
Hetchy ;  this  was  supplemented  by  a 
smaller  site  partially  occupied  by  a 
lake  known  as  Lake  Eleanor.  Both  of 
these  reservoir  sites  and  the  water- 
sheds tributary  to  them,  lay  in  the 
Yosemite  National  Park,  which  is  Gov- 
ernment property  under  the  control  of 
the  Secretary  of  Intciior  and  to  which 
no  title  can  possibly  be  secured.  The 
Stipervisors  of  San  Francisco,  however, 
applied  to  the  Secretary  for  a  revoca- 
ble permit  to  use  these  reservoir  sites ; 
and,  had  it  been  granted,  would  prob- 
ably have  expended  millions  of  dollars 
belonging  to  the  people  in  their  im- 
provement. 

The  City's  Application  for  the  Hetch 
Hetchy  Resisted. 
The  city's  ai)plication  was  resisted 
on  two  grounds,  first :  That  the  use 
by  the  city  of  the  valleys  torming  the 
reservoir  sites  was  incompatible  with 
the  uses  of  the  reservation  as  a  Na- 
tional Park.  Second  :  That  if  the  areas 
demanded  were  to  be  used  as  reser- 
voirs they  were  needed  by  the  people 
of  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  to  store  water 
for  i)urposes  of  irrigation,  supplemental 
to  the  irrigation  systems  then  in  ex- 
istence and  having  paramount  rights 
to  the  use  of  the  water.  I'articularly 
was  this  so  in  the  Modesto  and  Turlock 
Irrigation  Districts,  where  nearly  72,- 
(»0(>  acres  had  l)een  redeemed  and  over 
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^■2.."i(K).()(;()  spent  in  irriu'ation  works. 
The  GovtM-nniont  at  Washinjrton  was 
shown  that  the  water  proposed  to  be 
impounded  in  the  reservoirs  for  the 
city's  use  would  be  all  the  available 
water  that  could  be  .:;athered  upon  tlie 
watersheds  dunnj;  tiiat  i)eriod  of  the 
year  between  nieltinj?  of  snows  and  the 
fall  of  rains  of  the  following  season,  a 
term  of  api)roxiniateTy  six  months ; 
and  that  the  quantity  was  greatly 
needed  by  the  irrigationists.  whose  irri- 
gation systems  contained  no  storage 
reservoirs  whatever.  Attention,  too. 
was  called  to  the  fact  that  the  policy 
of  the  National  Government  was  favor- 
able to  irrigators :  and  that  in  all  the 
irrigation  schemes  inaugurated  by  the 
(iovernment  itself  under  the  Reclama- 
tion laws,  construction  was  commenced 
by  building  dams  in  the  creation  of 
storage  reservoirs,  j'he  great  Turlock 
and  Modesto  irrigation  systems,  built 
by  the  people  themselves  without  Gov- 
ernment aid.  had  no  storage  reservoirs, 
and  those  of  Hetch-Hetchy  and  Lake 
Eleanor  were  or  would  be  naturally  a 
part  of  that  system.  It  was  contended, 
too.  that  the  uses  of  the  reservoirs  by 
tSan  Francisco  were  wholly  incompat- 
ii..e  with  the  uses  of  the  irrigationists. 

Insufficient    Stored     Waters    for     Uses    of 
Both    City   and    irrigationists. 

The  people  of  the  irrigation  districts 
assert  that  the  ultiiwate  quantitj'  pos- 
sible of  storage  in  the  two  reservoir 
sites  would  be  67.(KK)  million  gallons. 
Of  this  quantity,  the  city  using  in  time 
200  million  gallons  per  day.  would  take 
48.000  million  gallons,  leaving  but  19,- 
000  million  gallons  for  summer  uses 
of  the  districts.  As  the  entire  G7,000 
million  gallons  would  allow  but  quan- 
tity sufhcient  for  but  two  irrigations 
on  100,000  of  the  271,000  acres  of  land 
— to  which  it  would  be  applied — it  can 
be  seen  what  would  be  meant  to  the 
districts  by  reducing  this  quantity  to 
10.000  million  gallons. 

Sincerity  of  Past  Administrations  in  Ad- 
vocating tlie  Tuolumne  Impeaclied. 
Whether  there  was  at  any  time  any 
sincerity  on  the  part  of  the  past  muni- 
cipal administrations  in  advocating  the 
Tuolumne  project,  has  long  been  a 
matter  of  grave  doubt.  The  indica- 
tions have  been  that  the  proponents 
of  the  project  realized  from  the  start 
that  it  was  unlikely  that  the  city  could 
get  the  rights  it  desired  in  the  National 
Park,  and  that  the  scheme,  like  the 
purchase  of  the  Calaveras,  was  a 
Spring  \  alley  ruse  to  prevent  the  city 


from  ever  ac(|iii)-i!ig  a  mimicipal  water 
supply.  It  will  b"  remembered  that 
when  there  were  iioi)es  of  procuring 
the  Tuolumne  the  Spiing  Valley  Water 
Company  sent  agents  and  attorneys  to 

ashingtou  to  combat  it ;  and  that 
when  there  has  been  a  prospect  of  se- 
curing anything  else  Spring  Valley 
emissaries  have  urged  the  Tuolumne 
as  the  only  worthy  source  of  supply. 
It  is  asserted  with  apparently  good 
foundation  that  the  Spring  Valley 
Water  Company,  realizing  the  impossi- 
l)ility  of  preventing  an  agitation  among 
the  people  which  might  rapidly  de- 
velop into  the  acquisition  of  a  munici- 
pal source,  concluded  to  direct  the 
minds  of  the  people  and  bind  up  the 
city,  by  a  resolution  of  the  Supervis- 
ors, to  a  project  which  it  well  knew 
could  never  be  procured.  A  direct 
charge  to  this  effect  in  an  open  letter 
addressed  to  ex-Mayor  Phelan — who 
was  the  head  of  the  city  administra- 
tion which  originated  the  Tuolumne 
idea — was  recently  made  in  public 
print  by  an  eminent  ^-ngineer,  Mr. 
Russell  L.  Dunn.,  Mr.  Dunn  is  himself 
one  of  the  proponents  of  Sierra  sources, 
and  has  accordingly  given  much  study 
to  the  water  question.  As,  however, 
the  present  oupervi^iors  have  taken  up 
a  project  other  tliaii  his  (nvii,  it  can 
well  be  inferred  that  his  remarks  and 
accusations  do  not  proceed  from  aiiy 
self-interest.  In  his  open  letter  to  Mr. 
Phelan.  Mr.  Dunn  says : 

"The  Hetch-Hetchy  system  was  not 
originated  to  get  a  water  supply  for 
San  Francisco.  It  was  originated  to 
prevent  San  Francisco  from  getting  a 
water  supply.  That  it  has  been  suc- 
cessful in  accomplishing  its  real  pur- 
pose for  so  many  years  is  a  tribute  to 
your  ingeniousness." 

Not  only  are  Mr.  Dunn's  charges  in 
accord  witu  the  circumstantial  case 
against  the  sincerity  of  tne  pro-Tuol- 
umne  agitators,  but  they  are  borne  out 
by  the  spectacle  presented  at  the  last 
municipal  campaign,  when  the  head  of 
the  ticket  and  the  party  opposed  to 
Mayor  Schmitz  and  ourselves  was 
pledged  in  favor  of  the  Tuolumne ;  and 
yet  that  party  was  aotoriously  domi- 
nated by  Spring  Valley  men ;  and,  when 
it  became  apparent  that  the  cit>'  would 
carry  for  the  Schmitz  ticket  the  Spring 
Valley  elements  became  desperate  and 
caused  one  of  its  attorneys  to  make 
upon  the  puo-iC  rostrum  hysterical  and 
wild  denunciations  of  the  opposing 
[)arty,  in  charges  which  were  Immedi- 
ately proven  to  be  false.     This  conduct

on  the  part  of  this  Spring  Valley  Water 
Company  and  its  attorney,  presented 
the  same  ty])e  of  panic  that  has  since 
seized  the  header  of  the  Tuohmine  agi- 
tation when  the  present  Board  of 
Supervisors  decided  to  take  np  a  water 
proix)sition  which  the  city  really  can 
procure. 

That     the     campaign     of     falsehood 
which  has  been  opened  up  against  the 
present     Board     of      Supervisors      by 
James  D.   Phelan   and  the   San    Fran- 
cisco Bulletin  upon  t!ie  ground  that  we 
are  considering  another  water  project 
than  the  Tuolumne — that  this  proceeds 
directly  or  indirectly  from  the  Spring 
Valley  Water  Company  is  to  us  obvious. 
This  is  exactly  the  way  that  a  water 
monopoly     fights     the     public — always 
under  cover,  never  m  the  open.     Is  it 
conceivable    that     the      Spring    Valley 
Water   Company,   with    its     properties 
now  seriously  menaced  by  a  competing 
municipal  water  system,  is  doing  noth- 
ing whatever  to  stultify  and  oppose  the 
municipal   movement,   to   discredit   the 
Mayor    and    Supervisors,    and    to    en- 
deavor to  prepare  the  public  mind  to 
defeat  the  bonds  when  the  electors  are 
called  upon  to  vote  thereon?     Such  a 
thing  is  impossible,.     And  yet  who  has 
heard  the   Spring  Valley  Water  Com- 
pany, as  such,  say  a  word  against  the 
municipal    project?      Scarcely    a    year 
ago  San  Francisco  witnessed  the  spec- 
tacle of  the  people  of  Oakland  trying 
to  put  in  a  municipal     water     supply. 
The  project  was  fought  by  the  Contra 
Costa  Water  Company  with  every  in- 
strument of  conceivable  efficiency,  yet 
throughout  the   whole   bond   campaign 
neither  the  Contra  \^osta,  nor  one  of 
its  directors  ever  appeared  in  any  way 
in     public.      The     monopoly     worked 
through  its  emissaries — men  who  pre- 
tended to  the  public  they  had  no  inter- 
est  in   the   issue,   that  they    were   not 
opposed     to     municipal   ownership   of 
water,  but  that  they  were  opposed  to 
the   particular   project   presented,   and 
were  fighting   it   in  their   capacity   as 
citizens  from  the  standpoint  of  their 
general  interest  in  civic  affairs!    This 
is  exactly  the  attitude     of     James  D. 
Phelan    in    his   present   efforts,    which 
certainly  appear  to  us  to  be  in  aid  of 
the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company. 

The  Tuolumne  Would  Now  Be  R.agarded 
as  Insufficient  in  Water. 
It  may  be  said  further  that  at  the 
time  the  Tuolunnie  was  proposed  it 
was  not  contemplated  .with  a  view  of 
supplying  the  city  in  excess  of  (50,000,- 
0(X)   gallons    daily.      It   was   then    pro- 


posed that  the  entire  supply  of  the 
Spring  Valley  Water  Company  would 
be  added  to  that  of  the  Tuolumne, 
giving  the  city  approximately  100  mil- 
lion gallons  daily;  and  that  this  would 
be  sufficient,  in  view  of  the  fact,  how- 
ever, that  Lobos  Creek  and  Lake  Mer- 
ced, each  furnishing  three  million  gal- 
lons daily,  have  been  cut  out  of  the 
Spring  Valley  system ;  and  that  tlie 
supply  from  the  Alameda  side  of  the 
bay  has  shrunk  porliaps  another  three 
million  gallons  daily  through  the 
Clough  decision ;  and  the  whole  sui)ply 
of  that  region  placed  in  jeopardy 
through  suits  of  land  owners  to  re- 
strain the  company  from  diverting  the 
waters  to  the  ruination  of  their  lands; 
and  in  view  of  the  further  fact  tliat 
such  waters  as  the  peninsula  can  pro- 
duce are  so  badly  needed  by  the 
rapidly  growing  settlements  between 
San  Francisco  and  Redwood  City,  that 
Spring  Valley's  expansion  there  is  im- 
possible and  Alameda  has  already  car- 
ried her  case  to  the  courts :  In 
view  of  these  facts  and  without 
regard  to  the  wretched  quality  of  such 
water  as  it  is  supplying,  it  has  been 
realized  that  the  opriug  Valley  cannot 
be  relied  upon  as  a  source  from  which 
this  city  should  draw  its  water  sup])ly. 
Also  that  100  million  gallons  of  water 
daily,  the  maximum  capacity  of  the 
Spring  Valley  and  Tuolunnie  com- 
bined, is  not  a  suflicient  quantity  to 
be  contemplated  for  supplying  the  ul- 
timate needs  of  the  city.  Also  it  has 
been  proven  and  determined  that  it 
would  be  poor  economy  to  go  to  the 
Sierras  after  water  except  the  source 
so  reached  be  susceptiole  of  being  de- 
veloped to  supply  a  daily  draft  of  two 
hundred  million  gallons. 

Tuolumne  Waste  Water  is 'Water  That 
Cannot  Be  Stored. 
Ex-Mayor  Phelan  and  the  Spring 
Valley  coterie,  wlio  luive  been  agitat- 
ing the  Tuolumne,  have  caused  many 
statements  to  be  printed  in  the  public 
press  to  the  effect  that  not  only  is 
there  enough  water  yielded  by  that 
river's  watersheds  to  supply  the  needs 
of  the  irrigation  districts  in  the  San 
Joacpiin  Valley  and  ol  San  Francisco. 
but  that  after  all  were  abundantly 
sui)plied  vast  (piantities  would  still 
run  to  waste.  Such  statements  con- 
tain just  enough  truth  to  render  them 
misleading.  Some  oi  the  water  from 
the  rivci-  will  run  to  waste,  no  matter 
if  all  ;i\ail:ible  reservoir  sites  are  fully 
improved,  for  the  reason  that  il  f.ills 
in  a   time  of  the  year  when   il    i^   not 
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needed  l).v  the  lauds  and  there  cannot 
be  developed  enouj^h  reservoir  capacity 
to  hold  it  upon  the  watersheds.  There 
is,  for  exami)le,  water  falling  below 
the  altitude  of  the  Hetch  Hetcliy,  for 
which  there  can  never  be  found  any 
possible  storage,  and  such  water  falling 
in  winter  time  when  irrigators  cannot 
use  It.  must  inevitably  go  to  waste. 
The  (luantitv  wiiich  can  be  held  in  the 
storage  reservoirs,  at  best,  is  not 
great,  and  any  statements  to  the  effect 
that  the  water  that  can  be  saved  is 
ample  to  the  requirements  of  both  the 
city  and  the  farmers  lack  of  truth.  The 
taking  of  this  water  by  San  Francisco 
v.ould  interfere  with  the  productive- 
ness of  the  lands  of  the  valley.  Nearly 
all  of  their  products  come  to  San 
Francisco  for  handling,  and  harm 
would  thereby  be  visited  upon  the  city 
as  well  as  upon  those  who  have  the 
greater  right  to  it. 

Tuolumne  Waters  May  Become  too 
Polluted  and  Contaminated  for  Drink- 
in;)   Purposes. 

Aside  from  this,  it  is  probable  that 
the  waters  of  the  Tuolumne  would  in 
time  be  contaminated  and  unfit  for  the 
uses  of  the  city.  The  Yosemite  Na- 
tional Park  will  always  be  one  of  the 
greatest  of  the  nation's  summer  camp- 
ing grounds ;  with  it^,  marvelous  scenic 
and  climatic  beauties  and  a  present 
summer  population  of  25.000,  it  may 
reasonably  be  expected  that  with  in- 
creased transportation  facilities  but  a 
few  years  will  pass  before  possibly 
more  than  a  hundred  thousand  per- 
sons will  spend  the  season  in  the  lo- 
cality. Such  a  population  would  great- 
ly befoul  the  watersheds  and  pollute 
the  waters.  Over  these  watersheds 
and  streams  the  city — merely  a 
licensee  tenant  and  subject  to  be  or- 
dered off  at  any  time — could  never 
exercise  control  over  property  which 
is  and  must  forever  be  in  the  Federal 
Government.  It  is  ground  to  which 
the  state  sanitary  laws  do  not  apply. 
The  city  therefore  has  no  way  of  reg- 
ulating its  use  or  occupancy,  and  even 
if  that  use  and  occupancy  would  tend 
to  turn  a  water  supply  source  into  a 
sewage  system,  the  city  is  powerless 
to  prevent. 

Hetch    Hetchy    Rights    Would    not    Carry 
Pow5r    Rights. 

Further  than  this,  a  most  important 
incident  of  the  water-source  demanded 
by  the  city  is  the  utilization  of  its 
electric  power  possibilities.  Wherever 
the  source  may  be  power  is  required 
to  pump  the  water  through  the  pipes 


connecting  the  source  with  the  city, 
and  may  be  needed  for  other  city  uses 
later  on.  To  install  expensive  power 
plants  upon  ground  which  is  held  only 
by  courtesy  and  which  the  city  might 
any  day  be  ordered  to  vpcate,  is  the 
height  of  absurdity;  and  the  entire 
scheme,  tending  as  it  does  to  convert 
one  of  the  beauty  spots  of  the  \yorld, 
set  aside  as  a  National  Park  for  tjie 
preservation  of  its  natural  wonders, 
to  the  utilitarian  uses  of  a  city  is  one 
that  the  Federal  ijovernment  is  not 
likely  to  tolerate,  and  if  persuaded  to 
grant  a  license  might  soon  again  be 
persuaded  to  revoke  it.  Such  an  out^ 
come  would  suit  Spring  Valley  well. 

No   Titles    Possible    in   the   Tuolumne    Re- 
gion. 

All  that  the  Secretary  of  Interior 
could  give — if  he  gave  anything — 
would  be  a  permit  to  use  the  reservoir 
sites.  He  could  convey  no  rights  nor 
grant  any  fee  titles;  such  would  be 
the  province  of  Congress  alone.  In 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  Supervisors 
twice  made  application  to  Congress  for 
these  rights,  and  its  applications  had 
never  gotten  out  of  committee-room; 
and  the  further  fact  that  in  Congress 
the  Supervisors  were  confronted  by  a 
powerful  l)<)dy  of  irrigationists,  who 
could  assemble  to  tneir  sympathetic 
aid  the  irrigation  interests  of  the  West 
generally,  we  did  not  believe  it  likely 
that  Congress  could  ever  be  induced 
to  take  further  action  upon  the  matter. 
In  any  event,  such  attempts  would 
mean  indefinite  delay  to  the  city  in 
procuring  its  municipal  water  supply. 
Such  delays  could  be  desirable  to  one 
influence  only,  and  that  is  the  Spring 
Valley  Water  Company  and  those  who 
are  laboring  so  assiduously  to  promote 
its  interests  and  add  value  to  its  stocks 
and  bonds. 

San  Francisco  Could  Not  Say  That  Other 
Equally  Good  Sierra  Sources  Were  Un- 
obtainable. 

It  is  possible  that  the  Secr^taiy  of 
Interior  might  have  granted  to  .  San 
Francisco  the  rights  applied  for  if  it 
had  been  possible  to  show  him  that 
an  adequate  source  of  water  could  not 
be  procured  from  other  parts  and  other 
rivers  of  the  Sierras.  But  he  could 
not  be  expected  to  do  so  knowing,  as 
he  did,  that  water  in  as  great  abund- 
ance as  the  Tuolumne  could  yield  and 
of  equal  if  not  superior  purity,  could 
be  procured  by- the  city  under  condi- 
tions superior  to  those  embraced  in 
the  Tuolumne  project,  and  that  this 
could  certainly   be   accomplished   at   a 
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cost  l>iit  little  if  at  all  greater  than 
Ah:  (irunslvy's  estimate  of  the  cost  of 
that  proposition. 

Beside  this,  we  have  it  upon  the 
highest  engineering  antnority  that  Mr. 
Grunsky's  estimates  of  cost  of  Tuo 
lumne  construction  were  figured  too 
low.  heing  based  upon  much  cheaper 
types  of  structures  than  the  city  would 
be  justified  in  constructing. 

In  declining  to  grant  the  privileges 
sought,  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
while  doubting  his  power  to  grant 
them  if  he  were  so  disposed,  is  said  to 
have  taken  the  ground  that  if  a  part  of 
the  Park  were  to  be  passed  over  to  a 
water  system,  ana  if  a  power  line 
should  be  put  in,  there  would  be  no 
way  of  keeping  out  a  railway,  or  as 
many  railways  as  wished  to  come ; 
and  in  the  course  of  time  the  primeval 
character  of  tne  Park  would  be  de- 
stroyed and  the  primary  purposes  of 
Congress  in  setting  it  aside  as  one  of 
the  Natural  Wonders  of  the  World, 
would  be  defeated  through  permitting 
its  use  in  the  furtherance  of  utilitarian 
scnemes. 

The    Present    Board      of      Supervisors,    in 
view  of  the   Facts,   Would   in   All   Prob- 
ability   Have    Abandoned    the    Tuolumna 
Project,     Even     Had     Permit     From    the 
Secretary  Been  Granted. 
However,    in   view  of  the   fact   that 
the  waters  are  liable  to  possible  con- 
tamination;   that  the  city  could  have 
no    control   over   the   streams   or     the 
watersheds;    tnat    the    city    could    not 
utilize  the  power  developable  from  the 
waters ;  that  the  taking  of  the  waters 
would     have     produced     the     injuries 
claimed    to    the   people   of   the   valley, 
and.  incidentally,  to  the  people  of  the 
city  itself;  that  all  the  city  could  get 
would  be  a  mere  permit  which  any  sub- 
sequent     Secretary   or   any      Congress 
mig.xt      revoke,    or    refuse    to      extend 
when  the  demands  of  the  city  required 
the  taking  of  more  water ;  and  in  vifew 
of   the   facts,   too,    that   we   could   get 
other   sierra   sources  superior  both   in 
respect  of   (piantity   and  of  purity  of 
water,    with    rights    and   titles    in    fee 
simple;    with    control    of    the    streams 
and   watersheds;    with    nW    the   ])()wer 
belonging  to  the  city;  with  harm  done 
to  no  one   in   coiis('<ni('n(  e   of  the  city 
tnkiiiL'  :!]1  tlM'  \\:\\i'v.  .iiid  at  no  greater 
cost   tliiiii  tiiat   iitt;u-liiii,;z  to  the  system 
upon    liif  'l^iolunuif     in    view  of  these 
r;ic1s.   cNf'ii    ii:i(l    tne    Sccrol n ry    uraiited 
tlic    :ipj)lic;ili<)ii    (»r    San    l-'niiicisco.    we 
would      liav<'      !>('('!)      justirK'<l      in      .lot 
availing     of     it.       If,     as    the     su( ces 
sors     of      prior     Boards      of     Supei' 


visors,  it  had  devolved  upon  us  to  con- 
sider the  imDrcveme.nts  projected  b; 
Mr.  Phelan's  administration.  we 
should  have  felt  ourselves  justified  in 
rejecting  the  Tuolunnie  as  not  meeting 
the  requirements  of  the  city,  and  to 
have  turned  to  some  other  Sierra  proi)- 
osition,  despite  the  clamor  which  mit^lit 
have  been  raised  bv  persons  wlio  have 
an  interest  in  defeating  municipal 
ownership  of  water,  and  in  bolstering 
up  the  securities  of  the  Spring  Valley 
Company  by  keeping  the  city  tied  to 
the  Tuolumne,  knowing  it  to  be  a 
source  which  the  auinorities  at  Wash- 
ington will  never  grant. 

Following  the  action  of  the  Secretary 
of  Interior  in  denying  the  application 
of  the  Supervisors,  and  at  a  time  when 
agitation  for  a  municipal  supply  again 
broke  out  among  the  people.  City  Ar- 
torney  Long  went  to  Washington  and 
interested  the  President  in  the  matter. 
At  the  President's  request  the  Attor- 
ney-General gave  an  opinion  upon  the 
powers  of  the  Secretary  in  reference 
to  the  application,  holding  that  the 
latter  could  grant  the  permit  if  he 
cli<)f<('  to  do  so. 

After  this  opinion  was  rendered, 
however,  the  Secretary  is  reported  to 
have  stated  that  if  the  application 
again  o->me  before  him  he  would  make 
the  st.aie  ruling  as  heretofore,  and 
sliould  refuse  to  exercise  his  discre- 
tion, if  he  had  any,  in  such  a  way 
ivs  to  permit  encroacnments  upon  the 
Tosemite  National  Park. 

From  these  facts  it  is  apparent  that 
thp'-e  is  no  truth  in  the  statement  so 
skillfully  worked  into  the  public  press 
bv  the  agents  of  the  Spi'ing  Valley 
Water  Co.  and  so  cons])icuously  ])ul>- 
lished  at  perhaps  so  much  a  line  that 
the  Secretaiy  of  Interior  would  now 
give  to  the  city  the  1  letch  lletchy 
rights  if  tx.ey  were  again  niij)]i(Hl  for. 
Also  the  st:itenuM.its  fi-e^iuently  made 
that  the  Modesto  and  ^  ur'ock  Irrign- 
tion  Districts,  and  tnat  Congressman 
Xeedham  are  no  .onger  oi)i),)se(l  to 
the  granting  of  these  rights,  are  false 
and   unfounded. 

A  Petition  Signed  by  Thirteen  Hundred 
Property  owners. 
In  .Inly.  I'.Hk;.  i.iere  was  i>resente(l 
to  this  Board  of  Supei-visors  a  ju'lit-on, 
signed  by  more  tlian  thirteen  lnni<l:-(-,l 
l)roj>ert\'  owners  of  the  Ahnlesto  and 
Turlock  (lisli-icts.  nrging  us  t(»  (]<>sisr 
seeking  i-iglits  njxtn  tlie  'rnolunme.  and 
setting  fortli  in  (>.\tenso  weiglity  rea- 
sons tiierefor.  Al>onl  llie  same  time 
Congressman       \<H'dliam        again      set 
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forth  his  position  as  unalterably  op- 
IK)sed  to  the  city  aciniirinu'  the  Tuo- 
liiume   rights. 

Supervisors  Resolve  to  Turn  to  Other 
Sierra    Sources. 

In  view  of  the  jj:cneral  eoiulitions  af- 
fectinjr  the  Tnolunine.  therefore,  the 
impossibility  of  getting  it  if -desired, 
and  the  undesirability  of  having  it  if 
secured,  the  present  -.oard  of  Super- 
visors, on  the  20th  day  of  January. 
190G,  three  weeks  aiter  its  assumption 
of  oftiee,  in  accordance  with  its 
pledges  and  in  view  of  a  i)ressing  de- 
mand for  an  immediate  supply,  adopt- 
ed a  resolution  declaring  it  would 
waste  no  further  time  and  money  in 
seeking  the  Tuolumne  rights,  but 
would  take  up  water  projects  to  be 
submitted  from  other  sources.  This 
action  was  necessary  from  the  facts, 
first:  That  our  predecessors  in  office 
had  been  persuaded,  probably  by  inter- 
ests opposed  to  a  municipal  water  sup- 
ply, into  committing  the  city  to  that 
source;  and,  second:  because  the 
proper  submission  of  a  prvoposed 
water-source  to  the  city  required  the 
expenditure  of  a  considerable  sum  of 
money  in  engineering  data  on  part  of 
the  proponents,  and  it  was  not  be- 
lieved the  Supervisors  would  receive 
satisfactory  responses  to  a  call  for 
.submission  of  proffers  if  the  city  re- 
mained obligated  by  resolution  to  con- 
fine its  energies  solely  to  obtain  the 
Tuolumne:  and,  third:  for  the  various 
reasons  above  stated. 

Following  the  said  resolution  of 
January  29th,  we  adopted  resolution 
No.  713,  passed  March  12th.  10<m  cal- 
ling for  submission  of  proposals  for  a 
municipal  water  supply  capable  of  fur- 
nishing 00  million  gallans  of  water  per 
day  as  initially  improved,  and  having 
the  capacity  under  full  improvement 
to  supply  not  less  than  200  million  gal- 
lons per  day. 

The  Maason-Woodward-Price  Advisory 
Commission. 
While  proponents  of  various  sources 
were  preparing  Laeir  offers  under  this 
call,  a  Commission  of  Engineers  was 
at  work  making  field  examination  of 
three  sources,  which  tt  x.ad  been  di- 
rected to  investigate  by  the  immediate 
predecessors  of  the  present  Board.  The 
Commission  consisted  of  Marsden 
Manson,  member  American  Society  of 
Civil  Engineers ;  i  nomas  P.  Wood- 
ward, ^ity  Engineer,  and  J.  R.  Price, 
C.  E.,  ail  appointed  and  assigned  to 
this  work  by  Mr.  Phelan's  former 
Board  of  Supervisors.     The  properties 


under  investigation  were  those  of  Mr. 
liusscll  L.  Dunn,  on  tne  North  Fork 
of  the  .vmerican  KiviT :  ul  the  Bay 
Cities  Water  Companv.  on  the  South 
Fork  of  the  American  River  and  on 
tue  North  Fork  of  the  Cosumnes 
River,  and  of  the  Sierra  Nevada  Water 
and  Power  Company,  on  the  Moke- 
lumne  River.  In  due  course  the  Com- 
mission completed  its  labor,  and  filed 
its  report,  showing  effectively  that  of 
the  three,  the  properties  of  the  Bay 
Cities  Water  Company  fuiiy  met  the 
retiuirements  of  being  able  to  provide 
GO  million  gallons  of  pure  water  per 
day  on  first  development;  200  million 
gallons  per  day  upon  complete  de- 
velopment, and  that  it  was  the  best 
of  the  three  properties  reported  upon. 
Fourteen    Projects  Submitted. 

Meanwhile  eleven  other  propositions 
(fourteen  in  all)  were  handed  in.  But 
upon  examination  it  became  apparent 
that  almost  every  one  of  them  had 
been  previously  submitted  to  the  city 
and  examined  and  adversely  reported 
upon  by  City  Engineer  Grunsky,  or 
were  largely  speculative  attempts  to 
"break  in." 

We  and  our  engineers  were  fairly 
familiar  witli  all  of  them,  and  as  a 
hundred  thousand  dowars  more  or  less 
had  been  expended  by  the  cit>'  uix>n 
making  examinations  of  the  same 
streams  and  those  adjacent,  it  would 
have  been  folly  to  have  repeated  the 
expenditure  upon  the  same  work.  Of 
the  number,  some  were  too  remote 
from  the  city,  some  were  merely  tail- 
waters  of  power  plants — the  power  all 
going  to  projects  already  in  existence — 
others  could  not  be  taken  without  con- 
flict with  irrigators  of  the  adjacent 
valleys  who  needed  the  water,  still 
others  were  trom  zones  of  too  great 
pollution,  some  of  them  unquestionably 
could  not  develop  two  hundred  million 
gallons  daily  draft.  After  careful  and 
thorough  consideration  of  all  of  the 
propositions  presentea.  it  was  conclud- 
ed that  the  projects  adjacent  to  or 
upon  the  American  River  and  upon 
the  Mokelumne  in  the  High  Sierras 
and  Lake  Tahoe  region,  where  the 
waters  are  of  virgin  purity,  were  the 
nearest  to  the  city  and  gave  the  best 
promise  of  meeting  the  city's  require- 
ments. Hence  all  others  were  set 
aside  until  such  time  as  these  could  be 
inquired  into. 

The  American  River  and  its  tributa- 
ries take  their  rise  in  the  high  Sierras 
and  discharge  their  waters  into  the  bay 
through  the  Sacramento  River,  which 
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flows  through  a  narrow  valley  of  dense 
moist  soil,  in  no  way  comparable  with 
the  hot,  porous  sands  of  the  bro'id  m1- 
ley  of  the  San  Joaquin.  The  precipi- 
tation on  the  mountains  lying  above 
the  Sacramento  is  almost  three  times 
as  great  as  upon  the  regions  adjacfuc 
to  the  Tuoluum.-'  and  the  streams  flow- 
ing therefrom  are  more  numerous  and 
r.ioic:  nearly  peiennial;  hence  to  hcUi 
back  a  part  of  these  waters  and  by 
drawing  them  off  gradually  to  meet  the 
city's  needs,  a  benefit  would  be  con- 
ferred upon  the  lands  lying  beneath 
them  through  a  measurable  abatement 
of  the  disastrous  floods  from  which  our 
up-river  neighbors  have  suffered  so 
much.  This  result  being  in  great  con- 
trast with  the  damages  which  would 
result  to  other  neighbors  by  taking 
away  the  waters  so  badly  needed  by 
their  parched  acres. 

Prior  to  the  memorable  18th  of 
April  the  investigation  had  progressed 
to  a  point  which  enabled  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  know  that  if  obtain- 
able in  that  quarter,  the  city's  interests 
would  be  best  served  by  the  procure- 
ment of  a  water  supply  source  located 
in  the  Sierra  Nevadas  north  of  the 
Tuolumne  and  south  of  the  Yuba.  And 
we.  for  the  sufficient  reasons  stated, 
having  eliminated  the  propositions 
based  upon  locations  without  this  zone, 
were  about  to  begin  the  work  of  dif- 
ferentiating between  those  within  it 
when  the  earthquake  came. 

The    Calamity    of    April    18th. 

The  great  earthquake  and  the  con- 
flagration which  succeeded  it,  had  two 
important  effects  upon  the  water  (jues- 
tion ;  first :  it  brought  forcibly  to  the 
knowledge  of  every  one  the  most  con- 
vincing proof  of  the  inadequacy  of 
the  existing  water  supply  system ;  of 
the  dangerous  character  of  that  little 
(luantity  of  water  which  was  being 
furnished  by  the  Spring  Valley  Com- 
pany ;  and  second :  it  destroyed  the 
records  of  all  that  this  Board  had  done 
toward  the  selection  of  a  source  from 
which  a  municipal  supply  of  water 
could  be  drawn,  and  emphasized  most 
forcibly  the  necessity  of  procuring 
such  a  source  without  avoidable  delay. 

While  the  Supervisors  retained 
their  knowledge  of  the  propositions 
which  they  had  had  under  considera- 
tion, the  written  propositions  were  de- 
stroyed and  it  became  necessary  to 
call  upon  the  proponents  to  renew 
them  in  tlie  city's  files.  This  was  done 
on    the    14th    day   or    ^lily.    lOOC*,    and 


within  ten  days  thereafter  the  Board 
had  before  it  fourteen  propositions, 
viz  : 

1.  Lake    'I'alioo    and     San     Francisco

been  subjected  to  such  investigation 
that  no  time  was  required  to  determine 
toward  which  of  them  the  x^oard  would 
first  direct  its  attention ;  and  it  quickly 
designated  for  first  investigation  those 
proix>sitions  located  within  the  Siei  ran 
zone  lying  between  the  i^uba  River  and 
the  Tuolumne  River,  these  being:  (1) 
The  proposition  of  Russell  L.  Dunn, 
based  upon  the  North  Fork  of  the 
American  River;  (2)  of  William  Muir. 
based  upon  the  North  and  Middle 
Forks  of  the  American;    (3)   of  Orrin 

5.  Henderson,  based  upon  the  Middl:- 
Fork  of  American  River;  (4)  Bay 
Cities  Water  Campany,  based  upon  the 
South  Fork  of  American  and  North 
Fork  of  the  Cosunmes  River;  (.">) 
Sierra  Nevada  Water  and  Power  Com- 
pany, based  upon  the  Mokelumne 
River.  The  only  other  proposition 
based  upon  a  source  within  the  zone 
determined  upon,  was  that  of  Jay  E. 
Russell,  founded  upon  the  ownershi]* 
of    S(K)    acres    of    land   on    the   Middle 
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Fork  of  the  American  and  bearinj?  on 
its  face  evidence  of  inadeqna<',v  sncli 
as  to  preclude  its  serious  consideration. 

What  Constitutes  a  Water  Proposition. 
It  is  a  self-evident  fact  tliat  to  en- 
title a  proposition  to  serious  consider- 
ation it  should  bear  on  its  face  evi- 
dence that  tlie  proponent  has  so  care- 
fully investigated  that  to  which  he 
directs  attention  as  to  know  that  he 
is  not  invitin;^  the  city  to  undertake 
a  useless  task  and  to  incur  unjusti- 
tiahle  expen'^e  of  large  amounts  of 
money  and  time,  in  order  to  prove  or 
disprove  the  proponent's  belief  based 
only  upon  vague  hopes  and  impres- 
sions. In  other  words,  no  person  is 
justitied  in  asking  the  city  to  investi- 
gate any  suggested  source  of  supply 
with  a  view  to  acquiring  the  same, 
until  after  he  has  so  investigated  it 
Himself  as  to  enable  him  to  give  specific 
and  satisfactory  answers,  based  upon 
l)roper  and  thorough  engineering  data 
and  research,  to  substantiate  all  perti- 
nent (piestions  that  may  be  propounded. 
This  was  also  the  theory  of  the  Board 
of  Engineers  afterwards  appointed. 

Of  the  so-called  propositions  which 
were  received  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors, but  one  came  clearly  within  this 
category,  this  being  that  of  the  Bay 
Cities  Water  Campany  (whose  pro- 
po'^ed  source  of  supply  is  located  upon 
the  South  Fork  of  the  American  and 
the  North  Fork  of  the  Cosumnes),  and 
which  had  evidently  been  subjected 
to  such  careful  investigations  upon  the 
part  cf  the  proponents  as  to  entitle 
it  at  least  to  be  called  a  proposition 
within  the  true  meaning  of  the  word. 
Notwithstanding  this,  the  Board,  in 
its  desire  to  secure  the  best  obtainable 
source  of  supply,  determined  to  waive 
the  insufficiency  of  the  proposals  and 
to  investigate  all  propositions  located 
in  the  zone  which  Its  previous  con- 
sideration indicated  to  be  the  region 
within  which  a  source  should  be  ob- 
tained, it  i)ossible  to  do  so ;  and  author- 
izes his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  to  designate 
a  Commission  of  Engineers  to  act  as 
Advisory  of  the  Supervisors  in  effecting 
the  final  elimination  which  would  re- 
suit  in  placing  the  best  obtainable 
proposition  before  the  voters.  Accord- 
ingly. Mavor  Schmitz  a])pointed  Messrs. 
A.  M.  Hunt,  C.  E..  Professor  C.  D. 
Marx.  C.  E.,  of  Stan.ord  University, 
and  Major  C.  H.  McKinstry,  C.  E.,  U. 
S.  A.,  as  such  Advisory  Commission, 
and  the  i^aiiers  relative  to  the  selected 
propositions  were  turned  over  to  them. 


Advisory  Engineering  Board  Demands  a 
Year  for  Examination  of  Five  Pro- 
jects. 

Some  days  following  this  submission, 
we  were  informed  tliat  the  Engineer- 
ing Board  would  not  undertake  to 
make  the  ivport  desired  within  a  less 
period  than  one  year,  and  that 
they  estimated  the  expense  thereof 
at  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 
Thereupon  a  meeting  was  called 
by  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  at 
which  were  present  the  Special 
Water  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Su- 
pervisors, City  Engineer  Woodward, 
and  Professor  Marx ;  Messrs.  McKin- 
stry and  Hunt  being  absent  from  the 
city.  It  was  felt  by  those  representing 
the  city  that  should  the  mere  engineer- 
ing investigation  mace  to  identify  the 
project  to  be  selected,  require  the  space 
of  a  year,  and  invol-.  e  so  large  an  out- 
lay of  city  funds,  there  would  be  little 
hope  of  the  people  being  given  an 
opportunity  to  vote  upon  its  acquisition 
during  the  continuance  of  the  present 
city  administration,  with  the  result 
that  the  city  wotild  certainly  again  be 
defeated  in  getting  a  municipal  water 
supply. 

Accordingly,  it  was  determined  that 
the  Supervisors  should  select  that  one 
of  the  ■  five  projects  previously  desig- 
nated, which  to  them  seemed  most 
likely  to  fill  the  citv's  needs  and  re- 
(piirements ;  and,  having  done  so,  to 
cause  it  to  be  subjected  to  an  engineer- 
ijig  examination  and  the  engineers 
present  agreed  that  this  ought  to  be 
done.  It  being  agreed  that  if  the  one 
so  selected  should  prove  inadequate 
or  not  procurable  upon  proper  terms, 
the  Committee  would  pass  to  the  next 
most  likely  one,  extend  similar  treat- 
ment to  it.  and  so  on  until  a  satisfac- 
tory source  was  found  or  the  list  ex- 
hausted. This  work  the  engineers  as- 
sured us  could  be  finished  early  in 
March,  1907,  thereby  enabling  a  sub- 
mission to  the  vote  of  the  people  be- 
fore the  expiration  of  this  administra- 
tion. 

Thereupon  and  much  to  our  regret, 
the  Advisory  Boar.,  of  Engineers  re- 
signed, stating  as  a  reason  that  as 
they  had  been  called  upon  to  select 
one  project  out  of  five,  and  as  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  had  itself  now 
discharged  this  function  there  was 
nothing  left  for  them  to  do  in  lieu  of 
their  original  duty.  Under  a  strict 
technical  construction  of  the  resolution 
under  which  they  were  appointed,  this 
l)osition   may  have  been   correct.     But 
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in  the  broad  and  true  sense  of  the 
resolution,  the  object  of  the  Commis- 
sion was  that  tlie  Supervisors  might 
be  aided  in  tlieir  efforts  to  quiclvly 
I)romote  the  interests  of  the  people  and 
facilitate  the  rehabilitation  of  our 
stricken  city.  Instead  of  taking  this 
broad,  common  sense  view,  the  Com- 
mission seems  practically  to  have  con- 
ceived the  idea  that  no  source  of  sup- 
ply should  be  selected  without  an  elab- 
orate engineering  examination  of  all 
possible  sources  submitted.  Under 
such  a  view  it  would  have  been  equally 
consistent  if  instead  of  undertaking  to 
examine  the  five  propositions  originally 
handed  it,  the  Commission  had  de- 
clined to  serve  unless  permitted  to  ex- 
amine the  entire  fourteen  and  any 
others  to  which  any  one  of  themselves 
or  any  body  else  might  have  directed 
attention.  This  would  have  indefinitely 
and  interminably  delayed  the  acquisi- 
tion of  a  water  supply.  The  people 
want  a  water  supply  and  want  it  at 
once.  We  cannot  afford  to  wait  years 
for  examination  of  every  possible 
source. 

In  the  work  of  selection  we  desired 
the  co-operation  and  assistance  of 
these  engineers,  bearing  in  mind  that 
the  responsibility  for  all  that  was  un- 
dertaken, and  for  all  that  was  done, 
would  ultimately  rest  not  with  the 
Advisory  Board  but  witxi  the  Super- 
visors, who  are  answerable  to  the 
people  not  only  for  their  own  acts  but 
also  for  the  acts  of  those  whose  ser- 
vices they  engage.  We  are  informed 
that  Mr.  James  D.  Phelan  interested 
himself  with  the  Board  of  p]ngineers  to 
secure  their  declination  to  act  except 
as  stated. 

The  Selection  of  the  Bay  Cities  Water 
Company's  Proposal. 
As  has  been  recited,  all  of  the  sources 
of  supply  proposed  to  the  Board  of  Su- 
pervisors saving  and  excepting  that  of 
the  Bay  Cities  Water  Company,  had 
been  before  other  lioards  of  Supervis- 
ors for  consideration,  bad  been  ex- 
amined by  engineering  experts  and 
made  the  subject  matter  of  reports 
which  advised  against  their  accept- 
ance. Also,  as  has  been  stated,  of  all 
of  such  propositions  that  of  the  Bay 
Cities  Water  Company  was  the  only 
one  which  indicated  that  its  proponents 
had  so  sufficiently  examined  into  it 
as  to  justify  the  belief  that  it  possessed 
the  essential  requirements  of  ability 
to  deliver  sixty  million  gallons  of  pure 
water  on  first  development  and  was 
I)ossessed  of  the  potentiality  reiiuisite 


to  an  ultimate  daily  delivery  of  two 
nundred  million  gallons  of  such  water. 

Therefore  the  selection  of  the  most 
desirable  of  the  five  proposals  was  not 
difficult,  particularly  In  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  Engineering  Board  itself 
stated  at  the  meeting  referred  to  that 
only  one  of  the  proposals  submitted 
appeared  to  have  sufficient  work  done 
upon  it  to  justify  any  belief  of  accurate 
information  on  part  of  the  proponents 
of  the  exact  conditions  and  capacities 
of  their  respective  projects,  this  pro- 
ject being  that  of  the  Bay  Cities  Water 
Company. 

Besides  this,  three  of  the  five  sources 
had  already  been  examined  and  re- 
ported upon  by  the  Engineering  Board 
composed  of  Messrs.  Manson,  Wood- 
ward and  Price.  These  the  Supervisors 
certainly  had  and  have  some  reason 
to  believe  comprised  the  best  of  the 
five  (even  though  they  had  been  so 
selected  for  examination  by  the  Phelan 
Board  of  Supervisors)  just  as  the  five 
propositions  seemed  the  best  of  those 
submitted  to  us. 

Of  the  three,  that  of  the  Bay  Cities 
Water  Company  was  most  highly 
spoken  of  by  the  ^Nlanson-Woodward- 
Price  Board,  and  seemed  to  fill  all  re- 
quirements. It  was  asserted  to  have 
large  storage  capacity;  equal,  as  we 
have  since  been  informed  to  the  Hetch 
Hetchy  and  Lake  Eleanor  combined; 
and  to  have  water-producing  capacity 
greater  than  that  of  its  reservoirs  to 
contain.  In  other  words,  its  storage 
is  said  to  be  upwards  of  sixty-seven 
tnousand  million  gallons,  which 
would  provide  against  a  draft  of  more 
than  two  hundred  million  gallons  per 
day. 

The  properties  of  the  Bay  Cities 
Water  Company  are  said  to  have 
already  been  improved  by  the  ex- 
penditure of  several  millions  of  dol- 
lars thereon,  and  the  proponents  offer 
to  turn  this  source  over  to  the  City 
with  a  developed  capacity  of  seventy 
million  gallons  of  water  per  day,  de- 
livered at  the  in-take  of  the  pipe  line 
leading  to  the  city.  To  accomplish  this, 
they  must  j^et  expend  several  more  mil- 
lion dollars  in  its  further  imi)rovement. 
This  same  amount  and  more  would 
have  to  be  expended  in  connection  with 
the  Tuolumne  scheme.  The  water  is 
said  to  be  of  the  purest  in  the  Sierras. 
The  reservoir  sites  and  dams  would 
belong  to  the  City  in  fee  simple.  The 
water  sheds,  it  is  claimed,  are  so  lo- 
cated that  the  purity  of  the  waters 
flowing  from  them  is  assured  beyond 


question.  Over  these,  by  reason  of  its 
absolute  fee  simple  ownership  of  the 
reservoir  kind  and  all  essential  rights 
and  i)roperties,  the  City  would  have 
absolute  and  perpetual  control.  In  a 
few  years  the  natural  enhancement  of 
the  value  of  the  lands  would  be  a  great 
asset  of  the  City,  and  would  un- 
doubtedly have  favorable  intiuence  on 
the  sale  of  its  water  bonds.  The  larger 
part  of  the  water  sheds  lie  within  the 
Tahoe  Forest  Reserve,  which  while 
subject  to  the  State  Sanitary  Laws,  is 
not  open  for  settlement  and  is 
patrolled  by  government  rangers,  a 
condition  that  tends  to  purity  of  the 
streams. 

It  is  said  to  contain  a  large  number 
of  high-mountain  lakes  and  many  res- 
ervoir sites,  so  located  to  each  other 
that  the  waters  from  one  can  be  trans- 
ferred to  any  other  whenever  occasion 
requires.  These  lakes  and  reservoirs 
are  separated  by  considerable  dis- 
tances, and  in  some  instances  by 
ranges  of  mountains ;  hence  if  one  or 
several  dams  were  disrupted  by  earth- 
quake or  other  cause,  there  would  still 
be  ample  water  contained  behind  others 
to  care  for  the  city's  requirements. 
One  break  might  destroy  the  whole 
water  system  of  the  Tuolumne  scheme. 

The  reservoirs  of  the  Bay  Cities 
Water  Company  project  are  said  to  be 
so  disposed  that  the  smallest  lie  at 
the  higher  altitude,  their  size  increas- 
ing as  they  descend,  the  largest  of 
the  number  being  at  an  altitude  of  fif- 
teen hundred  feet.  So  it  would  be  im- 
possible lor  it,  or  its  canals,  to  become 
choked  in  winter  with  snow  and  ice. 
The  line  of  its  water  sheds  lies  thirty- 
live  miles  closer  to  the  city  than  that 
of  the  Tuolumne. 

It  is  claimed  that  power  can  be  de- 
veloped from  the  system  in  quantities 
far  in  excess  of  the  city's  apparent 
requirements,  all  of  which  would  be- 
long to  the  city.  Moreover,  it  is  as- 
serted that  the  title  to  the  rights  and 
properties  of  this  project  are  con- 
lirmed  b\'  lifty  yea>y  user,  and  that 
the  taking  of  the  water  would  cause 
no  protest  from  farmers  in  the  val- 
ley below  who  are  now  suffering  from 
an  excess  natural  supply.  Besides  this, 
it  is  asserted  that  the  system  could  be 
put  in  from  this  source  at  approxi- 
mately' the  cost  which  Mr.  Grunsky 
estimates  as  the  cost  of  a  system  from 
the  Tuolumne,  such  cost  including  the 
price  asked  by  the  proponents ;  the 
cost  of  improvements  already  made 
and  to  be  made  by  them ;  pipe  lines 


conducting  the  water  to  the  city,  and 
a  modern  and  adequate  system  of  dis- 
tributing pipes,  mains,  and  service 
reservoirs  within  the  city. 

It  is  very  evident  that  these  pro- 
ponents have  spent  lurge  sums  of 
money  in  investigating  the  merits  of 
their  properties  as  a  source  of  city 
water  supply,  and  on  working  out  en- 
gineering data  upon  every  feature 
thereof ;  and  as  this  work  has  been 
performed  and  this  data  has  been 
compiled  and  analyzed  by  men  emi- 
nent in  the  civil  engineering  profes- 
sion, there  seemed  to  be  reason  to 
disbelieve  its  correctness.  The  project 
was  not  difficult,  therefore,  to  under- 
stand ;  and  was  readily  comprehended 
by  the  engineers.  If,  therefore,  the 
work  has  ueen  honestly  and  intelli- 
gently done  and  the  representations 
made  in  the  proposal,  are  correct,  the 
Bay  Cities  Water  Company's  proposi- 
tion is  not  only  better  and  cheaper 
that  the  Hetch-Hetchy  is  or  ever  pos- 
sibly could  be  made  to  be,  but  is  also 
better  than  anything  else  to  which  the 
attention  of  the  city  has  ever  been  di- 
rected. Accordingly,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  had  no  hesitancy  in  de- 
ciding that  it  be  first  taken  up  for 
examination  by  engineers  of  the 
city's  selection. 
The   Position   Assumed  by  the   Engineers. 

Concurrently  with  its  decision,  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  advised  that  the 
three  engineers,  Messrs.  Hunt,  Marx 
and  McKinstry,  be  requested  by  the 
Mayor  to  examine  this  particular  pro- 
ject and  report  as  to  whether,  from 
the  showing  made  by  the  proponents, 
it  was  suitable  to  fill  the  city's  re- 
quirements. Before  resolutions  em- 
bodying the  above  decision  and  request 
could  run  their  course  and  become 
legal,  certain  of  the  afternoon  news- 
papers printed  what  purported  to  be 
a  communication  from  Professor  Marx 
in  which  he  made  the  following  state- 
ment : 

"I  desire  to  express  my  unwilling- 
ness to  handle  this  subject  otherwise 
than  in  the  manner  in  which  an  en- 
gineering project  of  this  magnitude 
should  be  handled;  that  is,  by  making 
such  an  investigation  as  will  enable 
at  least  a  comparalTve  estimate  to  be 
made  of  the  merits  and  cost  of  the 
various  available  systems.  This  would 
of  neci'ssitii  Include-  systems  ichich 
iccrc  not  referred  to  us  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  for  examination  and  re- 
port. I.  as  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mission,   will    not    pass   on    any   single 
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project  submitted  for  my  approval." 

If  these  statements  expressed  the 
sentiments  of  the  other  two  gentle- 
men (we  believe  they  are  endorsed  by 
Mr.  Hunt),  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
have  only  to  regret  that  they  are  un- 
willing to  aid  in  reaching  a  conclu- 
sion upon  the  selection  of  a  water- 
source  of  which  the  city  stands  in  such 
urgent  need.  Thus  far  we  have  only 
the  representations  of  the  proponents 
upon  the  Bay  Cities  Water  Company's 
project,  backed  by  the  examination 
and  report  of  the  Manson- Woodward- 
Price  Board.  It  may  not  fill  the  re- 
quirements. Whether  it  will  or  not  is 
a  question  which  we  shall  have  deter- 
mined by  competent  engineering  in- 
quiry. The  position  which  Professor 
Marx  assumes  is  hardly  tenable,  for 
the  responsibility  of  the  selection  of 
a  water-course  for  the  City  would  cer- 
tainly rest  ultimately  upon  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  and  not  upon  him. 

Vast  sums  of  money  have  already 
been  spent  on  this  water  investigation, 
and  an  enormous  amount  of  work  has 
already  been  dojie.  To  continue  work- 
ing on  this  matter  for  a  year  or  more, 
to  spend  another  hundred  thousand 
dollars  or  so  upon  it,  as  was  suggested 
by  Professor  Marx,  to  do  over  again 
the  work  done  by  Grunsky  and  his 
corps  seems  worse  than  useless,  and 
this  Board  is  unwilling  to  do  it.  This 
Board  wants  as  a  result  of  its  work 
the  practical  asquisition  of  a  perfect 
water  supply,  and  not  the  piling  up  of 
a  further  mass  of  engineering  reports 
which  it  will  take  not  less  than  a  year 
to  present  and  which  will  then  be 
available  merely  as  monuments  of  en- 
gineering ability  to  our  successors  in 
the  years  which  are  to  come.

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MESSAGE    FROM    MAYOR. 
Notice  of  Suspension  of  William   H.  Lan^- 
don    from    Office    of    District    Attorney, 
with    Specifications    of    Causes    of    Such 
Suspension. 
To  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco. 
Gentlemen :     Pursuant    to    the    pro- 
visions of  the  Charter  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  and  especially 
in  pursuance  of  Sections  18  and  19  of 
Article  XVI  thereof,  I.  James  L.  Gal- 
lairher,  Mayor  of  the  City  and  County 
of   San   Francisco,   do   hereby   suspend 
William  II.  Langdon,  District  Attorney 
of  the  City  and  Connvy  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, and  an  elected  officer  thereof,  for 
cause,     as     hereinafter     assigned     and 
specified,  and  I   hereby  notify  you  of 
such  suspension  and  the  causes  there- 
for, which  are  as  hereinafter  assigned 
and  specified: 

Said  cause  is  contained  in  the  fol- 
lowing specifications,  which  specifica- 
tions I  hereby  also  present  to  you  as 
the  written  charges  against  said  Wil- 
liam H.  Langdon,  District  Attorney  as 
aforesaid,  and  I  hereby  present  said 
specifications  of  causes  of  such  sus- 
pension as  written  charges  against  said 
William  H.  Langdon,  District  Attorney, 
suspended  by  me  as  aforesaid. 
Specification  1 : 

Neglect  of  Duty. 
In  this,  that  for  a  period  of  about 
thirty  days  prior  to  the  presentation 
of  these  charges  the  said  Williani  H. 
Langdon,  District  Attorney  as  afore- 
said, has  absented  himself  from  the 
City  and  County  of  San  I'rancisco, 
without  leave  and  has  neglected  his 
official  duties,  being  during  that  time 
engaged  in  the  canvass  and  campaign 
for  the  office  of  Governor  of  the  State 
of  California. 

That  during  said  time,  owing  to  the 
recent  disaster  a  large  number  of  acts 
of  violence  have  occurred  at  the  hands 
of  criminals  congregating  in  said  City, 
resulting  in  an  excessive  and  unusual 
nimiber  of  murders,  maimings,  assassi- 
nations, assaults  and  other  crimes  of 
violence  tending  to  render  the  City 
unsafe  and  to  injure  its  reputation,  yet 
the  said  District  Attorney,  wilfully, 
without  permission  from  any  of  the 
public  authorities  of  said  City  and 
i'ounty  did  absent  himself  a  greater 
portion  of  said  time  from  said  City 
and  Countj"  and  so  negligently  con- 
ducted and  performed  the  duties  of  his 
said  office  as  District  Attorney  as  to 
render  no  active  or  efficient  assistance 
to  said  City  and  County  in  the  proper 
prosecution,  detection  or  preventing  of 


any  of  said  crimes  and  during  the  main 
portion  of  said  period  did  leave  his  said 
office  without  the  aid  of  his  superin- 
tendence, direction  or  service,  thereby 
being  guilty  of  inefficiency  in  such  pub- 
lic office  and  being  .ifcgligent  and  in- 
attentive in  the  performance  of  his 
public  duties  at  a  time  when  the  un- 
usual activity  of  those  engaged  in 
crimes  of  violence  demanded  and  re- 
quired his  personal  presence  and  great- 
est personal  activity  to  aid  in  pre- 
venting, or  attempting  to  prevent,  de- 
tecting or  attempting  to  detect  or  pun- 
ish the  said  crimes  or  tiie  persons 
guilty  thereof. 
Specification  2: 

Neglect  and  Dereliction  of  Duty. 
In  this,  that  during  the  period  of  about 
thirty  days  last  past,  the  newspapers 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco have  published  and  proclaimed 
that  the  said  William.  H.  Langdon,  as 
District  Attorney,  and  others  co-oper- 
ating with  him.  was  and  for  months 
past  had  been  in  the  possession  of  evi- 
dence sufficient  to  convict  certain  of- 
ficials of  the  City  and  County  of 
serious  crimes.  These  charges  have 
been  repeated  daily  and  within  the 
knowledge  and  cognizance  of  said  Dis- 
trict Attorney,  and  yet  notwithstand- 
ing said  knowledge  and  said  purposes, 
the  said  District  Attorney  has  failed  to 
cause  the  arrest  of  any  of  said  officials, 
and  if  the  charges  so  publicly  made  are 
and  were  not  true,  the  said  District 
Attorney  had  knowledge  of  said  falsity 
and  untruth  and  yet  notwithstanding 
said  knowledge  has  failed  to  cause  the 
arrest  of  the  publishers  or  editors  of 
the  newspapers  for  publishing  said 
statements  for  criminal   libel. 

Specification  3: 

iNeglect   and   Violation   of    Duty. 

That  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  it  is  part  of  the  duty  of  the 
District  Attorney  when  required,  to 
advise  the  Board  of  Police  Commis- 
sioners, the  Chief  of  Police,  the  Board 
of  Health,  or  the  Coroner,  as  to  the 
matters  relating  to  the  duties  of  their 
respective  offices,  yet  notwithstanding 
said  official  duty,  the  said  William  H. 
Langdon,  as  such  District  Attorney,  has 
entered  into  combination  and  conspir- 
acy for  political  purposes  and  effect  to 
bring  unmerited  discredit  upon  said 
officials  or  some  of  them  and  has  failed 
to  advise  them  relative  to  their  duties 
and  has  assumed  a  position  and  atti- 
tude inconsistent  with  his  duty  to  the 
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Police  Commissioners  and  the  Chief  of 
I'olice.  thereby  tending  to  impair  and 
dt-moralize  the  Police  Department  of 
said  Citv  at  a  serious  and  critical  time. 

Specification  4 : 

Neglect   and    Vioation   of    Duty. 

That  the  said  William  H.  Langdon, 
being  the  District  Attorney  of  said  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as  a  ore- 
said,  daring  the  period  above  mentioned 
in  addition  to  neglecting  his  public 
duties  as  above  set  lorth,  instead  of 
•aiding  the  authorities  of  said  City 
and  Countv,  did  on  the  contrary  en- 
gage in  and  assist  in  a  combination  in 
the  interest  of  certain  insurance  corpo- 
rations and  other  persons,  to  injure 
and  defame  the  character  of  the  Chief 
Executive  of  tliis  Ci:y,  Maj'or  Eugene 
E.  Schmitz,  in  substance  as  follows : 

A  large  number  of  German  insurance 
companies  having  lost  many  millions 
of  dollars  by  the  conflagration  of  April 
18,  1906,  having  denied  their  liability, 
Eugene  E.  Schmitz,  Mayor  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  deemed 
it  advisable  in  the  interest  of  the  up- 
building and  rehabilitation  of  the  City 
to  visit  the  German  Empire  in  his 
official  capacity  for  the  purpose  of  stat- 
ing the  true  facts  concerning  said  con- 
flagration to  the  Home  officials  of  said 
company  and  to  use  his  personal  in- 
fluence wherever  the  same  would  be 
available  in  the  German  Empire,  with 
a  view  to  cause  the  said  insurance 
companies  to  pay  the  said  losses ;  and 
deeming,  said  matter  one  of  great  pub- 
lic interest,  the  said  Mayor  did  obtain 
from  the  Board  of  Supervisors  a  leave 
of  absence  from  the  oity  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  for  a  period  of  sixty 
days  from  October  1,  1900;  and  after 
he  left  on  said  mission,  a  combination, 
plot  and  plan  was  formed  for  the  pur- 
pose of  defaming  and  injuring  and 
weakening  the  standing  and  reputation 
of  said  Eugene  E.  Schmitz,  in  order 
that  his  said  attempts  might  be  dis- 
credited and  to  destroy  whatever  in- 
fluence the  Chief  Executive  of  this 
City  might  have  in  dealing  with  the 
said  insurance  companies  at  their  Home 
offices  and  in  obtaining  influence 
abroad  to  compel  said  companies  to 
proi)erly  recognize  their  obligations, 
and  that  as  a  part  of  said  scheme,  it 
was  determined  to  print  and  publish  in 
the  newspapers  of  San  Francisco, 
charges  against  the  said  Mayor  which 
were  false,  malicious  and  slanderous, 
and  known  so  to  be  by  the  parties  en- 
gaged in  said  scheme,  and  among  other 
things  said  persons     so     engaged  did 


cause  it  to  be  published  that  the  Chief 
Executive  of  this  City  was  a  fugitive 
from  justice  and  had  absconded  trom 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco ; 
and  that  the  said  William  H.  Langdon, 
as  District  Attorney  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  and  acting 
in  his  capacity  as  such,  did  aid,  assist 
and  abet  and  furthei'  the  said  scheme 
as  aforesaid,  and  has  become  and  is  an 
active  party  thereto  to  the  end  that 
said  Mayor  should  be  induced  to  return 
to  San  Francisco  to  defend  himself 
against  such  charges  before  he  could 
have  time  to  accomplish  the  said  pur- 
pose for  which  he  went  to  said  German 
Empire. 

Specification  5 : 

Vioiation  of  Duty  and  Use  of  Office  for 
Ulterior    Purposes. 

That  during  the  Fall  of  1905,  one 
Francis  J.  Heney,  in  a  public  speech 
in  said  City  and  County  aspersed  the 
character  and  good  name  of  a  promi- 
nent citizen  of  this  community  and 
stated  that  he  knew  him  to  be  corrupt 
and  said  citizen  having  instantly  de- 
manded that  said  Hei^ey  be  compelled 
to  make  proof  of  said  assertions  and 
said  Heney  having  been  compelled  to 
appear  before  the  Grand  Jury  of  said 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  with 
reference  thereto,  there  admitted  that 
he  had  made  such  statements  without 
any  personal  knowledge  or  evidence  re- 
garding the  same,  which  facts  were 
widely  published  at  the  time  and 
brought  said  Heney  into  obliquy  and 
contempt  from  which  time  said  Heney 
has  been  possessed  of  a  purpose  to 
effect  a  personal  re\enge  both  against 
the  object  of  his  false  charges  and 
against  Eugene  E.  Schmitz,  Mayor  of 
San  Francisco,  and  all  of  these  facts 
were  and  are  well  known  to  said  Wil- 
liam H.  Langdon,  as  District  Attorney 
as  aforesaid;  yet  notwithstanding  said 
knowledge,  and  within  th(>  month  of 
October,  190G,  the  said  William  H. 
Langdon,  in  order  to  enable  said  Heney 
to  use  public  office,  position  and  power 
to  gratify  his  spirit  of  revenge  and 
malice,  did  appoint  said  Heney  Assist- 
ant District  Attorney  of  said  City  and 
County  and  did  turn  over  to  him  the 
powers  of  office  of  said  District  At- 
torney in  order  that  he  might  gratify 
his  private  revenge  and  malice. 

Specification  0 : 

That  prior  to  sucli  appointment  as 
such  Assistant  District  Attorney,  said 
Francis  J.  Heney  has  publicly  assailed 
the  Judges  of  the  Superior  Court  of 
this  City  and  County  as  connipt  and 
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crooked  and  had  denounced  all  or 
nearly  all  of  them  as  dishonest  and  cor- 
rupt and  yet  has  failed  at  any  time  to 
make  pnx)f  of  such  charges,  which  facts 
were  all  well  known  to  said  William  H. 
Laugdon,  District  Attorney  as  afore- 
said, from  the  time  of  the  utterance, 
which  was  long  anterior  to  the  time  of 
said  Heney's  appointment  by  said  Lang- 
don,  and  said  Langdon  also  knew  that 
said  Heuey  frequently  while  intoxi- 
cated, made  grave  and  serious  charges 
involving  the  personal  character  of 
citizens  of  this  City,  yet,  notwithstand- 
ing such  knowledge,  said  William  H. 
Langdon  did  appoint  said  Heney  to 
such  office,  knowing  that  the  said 
Ileney  in  such  office  would  be  required 
to  appear  before  the  Judges  whose 
character  he  had  thus  aspersed,  and 
to  practice  in  their  Courts,  did  appoint 
said  Heney  to  said  office,  which  appoint- 
ment is  not  conductive  to  the  proper 
co-operation  which  should  exist  be- 
tween the  Judges  of  the  Superior  Court 
and  the  office  of  District  Attorney. 

Specification  7: 

That  said  Francis  J.  Heney  at  and 
prior  to  the  time  of  his  appointment 
as  special  District  Attorney  was  the 
representative  of  the  corporation  con- 
trolling street  car  systems  of  said  City 
and  County  in  a  certain  dispute  be- 
tween said  corporation  and  its  em- 
ployees. That  the  appointment  of  said 
Ileney  to  said  office  will,  in  regard  to 
the  enforcement  of  law  against  said 
corporation,  be  prejudicial  and  detri- 
mental to  the  interests  of  said  Citj- 
and  County. 

Specification  8 : 

That  prior  to  the  turning  over  of  said 
District  Attorneys'  office  and  its  powers 
to  said  Francis  J.  Heney,  as  herein- 
aJx)ve  specified,  the  City  and  Couutj'  of 
Sati  Francisco  had  intended  to  procure 
its  own  water  suppiy  and  thereby  to 
prevent  the  exhorbitant  charges  for 
water  now  exacted  by  the  private  cor- 
jKjration  controlling  the  City's  water 
supply,  and  that  it  was  about  to  take 
proceeflings  to  provide  a  safe  and  se- 
<-ure  supply  of  water  for  said  City  and 
i'ounty  of  San  Francisco  for  domestic 
use,  extinction  of  conflagrations,  etc., 
and  that  such  purpose  was  greatly  to 
the  interest  of  said  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco.  That  said  corporation 
now  supplying  water  to  said  City  and 
County  is  bitterly  opposed  to  the  ac- 
quiring of  a  water  supply  to  the  City 
and  County  of  San  i^'rancisco  on  ac- 
•r»iint  of  its  present  monopoly.  Said 
i"   •     -   .r.    IfcHi'v  lias  been  and  is  at- 


torney employed  by  said  Water  Com- 
pany, and  his  attorneyship  for  such 
company  is  inconsistent  with  the  hold- 
ing of  a  place  as  Assistant  District  At- 
torney, and  against  the  best  interests 
of  the  people  of  San  Francisco. 

Specification  9 : 

That  in  the  interest  of  the  corpora- 
tions and  persons  before  mentioned,  or 
some  or  all  of  them,  together  with  per- 
sons unknown,  large  sums  of.  money 
have  been  and  are  being  raised  for  the 
purpose  of  slandering,  defaming  and 
injuring  the  reputation  of  said  Mayor 
Eugene  E.  Schmitz  and  of  suborning 
perjury  against  him,  thereby  injuring 
the  interests  of  said  City  and  County 
and  its  residents  and  inhabitants ;  and 
said  William  H.  Langdon,  as  such  Dis- 
trict Attorney  knowing  said  facts,  by 
the  appointment  of  said  Heney  is  know- 
ingly aiding  and  abetting  the  said  plot 
and  scheme. 

Specification  10: 

Violation  of  Duty  and  Ulterior  Use  of 
Office. 

That  since  the  appointment  of  said 
F.  .J.  Heney  as  an  Assistant  District 
Attorney  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  by  said  William  H. 
Langdon.  the  said  Langdon  and  the 
said  Heney  have  caused  to  be  published, 
or  have  been  parties  to  the  publication, 
of  open  and  covert  threats  against  the 
Superior  Judges  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  for  the  purpose  of  in- 
fluencing the  judicial  action  of  said 
Judges. 

Specification  11  : 

That  the  appointment  of  said  Heney 
as  such  District  Attorney  was  made 
by  said  Langdon  in  furtherance  of  the 
combination  aforesaid,  and  at  the  dic- 
tation of  certain  newspaper  influences 
and  individuals  who  have  contributed 
many  thousands  of  dollars  to  further 
the  political  ambitions  and  aspiration 
ot  said  William  H.  Langdon  and  other 
persons,  and  to  secure  through  the  ap- 
pointment of  said  Heney  the  consumma- 
tion of  a  political  plan  and  the  wreak- 
ing of  Their  private  revenges  against 
Eugene  E.  Schmitz.  Mayor  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and 
the  Police  Department  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  and  their  po- 
litical supporters,  and  to  generally  dis- 
rupt the  business  and  proper  govern- 
ment of  this  City,  and  also  for  the  pur- 
pose of  attempting  to  influence  the  en- 
suing election.  And  said  combination 
is  also  in  pursuance  of  a  well-defined 
and  organized  plan,  backed  by  con- 
tributta-s  oi'  the  monev  above  referred 


to,  for  the  purpose  of  controllins:  and 
siibjecting:  the  labor  market  and  the 
wage  earners. 

And  the  said  William  H.  Langdon 
turned  over  said  office  of  District  At- 
torney as  aforesaid  to  said  Francis  J. 
Heney  with  the  intent  and  purpose  and 
with  the  understanding  that  said  Fran- 
cis J.  Heney  would  and  should  abuse 
said  position,  and  use  his  said  position 
as  a  deputy  in  a  substantial  control  of 
said  office  of  District  Attorney,  to 
gratify  his  own  private  and  personal 
revenge,  and  also  with  the  intent  that 
said  Francis  J.  Heney  through  said 
office  should  produce  before  the  Grand 
Jury  of  said  City  and  County  illegal 
and  hearsay  evidence  and  evidence 
which  by  law  said  Grand  Jury  is  for- 
bidden to  act  upon,  and  procure  such 
Grand  Jury  to  return  indictments 
against  innocent  citizens  of  said  City 
and  County  upon  sucn  illegal  and  hear- 
say evidence  for  the  purpose  of  grati- 
fying the  private  revenge  of  said  Fran- 
cis J.  Heney  and  the  political  ambitions 
of  said  William  H.  Langdon.  And  said 
William  H.  Langdon  also  further 
turned  over  said  office  and  power  to

That  in  addition  to  the  purposes  here- 
inabove specified  as  a  foundation  and 
reason  for  the  acts  set  forth,  that  all 
the  acts  hereinabove  charged  and  set 
forth  as  having  been  done,  aided, 
abetted  or  assisted  by  said  William  H. 
Langdon  as  said  District  Attorney,  were 
so  done  and  performed  by  said  Wil- 
liam H.  Langdon  as  such  District  At- 
torney to  promote  his  own  political  am- 
bitions and  upon  and  at  the  eve  of  an 
election  about  to  occur  in  the  State 
of  California,  at  which  said  William 
H.  Langdon  is  a  candidate  for  Gov- 
ernor, all  with  intent  to  deceive  and 
mislead  electors  and  voters  and  to 
procure  an  increased  vote  for  himself 
as  such  candidate  for  Governor. 

Insufficiency  in  the  office  of  District 
Attorney,  and  neglect  on  the  part  of  the 
District  Attorney  and  his  office  to  per- 
form the  duties  of  his  office.

To  the   Honorable,  The  Board  of   Su- 
pervisors of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  t  rancisco. 

Gentlemen :  Your  Committee  on 
Charities  and  Corrections,  to  which 
was  referred  the  written  complaint  of 
the  Refugees  occupying  the  I'ublic 
Parks  and  Squares,  protesting  against 
the  collection  of  rents  by  the  Commit- 
teee  of  the  San  Francisco  Relief  and 
Red  Cross  Funds  for  the  use  and  oc- 
cupation of  bui. (lings  and  dwelling 
houses  situate  upon  lands  owned  by 
the  Municipality  and  upon  public 
parks  and  siiuares,  respectfully  report 
as  follows  : 

That  a  meeting  was  held  by  your 
Committee  for  consideration  of  this 
matter  and  due  notice  given  to  all 
l)arties  interested ;  that  at  said  meeting 
Mr.  Oscar  Cooper,  Attorney  at  Law. 
a.ppeareu  upon  behalf  of  the  said  San 
Francisco  Relief  and  Red  Cross  Com- 
mittee, and  declined  to  offer  any  tes- 
timony or  oth^r  evidence  relative 
thereto,  in  accordance  with  the  instruc- 
tions stated  to  have  been  received  from 
Mr.  Rudolph  Spreckels,  Chairman  of 
said  Commission  of  the  Relief  and 
Red  Cross  Funds ;  that  no  attention 
Si.ould  be  paid  to  said  complaint  of  the 
Refugees,  and  that  your  Committee 
snould  be  ignored  concerning  the  same : 
that  certain  witnesses  appeared  on  be- 
half of  the  Refugees  and  were  duly 
examined  ana  testified  that  a  number 
of  unauthorized  persons,  acting  upon 
behalf  of  the  Committee  of  the  San 
Francisco  Relief  and  Red  Cross  Funds, 
evicted  the  occupants  of  various 
Refugee  dwellings  from  their  houses  by 
force  and  violence,  without  regard  to 
their  health  or  safety,  and  subjected 
them  to  great  hardsnip  and  exposure  :

a  bonded  indebtedness  for  the  purpose 
of   constructing  and     completing     an 


Auxiliary  Water  System  for  fire  pro- 
tection and  for  sanitary  and  flushing 
i)urposes,  begs  leave  to  report  in  favor 
of  the  submission  of  said  proposition, 
and  as  the  initial  step  in  the  proced- 
ure required  by  law,  begs  leave  to 
recommend  the  passage  by  your  Hon- 
orable Board  of  a  Declaratory  Ordi- 
nance, herewith  submitted,  determin- 
ing and  declaring  that  public  interest 
and  necessity  demands  the  construc- 
tion of  such  Auxiliary  Water  System 
and  directing  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  to  procure  through  the  City  En- 
gineer, plans  and  estimates  of  cost 
thereof. 

In  connection  with  said  Ordinance 
your  Committee  begs  leave  to  state 
that  the  direction  to  the  Board  of  Pub- 
lic Works  to  file  plans  and  estimates, 
contemplates  a  division  of  the  propo- 
sition into  five  projects,  covering  hi^li 
pressure,  low  pressure,  and  cistern 
systems  of  protection  in  various  dis- 
tricts of  the  City  and  County. 

In  the  opinion  or  your  Committee 
the  adoption  by  the  Electors  of  said 
proposition,  and  the  carrying  into  ef- 
fect of  its  provisions  will  serve  to  ma- 
terially reduce  insurance  rates 
throughout  the  City,  aid  in  the  rapid 
upbuilding  of  the  burned  section  and 
give  confidence  to  the  People  that  a 
repetition  of  the  disaster  from  fire  fol- 
lowing the  earthquake  of  April  18th 
will  not  occur  again,  as  far  as  human 
agency  can  prevent.
